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KIEL AND PANAMA CANAL. 


It might naturally be supposed that owing to the vast 
amount of writing that has been done about the Panama 
Canal the relation of its dimensions to our Navy would 
be known to the average man of intelligence, but that 
much ignorance still exists respecting this greatest of all 
artificial waterways is shown by the comparison in the 
New York Tribune of Feb. 8 between the Panama Canal 
and the enlarged German Canal connecting the Baltic 
with the North Sea. In an effort to show the inferiority 
of the former canal, the Tribune said: “The German 
Nmperor, who is fond of making comparisons between his 
canal and the American enterprise, is never weary of 
pointing out that American battleships now under con- 
struction can barely squeeze through the Gatun locks.” 
This statement imputes to the Kaiser an ignorance of 
the American Navy which is probably to be found rather 
in the romancing mind of the newspaper chronicler. The 
largest battleship now building for the United States 
Navy is the Pennsylvania. Its length over all is 608 feet, 
its breadth 97 feet one-half inch and its mean draft 25 
feet 10 inches. The length of the locks at Panama is 
1,000 feet, the breadth 110 feet, and the depth over the 
sills of the locks in no case less than forty feet. Thus 
the Pennsylvania will have a safe margin of 392 feet 
in length, 13 feet in breadth and 12 feet in draft. The 
Emperor knows well that his canal is great enough to 
stand on its own merits without the necessity of seeking 
to augment its importance by detracting from the Pana- 
ma waterway. In completed condition the Kiel will be one 
of the greatest canals in the world, and the German 
nation is to be congratulated on its possession. It is 
said this improved canal may be opened in April next. 
The new locks will have a length of 1,082 feet, a breadth 
of 147% feet and a mean depth of 45 feet of water over 
the sills of the locks. The original canal was built in 
1887. Its route is from Kiel on the Baltic to Bruns- 
buttel on the estuary of the river Elbe, cutting off the 
long and rather hazardous passage through the Catte- 
gate and around the northern end of Denmark. Its suc- 
cess was assured from the beginning. Opened in 1895, it 
was used by 20,000 vessels in its first year. In 1912 
the number had grown to 57,366 ships with a net ton- 
nage of 9,924,237, while the tonnage of Suez was 20,- 
125,120. These figures seem small compared with the 
tonnage of the Sault Ste. Marie Canal between : Lakes 
Superior and Huron, which in 1912 reached the tre- 
mendous aggregate of 72,472,676 tons. 

The few tender-hearted persons who assert that mili- 
tary development undermines the strength of a country 
and tends to national retrogression should study the 
way in which the German people rose to the necessity of 
rebuilding this canal when the march of shipbuilding 
made it plain that the efficiency of the Navy would 
suffer unless the waterway were enlarged to meet the 
requirements of the new Dreadnoughts. It is all very 
well to say that this improvement has been a naval one 
and hence in the last analysis inherently military. That 
does not alter the fact that commerce and the arts of 
peace will profit by it, just as trade will benefit by the 
Panama Canal, behind which stands, as the inspiring 


motive of its construction, the desire to enable the United. 


States to concentrate its fleet without the necessity of 
going around Cape Horn. The virility which military 
development has given to the German people is strikingly 
illustrated by the spirit in which they have taken up 
this canal question. It has revealed the finest and 
noblest qualities in the German nation. Less than 
twenty. years have elapsed since the original canal was 
opened, and now the Germans have made it one of the 


greatest canals in the world, rivaling in this respect 
the Panama Canal, the dramatic construction of which 
has overshadowed the work on the Kiel waterway. The 
coming of the Dreadnought type of battleship made the 
old locks with their length of 500 feet, width of 83 feet 
and depth of 30 feet too small. The new canal will ac- 
commodate a battleship of about 50,000 tons. The cost 
of the enlargement has been $55,600,000 as against 
$39,218,000 for the original canal. The excavation for 
the enlargement reached a total of 140,000,000, the 
original excavation being only 112,000,000 cubic yards. 
The locks of the Panama Canal are protected from bom- 
bardment by being situated several miles inland from 
the ends of the canal. In the German canal protection 
has been afforded by having the canal end on the north- 
ern side in the Kiel fiord, a long narrow arm of the 
Baltic, and on the southern in the Elbe river about a 
dozen miles from its mouth.. The new canal is about 
sixty miles long against a length at Panama of about 
fifty miles, and shortens the trip from Baltic seaports 
to Hamburg by 480 miles and to London by 269 miles. 
Approximately 8,000 workmen have been employed on 
the work. The maintenance of order in the barracks 
has been left in the hands of the workmen themselves, 
who appointed certain men to police the place. e

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TRAVEL ALLOWANCES. 


Recently it has been charged that Mr. Hay was re- 
sponsible for reducing the travel pay on discharge of 
enlisted men to two cents per mile. The reduction from 
four to two cents per mile was made as an amendment 
by the Military Committee of the Senate during the con- 
sideration of the Appropriation bill in 1912, but the re- 
duction was made applicable to men who should enlist 
on or after July 1, 1912. The conference committee 
struek out the provision restricting the application of 
the law, and made the reduction to two cents per mile 
on actual transportation and commutation of rations 
apply to all men in the Army at the date the appropria- 
tion became effective. 

Experience with the provisions seems to show that the 
method of giving the discharged soldier his travel pay of 
four cents per mile was much more satisfactory to the 
men, as it enabled them to stop and seek employment 
without returning to the place of enlistment in all cases. 
Two years’ experience may make it apparent that a re- 
turn to the former method is in the interest of economy ; 
also when the special clerical work involved in prepar- 
ing transportation orders is considered.

EXPORTATION OF ARMS TO MEXICO. 


The New York Independent says of President Wilson’s 
lifting of the embargo on the exportation of arms to 
Mexico, that “Mexico is now freer than ever to work 
out its own solution of the problem that terribly harasses 
it.” This sentiment appears in the issue of Feb. 16, 
the chief article in which is “Peace by Arbitration,” by 
Andrew Carnegie. Evidently the Independent believes 
that the more fighting weapons that reach Mexico the 
better are the chances for the early arrival of peace. 
As the Independent has so often preached the awfulness 
of fighting for one’s rights, one is pleasantly affected by 
this reference to the increased freedom given to the 
country by the shipment of arms across the Rio Grande. 
Whatever indictment of inconsistency may be brought 
against ihe Independent it cannot hold against Mr. 
Carnegie, for his doctrine seems to have been to preach 
peace and sell armor. ‘he Independent belongs to that 
school of “thinkers” that holds that most wars nowadays 
are caused by the manufacturers of arms. However, in 
the case of Mexico our contemporary admits that the 
manufacturers of arms work for the benefit of the dis- 
tressed republic by providing her with a larger freedom 
for the solution of her great domestic problem. In that 
remark of the Independent there is no suggestion of 
applying the Carnegie principle to the Mexican situation. 
The lifting of the arms embargo by the United States 
certainly does not mean to the Independent that arbitra- 
tion between the warring factions will be promoted, else 
it must read a new meaning into the current definition 
which its school attaches to arbitration. Shipment of 
firearms, then, can mean but one thing, and that is that 
making fighting by the rebels more effective means a 
quicker solution of the Mexican problem. Thus do we 
find the peace brethren eating their own words and 
joining with the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL in the belief 
that often a situation becomes such that a good straight 
up and down fight is about the only thing that will clear 
the air. 

As to this removal of the embargo on the sale of 
arms there are other aspects worth noting. In its 
favor it igs claimed it adopts for the United States a 
policy as to the exportation of arms to Mexico uniform 
with that of other nations; it shortens the war by 
arming the insurgents more effectively, bringing them 
more recruits and increasing their prestige; that it will 
help the business of our dealers in arms. Against it it is 
urged it engenders among the federals a feeling hostile 
to Americans, endangering their lives and property; it 
was an unnecessary act, apparently due to friendship 
to the insurgents and hostility to the cause of the 
federals; it will result in a more savage war, in more 
murders, robberies and conflagrations; it will not shorten 
the war, but make it more sanguinary; it will result in 
enterprises against the federals being organized on this 
side of the border, the men who take part in them 
receiving their arms in Mexico; it robs us of the right 








to intervene for the sake of humanity in Mexico, since 
our own act will have made the war more inhuman; it 
is inconsistent with the ideals of the Monroe Doctrine, 
putting our relations on the same plane with European 
nations, and being a surrender of our aspirations of 
control; it is a bad precedent as regards revolts in this 
hemisphere. It is claimed by others that even if it were 
intended to better arm the insurgents this order is un- 
necessary and of little avail—that Mexico has 5,000 miles 
of coast; that the insurgents, if they have the money, 
should be able even now to obtain shiploads of ‘arms 
from Europe—that at Matamoras and other places they 
have long had undisturbed access to the sea. Huerta 
will not last forever. But he may last long. In the 
interregnum what have we to expect as regards our 
interests? And after Huerta, what? 





Not wholly outside the scope of Rear Admiral French 
EK. Chadwick’s condemnation of educational tendencies 
toward the effeminization of the manhood of the country 
through the employment of women teachers for boys is 
the effort to promote a military organization among 
women in Brooklyn, N.Y., using the armory of the 14th 
Infantry, N.G.N.Y., for purposes of drill, ete. Although 
the professed object of this organizer is to develop in 
her sex those qualities of obedience, punctuality and 
order which are characteristic of military men, the Scrip- 
tural injunction to render unto Caesar the things that 
are Caesar’s may not be an inappropriate guide in mat- 
ters touching the development of the sexes. Rear Ad- 
miral Schley, U.S.N., saw in the intense devotion to 
duty and the enthusiasm which marked the men of the 
American Navy in the battle of Santiago the influence 
of “the girl behind the man behind the gun.” That this 
influence would have been weakened if the sweethearts 
of the bluejackets had been drilled on board warships 
for the development of the qualities of poise, courage 
and obedience which should stamp the naval fighter will 
not be doubted by those who believe that difference of 
function in the world’s broad field of battle connotes a 
difference of training. Women acquire a patience, a 
self-denying and altruistic spirit in tending children 
which is foreign to the character of men, but one would 
‘go far astray who should advocate that men should re- 
main at home and “mind the children” in order that they 
might cultivate qualities which set so sweet a crown 
upon the brow of womanhood. To turn men into 
guardians of the nursery would in the end result dis- 
astrously both to men and women, and the same may be. 
asserted of any system of feminine training that would 
substitute for the gentleness and tenderness of mothers 
the stern qualities that make the fighters of the world. 
In this day when so much of hysteria masquerades as 
“character uplift,” the real conservators of the manhood 
and womanhood of the country need to be on their guard 
against insidious influences that would ultimately soften 
and weaken the manhood of the nation. The use of 
armories should ‘not be granted for the formation or 
parade of such organizations. 
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In Pamphlet No. 26 of the Navy League appears this 
statement: “The total cost of the Navy since the founda- 
tion of the Government to January, 1913, has been 
$3,011,000,000. During the same interval of time the 
United States has paid $4,383,368,000—4,383 millions 
of dollars—in pensions, equal in cost to about 450 modern 
battleships, or four Dreadnoughts per annum since the 
year 1812. The excess of the cost of pensions over the 
total cost of the Navy is $1,373,000,000—1,373 millions 
of dollars, or the price of about 140 super-Dreadnoughts. 
If this excess of appropriations for pensions over naval 
expenditures could have been devoted to building the best 
fighting ships in existence during each year since 1794 
the sum would have added not less than six first class 
ships to the Navy every year, and our Navy would have 
been so powerful that the commercial war with France 
in 1798, the war with Tripoli in 1801 and the War of 
1812 would have been prevented; and the Civil War 
(with such a powerful fleet to quickly seize and blockade 
the whole Southern coast) could not have lasted six 
months. The Confederacy obtained nearly all its muni- 
tion of war from abroad; it breathed through its sea- 
ports, and if these had been closed at the start the 
Confederacy would have been choked to death. The 
saving of money and in lives from the prevention or 
shortening of wars which would have resulted from the 
constant maintenance of an efficient Navy from the time 
we became a nation would have been so great as to defy 
computation.”

The Times-Union of Jacksonville, Fla., is decidedly 
opposed to any increase of the Army, yet it favors an 
increase in rank in both the Army and Navy, saying: 
“We should have with our Army at its present size 
three lieutenant generals and a general—the rank show- 
ing the size of the command. Our Army is large enough 
for three corps, and there is as much reason why the 
commander of a corps should have the rank of lieutenant 
general as that the commander of a division should be 
called a major general. Looking at the Navy list it 
seems that we have rear admirals to burn. We have 
about half as many rear admirals as armored vessels. 
Only one-fifth ot them command fleets. The others, 
generally speaking, serve on some board or other. We 
have ninety captains, only about one-third of them having 
duty at sea. It looks as if we might spare half a dozen 
of our rear admirals for promotion to the grade of vice 
admiral and that we could well afford to make the grade 
of admiral permanent.” 
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A book that will prove of great value to field musicians 
in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, National Guard, 
Naval Militia and Revenue Cutter Service, and also 
military schools is the “Field Musicians’ Manual,” by 
Lieut. David J. Canty, Co. E, 9th Inf., Mass. Militia, 
instructor of trumpeters for the service schools, and for- 
merly a musician in the 27th U.S. Infantry and in charge 
of the field music of that command. Lieutenant Canty 
in his book, which is of handy pocket size, and contains 
141 pages bound in cloth, has gone thoroughly into all 
the duties and cills of field musicians in all branches of 
the services. The book tells exactly what the duties are 
and gives the service new marches, inspection pieces 
and sound-offs. Under the heading “Calls Sounded by 
the Musician of the Guard,” and “Calls Sounded by the 
Assembled Field Music,” will be found the standard regu- 
lation calls that are used by every branch of the Army. 
Those used by the naval service are marked with their 
nautical names. The general mounted and dismounted 
duties for the Army, the duties of the Navy, Engineer 
Corps, Coast Artillery Corps, Signal Corps, Sanitary 
troops, Marine Corps and Revenue Cutter Service are 
all given space in this book. In the part marked “Naval 
Duties” are found the distinct naval duties for the Navy, 
Marine Corps and Revenue Cutter Service. The music 
is divided as follows: (1) calls sounded by the musician 
of the guard, which include all honors rendered on the 
instrument; (2) calls sounded by the assembled field 
music, or trumpet corps; (3) bugle marches. “These 
can be played,” says Lieutenant Canty, “either in double 
or quick time in the foot service, and at a walk, trot or 
gallop in the mounted arms. Included in this section 
are over forty foreign marches, inspection pieces and 
sound-offs that have never before been published in the 
United States. These were obtained from the following 
countries: England, France, Germany, Austria, Italy, 
Russia, Servia, Greece, Norway and Sweden, Belgium 
and Mexico. (4) Drill signals. Here are found all the 
drill signals used in the Army (and Navy when ashore). 
This list includes eleven infantry, forty-seven cavalry, 
thirty-eight field artillery and _ thirty-nine Navy. drill 
signals. Here are also the special calls of the Army and 
Marine Corps. (5) Special Navy calls. Comprises all 
the calls used on board ship. Under the title flag sig- 
naling will be found the general service code, the flashing 
or occult light system, the sound system, and the Ardois 
system. Everything an Army musician or trumpeter 
should know about signaling will be found here. The 
naval codes are given for use if co-operating with the 
Navy. The manual of the pistol is submitted for the 
use of musicians and trumpeters. Acknowledgment of 
efficient assistance -is hereby rendered to the following 
gentlemen, whose knowledge and experience have aided 
the author in publishing this manual: Col. Charles G. 
Morgan, Inf., U.S.A.; Col. Edward L. Logan, 9th Inf., 
M.V.M.; Capt. Hugh J. Maguire, 9th Inf., M.V.M.; 
Lieut. John R. McGinness, Inf., U.S.A., and Mr. Charles 
H. Farley, jr.” The price of the book is $1.50 and the 
address of Lieutenant Canty is Woburn, Mass. 
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The late Major William H. Lambert, U.S.N., of Phila- 
delphia, served with distinction in the Union Army dur- 
ing the Civil War and while making his great Lincoln 
and Thackeray collections accumulated a large amount 
of valuable war material which has now been catalogued 
and will be sold at the Anderson Galleries in New York 
city, Madison avenue at Fortieth street, on the after- 
noons and evenings of March 9 and 10. Many books, 
pamphlets and broadsides published in the North and 
South, including several very scarce Confederate im- 
prints, are in this collection, but it is chiefly remarkable 
for the extent and variety and the personal and histori- 
cal importance of the autograph letters of the civil and 
military leaders of the great contest of 1861-65. There 
are twenty-seven letters and documents by Lincoln, three 
important letters by Davis, twenty-two very fine letters 
by Grant, six by Lee, and from two to_a dozen from 
some thirty generals prominent on both sides. As nearly 
all the letters are in reference to military events and 
were written on the field they are interesting and im- 
portant. Major Lambert had great admiration for Gen- 
eral Thomas and collected some four hundred portraits, 
two hundred pages of autograph manuscript, twenty-one 
letters by Thomas, and a large amount of other valuable 
material with which he intended to extra-illustrate Van 
Horne’s “Life of Thomas.” This material is included in 
this sale and also a bronze bust of Thomas (a life size 
portrait in uniform) by Wehner. Another Union officer 
greatly admired by Major Lambert was General _Sher- 
man—he was with him on the March to the Sea. In this 
collection are nineteen important Sherman letters, among 
them his letter to Grant announcing the capture of Sa- 
vannah; but in addition to these letters Major Lam- 
bert acquired the original manuscript of Sherman’s 
“Memoirs,” which will also be sold. Among the impor- 
tant miscellaneous items in the sale of particular in- 
terest to collectors are the following: “O Captain, my 
Captain,” in Walt Whitman’s autograph; a_ copy of 
John Brown's “Provisional Constitution”; a fine letter 
by Zachary Taylor, written from Mexico; a clean and 
perfect copy of the Statutes at Large of the Confederate 
States; and a first edition of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” with 
three exceedingly interesting letters by the author. Part 
I. of the Lambert collection containing Lincolniana has 
already been sold; Part II., containing the Thackeray- 
ana, will be sold Feb. 25-27; the sale March 9-10 is 
Part III., and the dispersal of the Lambert collection 
will: be concluded by the sale, later in the season, of 
Part IV., embracing the remainder of the Lincoln ma- 
terial. 
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The annual dinner of the Navy League will be held 
at the Hotel Waldorf-Astoria, New York city, at 7:30 
p.m., Thursday, April 16. Gen. Horace Porter, presi- 
dent, will preside. The list of speakers will be announced 
later. Ladies will attend the dinner, and all members 
of the Navy League may subscribe for places at* the 
dinner for themselves and friends at $5 per plate. 
Arrangements can be made for tables for special dinner 
parties. At 3 p.m., April 16, at the same hotel, there 
will be held a business meeting of the League for the 
presentation of reports and election of officers. The next 
convention will be held in the early spring of 1915. The 
directors have received invitations from the cities of San 
Franciseo and Los Angeles, Cal., and many favor holding 
the convention on the Pacific coast next year. Among 


the speakers who are appearing before the chambers of 
commerce, civic clubs, Y.M.C.A.’s and other organiza- 
tions, under Navy League auspices and speaking on behalf 
of a strong Navy, are Rear Admiral Richard Wainwright, 
Rear Admiral Uriel Sebree, Rear Admiral William W.

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ESTABLISHING GRADE OF VICE ADMIRAL. 


The Navy may well forgive our esteemed Secretary 
any seeming eccentricities of administration because of 
the service he has rendered in securing the passage 
through the Senate of the bill S. 4247, to increase the 
efficiency of the U.S. Navy by the appointment of six 
vice admirals, with a good prospect that it will pass 
the House. The Senate made some wry faces over the 
bill, and those who favored it appear to have gone to 
the limit of concession in deferring to the “little Navy” 
yiews of its opponents. The argument in favor of the bill 
was, in a nutshell, that presented by Mr. Bryan, when 
he said: ““Mr. President, that is a subject that has been 
considered for quite a number of years The United 
States is the only Power in the maintenance of navies 
that has not this grade of officers. The vice admiral of 
any other navy outranks any officer in the American 
Navy, and in case of combined action by the fleets of 
different nations the vice admiral of a very small Power 
takes precedence over any officer in the American Navy. 
* * * The. Navy Department thought that it was 
rather a niggardly policy to say to a vice admiral, ‘When 
you are not on sea duty and come back on shore we will 
reduce you to the rank of rear admiral for the single 
and sole reason of reducing your pay’; but the objection 
has been made that we do not desire to pay more to vice 
admirals on shore than we do to men in actual service. 
So the Navy Department yielded that point. The bill 
has been drawn so that when not on actual sea duty and 
when in the United States a vice admiral will only 
receive the pay of a rear admiral.” 

The contemptuous tone toward the Navy assumed by 
Senator Bristow, of the fresh water state of Kansas, so 
excited the disgust of Senator Lodge that he left the 
room. Objecting to the increased pay to be given with 
the increased rank, Mr. Bristow said: “The rank is what 
the officcrs want. It seems like these fellows want to 
rank ahead of somebody else when they go to a party 
somewhere. Now, let us give them the rank without 
the increased pay, for $9,000 is a pretty good salary for 
men who are life officers and retire on three-quarters 
pay. We are now paying more than a million dollars 
a year to retired officers, who are the ornaments of the 
Military Mstablishment.” 

When Mr. Lodge had cooled off sufficiently to appear 
again in the Senate Chamber he replied to Mr. Bristow, 
saying, in part: “The real thing is that in any serious 
operations it becomes a matter of great practical im- 
portance, as it did in the Mexican case, which the 
Senator from Florida [Mr. Bryan] cited. If I may 
quote a historical instance, when France sent out the 
army under Rochambeau to co-operate with our forces, 
Rochambeau had a rank equal to that of Washington; 
and the French government directed Rochambeau to pay 
to Washington, when he appeared in their camp, the 
military honors accorded to a marshal of France, which 
at once recognized that he was to be in command of 
the united forces. From that grew the common story 
that Washington was a marshal of France. Of course 
he never was; but they directed that there should be 
paid to him the military honors that were paid to a 
marshal of France, in order to make sure that there 
could be no dispute as to the command of the allied 
forces. It was very essential, as I think you will all 
agree, that Washington should be in command of those 
allied forces. 

“We cannot, by sneering at them, get rid of these 
military ranks which are recognized all the world over 
among civilized nations. It is a practical question. If 
we are in the presence of trouble, as we are in Mexico, 
and have our ships there, it is a matter of practical 
importance that the commander of our vessels, who 
probably will command twice or three times the number 
of ships that any other nation will have there, should 
have military precedence. This bill contracts it to the 
smallest possible point by making the rank temporary, 
and not retiring officers as vice admirals, as I understand. 
Of course it must give them some increase of pay.” 

Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, also thought that the 
additional rank was sufficient without increase of pay. 
Mr. Weeks suggested that the increased rank would 
bring increase of expense for entertaining, ete. Senator 
Lodge said: “We have given the rank of ambassador in 
a good many cases. In the case of Turkey we rather 
forced it upon them, for the simple reason that while 
the ambassadors of the other Powers had the entrance 
at any moment to the Sultan or to the Vizier who had 
charge of foreign affairs our minister, with only the 
rank of minister, was kept dangling in the anteroom 
until the ambassadors had been satisfied. I think they 
all ought to have better pay. I am not at all interested 
in the individual nor in his social aspirations nor in his 
desire to take position, nor anything of the kind, but 
wlhierever a man represents the United States, either 
diplomatically or in a military way, I am interested in 
seeing my country properly represented, without ostenta- 
tion, but properly and with dignity.” 

Mr. Thomas suggested that we should do away with 
the rank of rear admiral so as to give all of our flag 
officers higher rank. In view of the proposed increase of 
naval ranks Mr. Warren said: “We now have no lieu- 
tenant generals to correspond with vice admirals, and 
no general to correspond with admiral. I am of the 
opinion that we ought to have in the Army one or more 
lieutenant generals. I am of the opinion that when 
some great general has distinguished himself his grateful 
nation may reward him by making that particular officer 
a general the same as they made Dewey the Admiral 
of the Navy.” 

Mr, Thomas, heartily concurring, said: “Those who 





vote for this measure must expect, of course, to resurrect 
the office of lieutenant general in the Army, either for 
one or more, and have officers of that rank. The Army 
is the older or senior arm out of which the junior arm 
was taken, and to place the Army where there is not a 
single officer in that entire body but who must go away 
to the foot of the table, speaking socially, or must be in 
the rear everywhere, is hardly fair. I believe we ought 
to have right now vice admirals of the Navy and also 
lieutenant generals of the Army, one to three of each, 
as circumstances demand, and perhaps one general of 
the Army.” 

Mr. Bryan: “I think I have some information here 
that might be of value: The number of rear admirals 
in the British navy is 56; in the German navy, 22; in 
the French navy, 30; in the Japanese navy, 38; in the 
Russian navy, 28; in the Italian navy, 14; in the 
Austrian navy, 67; in the Spanish navy, 8; in the navy 
of Holland, 8; and so forth. As I have said, it was 
not the intention of the Navy Department to reduce the 
number of rear admirals. If Congress sees fit to do that, 
it is for the Congress to say.” 

The eloquent remarks of Senator O’Gorman, of New 
York, should have made the ears of some of his colleagues 
tingle with shame. “I can well understand,” said Judge 
O’Gorman, “that, as between individuals, a citizen of 
the Republic may have respect for precedence or he may 
disregard it; that is his privilege; but a matter such as 
this which is now before the Senate affects the pride 
of the Republic, if it does not really touch its honor, 
and as cne member of this body I should never cast a 
vote which would tend to lower the dignity of the United 
States in its relations with other Powers simply to save 
$57,000. It makes a great difference with respect to 
the prestige of the United States whether its representa- 
tives, be they diplomatic officers or officers of the Navy 
or the Army, have to stand aside while representatives 
of other nations move on and take precedence over them. 
If I understand the sentiment of the American people, 
they would disapprove of opposition to legislation of this 
kind. I think we owe it to our country, we owe it to 
our flag, we owe it to the prestige which all of us should 
be eager to maintain and sustain, to see that in foreign 
relations the representatives of the public service of the 
United States shall be at least on a par with the repre- 
sentatives of other nations.” 

Mr. Weeks said: “The argument that has been made 
that we have a large number of rear admirals who are 
idle, performing substantially no service, is entirely 
without justification. I think we might properly increase 
the number of admirals by three; that is, by the number 
of vice admirals who will be actually in command of 
the fleet.’ 

Senators Lodge opposed and Weeks favored the amend- 
ment adopted increasing the retiring age in the case of 
vice admirals to sixty-five years, Mr. Weeks saying: 
“The reasons given are those which were advanced when 
the retirement Jaw was enacted, namely, that only young 
men are capable of managing fleets and armies. The 
public for many years has listened with astonishing 
patience to that dictum. I have never believed it was 
a good faith statement. I believe now that the real 
reason for fixing an early age for retirement was to 
make room for promotions. We have by this law estab- 
lished an endless chain, every link of which brings its 
burden of taxation, to be borne by the people. We 
graduate as many young officers as we can; we promote 
them as rapidly as possible; we force them out of the 
Service by law. When we get rid of them it is upon 
the basis of a retirement at large pay. Unable to 
restrain our impatience, we establish plucking boards 
to make vacancies. When neither death, disease nor 
time make vacancies fast enough, the plucking board 
gets busy and the retirements and promotions go gaily 
on. What wonder that the expense of the Army and 
Navy mounts from year to year and continues to mount. 

“Mr. President, there may have been a time in the 
history of the Navy and Army when so many officers 
had passed the period of activity that it was necessary 
to do something to temporarily relieve the situation. In 
my opinion that condition no longer obtains. To my 
mind it is, under any circumstances, utterly ridiculous 
to lay down the hard-and-fast rule that the officers of 
the Army and Navy shall be retired at sixty-two and 
sixty-four years willy-nilly. About one-third of the 
membership of this body far exceeds those ages. In my 
judgment no man ought to be retired from the Army 
or the Navy merely and only because he has arrived at 
some certain age. An officer should be retired only when 
a board honestly passing upon his case can say that by 
reason of the infirmities of nature he has passed the point 
of efficiency.” 

Much of the time of the desultory debate on the bill 
was occupied in calculations as to the cost of the bill, 
which seemed to sorely perplex the brains of some of 
our Solons, though they were not beyond the capacity 
of a schoolboy who is still in simple arithmetic. Then 
there were profound meditations by some Senators on 
the subject of the payment made to foreign officers of 
corresponding rank, and queries whether we were not 
undermining the cornerstone of the Republic in permitting 
distinctions of rank and precedence. The whole argu- 
ment, if it can be called such, on the part of the few 
outspoken opponents of the bill was a lamentable display 
of pettiness. 

The bill creating the grade of vice admiral was passed 
by the Senate in the following form: 

S. 4247.—To increase the efficiency of the U.S. Navy by 
the appointment of six vice admirals. Be it enacted, etc., 
That the active list of the line of the Navy shall include the 
grade of vice admiral, which grade shall consist of six officers, 
four of whom shall be appointed within one year from the 
passage of this Act, and the remainder shall be appointed as 
soon thereafter as practicable. Appointments to the grade of 
vice admiral shall be made by selection by the President, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, from among 
officers on the active list of the line of the Navy who have 
served with credit in the grade of rear admiral in command 
of a fleet, squadron, division, or other command afloat: Pro- 
vided, That no officer shall be appointed a vice admiral until 
his physical fitness to perform all the duties of that grade 
has been established to the satisfaction of a board of medical 
officers appointed by the Secretary of the Navy: Provided 
further, That any officer now or hereafter carried in the grade 
of rear admiral as an extra number shall cease to be an extra 
number if appointed a vice admiral: Provided further, That 
the total number of vice admirals and rear admirals shall not 
exceed the number of rear admirals of both grades now pro- 
vided by law. 

Sec. 2. That the annual pay of vice admirals when on sea 

duty, or on shore duty beyond the continental limits of the 
United States, shall be $11,000; when not on such duty they 
shall be entitled to the pay and allowances of a rear admiral 
of the upper nine. 
_ Sec. 3. That vice admirals shall be placed on the retired 
list at the age of sixty-five years: Provided, That vice ad- 
mirals on the retired list shall receive the pay allowed retired 
rear admirals of the upper nine. 

Sec. 4. That vice admirals shall be ordered to duty as com- 
manders-in-chief of the U.S. Atlantic, Pacific, and Asiatic 
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Fleets, or to such other duty as the Secretary of the Navy 
may direct. 
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VOLUNTEER RETIRED LIST BILL. 


Favorable report was made Feb. 13 in the Senate on 
S. 392, the Volunteer Retired bill. The committee 
amends the measure in a few particulars and attaches 
a proviso limiting the benefits of the bill to those whose 
incomes are less than $2,400 per annum. As recom- 
mended the bill follows: 

S. 392, Mr. Townsend.—That in recognition of meritorious 
service rendered to the Government of the U.S. in the Civil 
War for the preservation of the Union, there is hereby created 
in the War Department and Navy Department, respectively, 
a roll designated as ‘‘the Civil War volunteer officers’ retired 
list.’"” Upon written application made to the Secretary of the 
proper department, and subject to the conditions and require- 
ments hereinafter contained, the name of each surviving officer 
of volunteers who served as an officer in the Army, Navy, or 
Marine Corps of the United States in the Civil War and was 
honorably discharged from service by muster out, resignation, 
or otherwise, shall be entered on said list as of the highest 
rank held by him during said service. Each surviving officer 
so entered on said list shall have served in said Army, Navy, 
or Marine Corps in said war not less than six months, shall 
not have been retired with continuing retired pay, and shall 
not belong to the U.S. Army, Navy, or Marine Corps: Pro- 
vided, That a surviving officer who lost an eye, an arm, or a 
leg in the line of duty, or who was honorably — 
from service by muster out, or for disability, because of a 
wound or other bodily injury received or incurred in the line 
of duty, or because of disability incurred in the line of duty 
while a prisoner of war, shall, if otherwise eligible under the 
terms hereof, be entitled to be placed on said list and to 
receive the maximum retired pay herein provided for officers 
of his former rank, without regard to the length of his said 
service: And provided further, That in computing the length 
of service of any surviving officer for the purposes of this 
Act, there shall be included, in addition to his service as an 
officer of any rank, all such service as he shall have rendered 
in said war as an enlisted man or as an appointed petty 
officer. Applications for entry on said Civil War volunteer 
officers’ retired list shall be made in such form and_under 
such regulations as shall be prescribed by the War Depart- 
ment and Navy Department, respectively, and proper blanks 
shall be furnished for said purpose upon request made to the 
proper department by surviving officers claiming the benefits 
of this Act. A certificate of service, and of enrollment under 
this Act, properly prepared in the War Department and Navy 
Department, respectively, shall be furnished to each surviving 
officer whose name shall be entered on said list. 

Surviving officers who served as officers in the Regular 
Army, Navy, or Marine Corps of the United States during 
the Civil War, and who were honorably discharged from serv- 
ice by muster out, or for disability, and have not been rein- 
stated in said service nor retired with continuing retired pay, 
shall, upon application duly made, be entered on said list and 
receive the same retired pay and other benefits, according to 
former rank and service, that are herein provided for sur- 
viving volunteer officers. a ane . : 

Subject to the maximum limitation of retired pay herein- 
after contained, each surviving officer whose name shall have 
been duly entered on said list, who shall have served as 
aforesaid in the Civil War a term or terms aggregating two 
years or more, shall receive, out of any money in the Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated, retired pay according to his 
former highest rank and former banch of service as entered 
on said list, which retired pay shall be equal to one-half of 
the initial active pay now received by officers of like or 
equivalent rank in the U.S. Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, 
respectively; and each surviving officer whose name shall 
have been duly entered on said list who shall have served as 
aforesaid in the Civil War a term or terms aggregating less 
than two years, but not less than six months, shall receive, 
out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
retired pay, each according to his former rank and aggregate 
term of service, the amount thereof bearing such proportion 
to the retired pay herein granted to officers of the same rank 
for two years’ service as the aggregate term of service bears 
to said term of two years. The retired pay provided for by 
this Act shall begin upon the date of the passage of this Act 
and continue during the natural life of the beneficiary; it 
shall be payable quarterly, and shall not exceed, in the case 
of any surviving officer, one-half of the initial active pay now 
received by a captain in the U.S. Army: Provided further, 
That the payments provided for in this Act shall not be made 
or inure to the benefit of anyone whose income, together with 
that of his wife, exceeds $2,400 per annum, and the Secre- 
tary of War shall make such regulations as may be appro- 
priate to make this proviso effective. | ? 

Each surviving officer who shall receive retired pay under 
this Act shall thereby relinquish all his right and claim to 
pension from the United States after the date of the passage 
of this Act, and any payment of such pension made to him 
covering a period subsequent to the passage of this Act shall 
be deducted from the amount due him on the first payment 
or payments under this Act. The retired pay allowed under 
this Act shall not be subject or liable to. any attachment, 
levy, lien, or detention under any process _whatsoever ; and 
persons whose names are placed upon said list shall not con- 
stitute any part of the U.S. Ammy, Navy, or Marine Corps.

BULL RUN AS A WARNING. 


Holding up the battle of Bull Run as a warning to 
the country of the dangers of neglecting the Army, 
Prof. R. M. Johnston in his “Bull Run—Its Strategy 
and Tactics,” makes this answer to those who say that 
.the price the country paid in the Civil War it will 
continue to pay willingly to escape the burdens of such 
military establishments as those under which European 
countries groan: “It is really the price of ignorance— 
ignorance of our national needs, of what constitutes an 
efficient army, of what stability an army insures; 1gno- 
rance of the state of the world, of whither it is moving, 
of how our interests are involved ; ignorance of how we 
might suffer attack and of how we might repel it. What 
we need above all is to get away from glittering 
generalities, from empty and ignorant sentimentalism, 
to become businesslike, to add up profit and loss, to 
estimate what the lack of an army cost us in 1861, and 
to take enough pains to investigate the facts that sur- 
round us at the present day.” ‘To Professor Johnston 
Bull Run is “a lamentable illustration of the awful 
calamities invariably attending nations that. lack or 
neglect an army. Yet Bull Run was just as inevitable 
in 1861 as something similar would be to-day had we to 
face a military power in the field.” Newspapers are 
of little value as historical evidence, the author found. 

This book divides the Civil War into three periods: the 
first, the Bull Run period, marked by little but crudeness ; 
the second, the Second Bull Run, crudeness flanked with 
great daring and brilliancy; third, from the Wilderness 
to Appomattox, brilliancy sobered down to a ripe and 
masterly exposition of military science. Referring to 
the morale of the Union forces, the author says: “If 
the regimental officers were for the most part worse 
than useless, the field and staff officers were not Touch 
better, though in a different way. The West Pointers 
were fearless enough and fit to lead any troops into 
battle, but they had no more knowledge of the art of 
high command than the regimental officers had of the 
art of company leading.” ‘The historian expresses his 
acknowledgments for assistance to Capt. A. L. Conger, 
U.S.A., “a profound student of military history and 
theory,” and to Major J. W. McAndrew, instructor at 
the Army War College. Professor Johnston had the 








instructive privilege of studying the battlefield in the 
company of “several distinguished field officers of our 
Army, among them General Crozier, General Liggett 
and Colonel Hasbrouck.” The work is published by 
the Houghton Mifflin Company, Boston and New York. 
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PANAMA WORK OF CIVIL ENGINEERS. 


No one will more cordially agree with Mr. Theodore 
P. Shonts in what he says in the North American Review 
for February of the importance of the preliminary work 
of the railroad men at Panama than Colonel Goethals 
himself. To someone who was praising the Colonel’s 
work tu his face he promptly responded: “I could not 
have accomplished what I did if it had not been for the 
work of the railroad men who preceded me.” When this 
remark was reported to one of the railroad men con- 
cerned he replied: “Colonel Goethals is a gentleman,” 
as to which no one will raise any question. Mr. Shonts 
on his part says in his article: 


“Colonel Goethals’s splendid achievement in carrying 
to what is already practical completion, without setback 
or delay, without a hitch of any kind or a hint of scandal, 
the great work of the construction of the Panama Canal, 
while demonstrating the thoroughness with which the 
railroad men prepared the way on the Isthmus and 
the care and precision with which their plans were laid, 
is one of which the U.S. Army may well be proud. 
Incidentally it may. be remarked that so wisely considered 
was the order of President Roosevelt, issued to the 
Commission of which I was chairman in November, 
1905, that it has not since been necessary to amend it 
in any important particular. This order, with a subse- 
quent minor amendment, is that of the present organiza- 
tion on the Isthmus, except that there have been changes 
made in the titles of the heads of departments to conform 
with military usage. It was this concentration of 
supreme authority in one man that has enabled Colonel 
Goethals, as head of the military régime at Panama, to 
carry on and complete in such manner.as to command 
the wonder and admiration of the world the work planned 
and begun under the railroad régime, as it enabled me— 
encouraged by the unfailing support of President Roose- 
velt and sustained by the loyal and able co-operation 
of the other members of the Commission and heads of 





departments—to accomplish such vast results in so short” 


a time.” 

It is pleasant to note such a cordial exchange of 
compliments between the engineers from civil life and 
those from the Army who have so heartily co-operated, 
and with such mutual good-will, to accomplish this monu- 
mental work. Mr. Shonts tells us that the first com 
mission, of which Rear Admiral Walker was chairman, 
had not—to quote Secretary of War Taft—‘‘so developed 
itself into an executive body as to give hope that it might 
be used successfully as an instrument for carrying on 
the immense executive burden involved in the construc- 
tion of the canal.” 

Mr. Shonts made it a condition of the acceptance of 
the chairmanship of the Isthmian Commission that he 
should have absolute authority as to both men and 
measures in the work of the construction of the canal, 
subject to the approval of President Roosevelt. He chose 
as his assistants railroad men who were the pick of the 
country. Mr. John F. Stevens, who had been active in 
both the construction and operation of the Great 
Northern, headed the list; another is now chief engineer 
of the Canadian Pacific; a third was superintendent of 
transportation on the Illinois Central; a fourth pay- 
master of the Chicago Northwestern; a fifth from the 
Rock Island Railroad; a sixth from the Oregon Railroad 
and Navigation Company, and others were men of large 
practical experience in executive enterprises. Mr. Shonts 
found that the first commission had yielded to a false 
public opinion in making “the dirt fly” when it should 
have given its entire attention to ways and means. 
Chairman Shonts disregarded the clamor at home, re- 
solved that the dirt should not fly until the Zone was put 
into a sanitary condition from Colon to Panama and 
the vast working force was organized from top to bottom, 
supplied with ample modern machinery and housed and 
rationed. 

Not only were towns and villages, Panama, Culebra, 
Empire, Las Cascadas, Gorgona and others, actually 
created ond provided with paved streets, hospitals, modern 
sewers, water systems, stores, post offices, fire engine 
houses, clubs, gymnasiums and amusement places, but 
the Panama Railroad, with its port terminals, wharves, 
warehouses, yards, was reconstructed in every detail— 
“a tremendous task,” says Mr. Shonts—double tracked 
and supplied with new rolling stock. “The personnel 
of the road was Teorganized, and into the more important 
positions we put experienced, energetic, up-to-date rail- 
road men from the United States, where, indeed, we 
recruited our entire complement of yard and _ train 
masters, superintendents of transportation, train des- 
patchers and master mechanics, and an army of con- 
ductors, engineers and switchmen. We double tracked 
the road with heavier steel rails, strengthened the bridges 
to enable them to withstand the weight of our heavier 
equipment, and in 1907 the line across the Isthmus of 
Panama was in a condition to bear favorable comparison 
with the average of the best railroads in North America.” 

Mr. Shonts says: “In August, 1882, the second year 
of the French occupancy, with a force of 1,900 men, the 
death rate was 112 per thousand. In August, 1905, with 
a force of 12,000 men, there were only eight deaths, or 
two-thirds of a man per thousand. The average daily 
sick rate among the employees of the Commission during 
the ten months from Jan. 1, 1906, to Oct. 31, 1906, was 
twenty-eight per thousand, which was no higher than 
might have been expected in an equal number of laborers 
engaged in construction work in any part of the world. 
So far as general health conditions were concerned, no 
stronger evidence of their favorable character may be 
adduced than the fact that among about 6,000 white 
Americans, including women and children, on the 
Isthmus during the rainy season of 1906—August, 
September and October—there was not a single death 
from disease.” 

“To Colonel Gorgas is due all the praise for the triumph 
of science over disease on the Isthmus of Panama, but 
he would not have accomplished the magnificent results 
achieved there without the active and sympathetic co- 
operation of the Commission. The United States paid 
out something like $4,000,000 in less than a year in the 
sanitation of the canal route, and Colonel Gorgas has 
said that he would not have dared to authorize the ex- 
penditure of that great sum on his own initiative. All 
employees were afforded opportunity to obtain an 
abundant supply of wholesome food at reasonable prices.” 
We learned from experience, says Mr. Shonts, “that no 
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price for food was sufficiently small to induce the West 
Indian laborers to eat enough to keep them in good 
physical condition. They were offered cooked food at 
ten cents per meal, and the uncooked material at a price 
reduced by the cost of cooking and service. Both plans 
resulted unsatisfactorily. We even tried giving them 
uncooked food free; they declined to go to the trouble 
of cooking it. Next we had it cooked and offered it to 
them free, when for the first time they ate heartily. 
The plan was then adopted that is followed in railway 
and other construction work in this country, and we paid 
the West Indians a fixed wage that included three meals 
per day.” F 

The chairman himself for two years devoted his “entire 
physical and mental energies” to the problems of the 
canal, end when he resigned 35,000 men were on the 
payrolls, all the machinery except that for lock construc- 
tion was on hand and in operation, and “the entire 
project well under way.” The dirt had begun to fly 
and the Zone had been transformed into a great sani- 
tarium when Col. George W. Goethals took charge to 
finish the job.

NAVY’S UNIVERSITIES AFLOAT. 


Discoursing on the subject of “The Navy’s Univer- 
sities Afloat’ in the Sunday Magazine for Feb. 15 
Secretary Daniels gives the public this information with 
other on the subject of his system of universal education 
for the Navy: 

“T confidently expect a ready response from the splen- 
did personnel of the 51,500 sailor boys and 9,921 marines 
to the new educational régime of the Navy. Such a 
response was forthcoming when I ordered the winter 
cruise of the Atlantic Fleet to the Mediterranean instead 
of to Guantanamo. The word comes back—and it 
warmed the cockles of my heart—that the behavior of 
the men has been almost beyond criticism; that they 
were seen in the art galleries, in St. Peter’s, in the 
Catacombs, and other places of interest, with notebook 
and pencil, and everyone had a word of praise for Uncle 
Sam’s bluejacket tourists. The newspaper L’Eclaireur 
of Nice voiced the unanimous good opinion when it said: 

“ “Now that the fine American naval division is leaving 
us, we should like to place on record our admiration for 
the remarkably good behavior of the crews, not only on 
board their ships, where discipline is strict, but ashore. 
Altogether they behaved like gentlemen. 

“Their bearing was irreproachable; their manners 
showed good education, and frequently rose above mere 
1 They taught us Frenchmen, who pay 
no heed to “The Marseillaise,” a lesson when they stood 
rigidly at attention during the rendition of “The Star-

“T expect a ready response to the enlarged educational 
system, the nucleus of which is, of course, the already 
existing technical schools of the Navy. I am told that 
a good many boys go into the Navy because they really 
do not want to go to school at home. I have no idea 
how large a percentage of the total enlistment this is; 
but I do not believe it is very great. I want ambitious 
men in our Navy, which already, I believe, will compare 
favorably with any body of men in any navy in the 
world. af there are any who enlisted merely for a four- 
year bluejacket truancy, I feel confident that sober second 
thought will convince them that they are wrong, and if 
they are given the chance to develop along the lines of 
their individuality that they will develop the spirit of 
ambition and progress. 

“A recent and most interesting table shows the number 
of men in each school grade as given by the recruits 
themselves upon enlistment, and the percentage in each 
grade of the whole. The table affects 1,730 apprentice 
seamen received from July 2 to Dec. 22, 1913, and shows 
as follows:

d “The average ship’s crew is a talented aggregation. It 
is always easy to pick out enough musicians to get a 
good band. There is always good editorial and reportorial 
talent aboard ship, as is evidenced by two excellent publi- 
cations that have come to my attention—the S.D., pub- 
lished hy the men of the South Dakota, and The Ark, 
by the crew of the Arkansas. I am told that nearly 
every battleship has one. Many are taking correspond- 
ence courses with special callings for life in view. 

“The educational system was first tried out on the 
Des Moines, and, the results proving entirely satisfactory, 
and promising further benefit, the system was put into 
effect throughout the entire Navy on the first of the year, 
on _board every ship and at all shore stations. The 
majority of the instructors will be young officers 
graduated from the Naval Academy. Midshipmen of 
the graduating class will have impressed upon them the 
fact that next to their man-of-war duties their most 
important work from the time they leave Annapolis, will 
be in connection with the instruction of recruits in 
academic and technical subjects. 

“This naval educational policy is based mainly upon 
the four training schools for recruits at Newport, Nor- 
folk, Chicago and San Francisco, supplemented by eleven 
already existing technical schools maintained by the 
Government, including a machinists’ school at Charleston, 
S.C. ; electricians’ schools at New York and Mare Island: 
torpedo school at Newport, R.I.; seaman gunners’ school 
at Washington, D.C.; artificers’ school at Norfolk, Va. ; 
musicians’ schools at Norfolk and San Francisco: 
yeomen’s schools at Newport and San Francisco; and 
a school for cooks and bakers at Newport. These schools 
are every day converting raw recruits into skilled men 
in the various trades required by the naval service. 

“The system of instruction will be standardized on all 
ships, 30 that men transferred from one vessel to another 
will not be the loser by the change. An officer on board 
each ship will be assigned to supervise and assist the 
work of all enlisted men who, by reason of their initia- 
tive and ambition, may have taken up correspondence 
courses with outside institutions. Classes for warrant 
officers, chief petty officers and others, and special classes 
for enlisted men in the commissary branch, pay depart- 
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ment, hospital corps and other divisions on board ship, 
who seek promotion will be formed. 

“Congress should seek to make the way to high station 
easier to enlisted men. The avenue from the man below 
decks to the admiralship should be made easier. It is 
now too difficult. I hope that favorable Congressional 
action will follow early enough to do some good, not 
only to those who enlist from now on, but also to those 
who enlisted in the past and have studied diligently, with 
a view to being promoted as soon as chance offered.”

NAVAL SUMMARY AND DECK COURTS. 


The Secretary of the Navy submitted to the Auditor 
and the Comptroller of the Treasury a proposed amend- 
ment to Art. 4893, Navy Instructions. In his letter to 
the Comptroller the Secretary said: 

2. Briefly stated, the purpose of the proposed system is as 
follows: (a) Sentences of summary courts-martial and deck 
courts involving loss of pay to be approved by the proper 
authorities, but at the same time conditionally remitted; 
(b) the condition to be that if the accused serves out his 
enlistment and earns an honorable discharge, the loss of pay 
adjudged shall not be executed; or if he secures an ordinary 
discharge one-half the amount of his sentence to take effect, 
the remainder not to be executed; but if he receives any 
other than an ordinary or honorable discharge, the total 
amount of the sentence to be executed; (c) pending ultimate 
determination of his case an amount equal to the loss of pay 
adjudged to be withheld from the pay of the accused, one-half 
of his pay being deducted each month until the necessary 
amount has been reserved; the same procedure to be followed 
with reference to subsequent sentences, not more than one- 
half the pay of his rating to be deducted from the pay of the 
accused in any one month. 

3. The Judge Advocate General, after giving careful con- 
sideration to this matter, is of the opinion that no legal ob- 
jection exists to the proposed system. The office of the 
‘Auditor for the Navy Department has informally advised this 
department that a fund to be known as a ‘‘Court-Martial 
Fund’’ should be created, to which amounts deducted from 
the pay of persons convic ‘ted by summary courts-martial and 
deck courts may be temporarily ‘credited, and that the creation 
of such a fund will require your approval. The Chief of the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts reports that the proposed 
system ‘‘appears feasible;’’ he states, however, that in the 
opinion of his bureau ‘‘the establishment of a_ theoretical 
Court-Martial Fund is in direct conflict with Sec. 4809 of the 
Revised Statutes, which read as follows: ‘‘All fines imposed 
on naval officers, seamen and marines shall be paid to the 
Secretary of the Navy for the maintenance of Navy hospitals.’ 
The section of the Revised Statutes quoted has been amended 
by the Act of March 3, 1909 (35 Stat., 756), which provides 
for furnishing transportation to discharged prisoners ‘‘out 
of money received from fines and forfeitures imposed by naval 
courts-martial’’ (15 C omp. Dee., 5: 30). 

4. I shall further be glad to receive any suggestions which 
may occur to you as to the practical difficulties, if any, which 
may be involyed in putting the proposed system into effect. 
* y * 





After submitting the matter to the Auditor ‘the Comp- 
troller decides as follows: 

“I do not think the proposed mitigation of sentences 
of summary courts-martial and deck courts as provided 
in the amended regulation would operate in conflict with 
Section 4809, Revised Statutes. The forfeiture is not 
absolute or complete until the man is discharged, and 
whether then complete depends upon the character of 
the discharge. Until it becomes a complete forfeiture 
it is not such a forfeiture as is meant by the said 
Section 4809, and given to the Hospital Fund. 

“IT agree with the Auditor that the forfeitures made 
conditional under the proposed amendment to Article 
4893, Navy Instructions, can be properly dealt with 
through what is known as the Navy Fines and Forfeiture 
Fund, and that the establishment of another fund as 
contemplated in the proposed amendment to the said 
article ix unnecessary even if I had the authority. 

“The cnly difficulty I see in the operation of the pro- 
posed system would be in the case of two sentences 
running at the same time and that could be avoided by 
suspending the second sentence until after the execution 
of the first or such other action as your right to remit 
or mitigate sentences gives you authority to take. 

“It is noticed that in the draft of the proposed Article 
4893 the terms ‘court-martial’ and ‘courts-martial’ are 
used. These should be changed to ‘summary court-martial 
and deck court’ and ‘summary courts-martial and deck 
courts,’ as the new system is to apply only to these 
inferior courts.”

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SCHOOL FOR NAVAL ENGINEERS. 

In his annual address just published, President Butler, 
of Columbia University, made this complimentary refer- 
ence to the School of Naval Engineers: 

“Several years ago, shortly after the appointment of 
Commander Cone to be chief engineer of the Navy with 
the rank of admiral, he determined to carry out a plan 
which. had been discussed for some time for providing 
an opportunity for the younger engineer officers of the 
Navy to receive advanced instruction in engineering 
theory and practice. Lieutenant Commander Robison 
was detailed to plan a course covering two years’ work. 
In discussing the details of such a course with members 
of engineering faculties, it was pointed out to him that 
it would be far cheaper and more effective not to attempt 
to introduce this advanced work, with all its costly 
equipment, at Annapolis, but to detail engineer officers 
to a number of representative schools throughout the 
country to receive the desired instruction. At first this 
suggestion was not favorably received and an attempt 
was made to carry on the work at Annapolis itself. 
After a short experience, however, it was seen that this 
was a mistake and that the course recommended by 
members of engineering faculties was the wiser one. 
Lieutenant Commander Morton was put in charge of 
the graduate work of these naval engineers, and it was 
his conclusion that but one year of the advanced course 
should be given at Annapolis, and that for the second 
year of the course the officers should be assigned to 
selected institutions throughout the country. They in- 
vited professors from various institutions to give lec- 
tures at Annapolis, and Professors Walker, Campbell, 
Rautenstrauch and Slichter, of the Faculty of Applied 
Science, were honored with such invitations. 

“Eventually, Admiral Cone and Commander Morton 
recommended to the Navy Department that the entire 
second-year class of advanced naval engineers be sent to 
Columbia for the year 1913-14. This was done, and 
during the summer some of them were assigned to work 
in the Brooklyn Navy Yard under the general super- 
vision of Professor Rautenstrauch, and to the works of 
the General Electric Company at Schenectady, under 
the direction of Professor Slichter. The class consists 
of eighteen officers of the Navy, all of whom have seen 
at least five years of active service and have shown a 
special aptitude in engineering. These naval engineers 
are advanced university students of the highest grade 
and quality, and their presence at Columbia, while a 
most gratifying compliment to the Faculty of the Schools 





of Mines, Engineering and Chemistry, will also be a 
stimulus to still greater advance in methods of higher 
instruction and research. No effort will be spared by 
the dean and the faculty to make the work of these 
naval engineers both profitable and agreeable to them.” 
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NEW SHIPS FOR U.S. NAVY. 


The Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Daniels, has decided 
to award the contract for the construction of supply 
ship No. 1 to the navy yard, Boston, and for the con- 
struction of transport No. 1 to the navy yard, Phila- 
delphia. The navy yard, Boston, estimated that they 
could construct the supply ship at that yard for $1,- 
171,713, whereas the lowest bid received from a private 
contractor was $1,315,000. The estimate of cost fixed 


by Congress for the construction of the supply ship was 

,425,000. The decision to construct transport No. 
at the navy yard, Philadelphia, is based upon Phila- 
delphia’s revised estimate of cost of construction of this 
vessel of $1,458,305. The lowest bid received from any 
shipbuilder was $1,695,000. The Secretary is requesting 
Congress to reappropriate $148,000 for the construction 
of building slip, crane equipment’ and tools, in place of that 
amount appearing in the Appropriation Act of March 
4, 1913, and not expended, for the construction of marine 
barracks and officers’ quarters at the navy yard, Boston. 
Further, the Secretary has previously requested Con- 
gress, and submitted same in the estimates forwarded to 
Congress, for an appropriation of $200, for building 
slip, cranes, and equipment at the Philadelphia Yard. 

The designs of these vessels were developed by the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair and Steam Engi- 
neering to embody certain military characteristics de- 
sired by the General Board of the Navy, and are the 
first of their types to be designed exclusively for their 
respective uses up to the present time. 

The transport will be 460 feet long, 61 feet beam, and 
20 feet draft. She will have a maintained sea speed of 
fourteen knots, and will be fitted up to provide comfort- 
able quarters for approximately 2,000 men, including 
about 100 officers. A stable will be provided for thirty- 
two horses. Large cargo holds will be fitted for trans- 
porting equipment and outfit for establishing an advance 
base for military operations in case of necessity. 

The supply ship will be 400 feet long, 55 feet beam 
and 21 feet draft. She will be fitted with cold storage 
spaces for the transportation of refrigerated meats, 
cooled vegetables, and a large quantity of ice. She is 
designed to accompany a fleet of eight battleships and to 
supply them with provisions and stores for a period of 
two months. 

Both of these vessels will be equipped to burn either 
eoal or oil, will have high power radio outfits, four 
searchlights, and facilities for the rapid handling of 

cargo. Special consideration has been given to the 
living quarters for both crew and officers, in order that 
all possible facilities and comforts for the personnel 
that are compatible with the conditions to be met may be 
provided. 
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MISREPESENTING THE NAVY. 
Someone is sending to the men of our Navy a paper 
called The Navigator, from which a correspondent quotes 
this choice extract: 


HOW ENLISTED MEN SLEEP. 

Even in the hottest weather, the crew is forced to sleep 
below, usually on the mess deck. The ventilation on’ this 
deck is of the poorest, consisting of a few port-holes about a 
foot in diameter along the sides of the ship. More than once 
I have seen the poor lads fighting with each other like beasts 
for the coveted hooks near the port-holes, on which to sling 
their hammocks. The weakest in this struggle for air were 
forced to sleep in the center of the deck, where it was some- 
thing like what the Black Hole of Calcutta must have been. Worst 
of all, we were always forced to sling up our hammocks close 
to the ceiling and sleep there. Imagine the condition of the 
air with hundreds of men sleeping close to the ceiling on a 
hot summer night, the sole ventilation consisting of a few 
small, widely interspersed port-holes. No wonder thousands 
of young men have been discharged from the Navy suffering 
from tuberculosis, the dread white plague. Hundreds have 
been treated at the U.S. Naval Hospital for Consumptives at 
Las Animas, Colo. The recruiting officers don’t tell you of 
this side of naval life. Leyendecker doesn’t draw attractive 
posters of consumptives tottering around at New Fort Lyons, 
Las Animas, young men stricken in the very prime of life. 

Concerning this our correspondent, who writes from 
the U.S.S. Buffalo, Corinto, Nicaragua, says: ‘This 
paper has been sent to me now for three or four months, 
evidently by some friend (7). I have been in the Navy 
nearly twelve years on every type of a ship we have with 
the exception of a submarine and an airship, and so 
far I have failed to see the poor fellows fighting for 
favored ‘billet hooks.’ As you well know (and he 
ought to know) every billet hook is numbered and you 
can sleep there just as well as you can have a reserved 
seat in a theater.” 





DEFENSES OF PUGET SOUND. 

Capt. Arthur P. S. Hyde, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
on duty as an inspector-instructor with the National 
Guard of Washington, with headquarters in Seattle, has 
written several long and interesting articles for the 
Daily Times of Seattle on coast defenses. In his first 
article, published Jan. 23, he shows that the fate of 
Puget Sound cities in time of war depends upon coast 
defense in the Northwest by means of Forts Worden, 
Flagler and Casey at Port Townsend and Fort Ward at 
the southwest end of Bainbridge Island. He points out 
that this defense is a problem vital to Seattle, and 
probably less understood than any other matter of similar 
interest, and says: 

“Fort Worden is situated on the headland forming 
the northeast extension of the Quimper Peninsula. Fort 
Casey is situated on Admiralty Head, Whidby Island, 
an island so large as to be to all intents and purposes a 
portion of the mainland. Fort Flagler occupies one 
portion of Marrowstone Island, a sufficiently small body 
of land to come within the latest idea of coast fortifica- 
tion. Fort Worden has a very large land front to defend. 
So has Fort Casey. To defend ei her of these forts 
from the land side would require a considerable number 
of men and more cr less permanent works. On the other 
hand, it would be a comparatively simple matter to 
prevent an army from landing on Marrowstone Island. 
Therefore Fort Flagler is decidedly the easiest to defend 
against land attack. 

“The situation might arise that Forts Worden and 
Casey might succumb to a combined land and naval 
attack. But in this event Fort Flagler would remain 
in action and would present the original problem to the 
commander of the attacking force. Of course, there is 





this handicap that much be considered. It would be 
possible to turn some of the guns and certainly the 
mortars of Worden and Casey on Flagler unless our 
gunners were able to destroy the guns before evacuation 
of these forts. 

“Still, it is naturally within the range of possibility, 
I may even say probability, that Flagler could hold out 
for an indefinite period after Worden and Casey had 
succumbed, and so the Sound would still be bottled up. 
This illustrates the great advantage of the fortification 
being situated on an island. In fact, there are well 
informed officers who believe all of the Puget Sound 
coast defenses of that district should be concentrated 
at Fort Flagler.” 

In his article of Jan. 30 Captain Hyde describes the 
several methods of attack open to a hostile fleet, and 
how careful an admiral must be not to run too much 
risk of lusing a ship without gaining an adequate return 
in the matter of destruction inflicted, citing the experi- 
ence of the Spanish-American War. Damage that ean 
be accomplished by naval attack against land fortifica- 
tions may not be such as to disable the batteries, he says, 
adding: “There is one feature of the defenses, however, 
that is somewhat vulnerable—namely, the fire control 
stations, without the use of which the fighting of the 
batteries would be greatly handicapped. It is reasonable 
to suppose the fleet commander would make every effort 
to destroy as many of these stations as possible, but 
when all is said and done two facts stand out clearly: 
First, that battleships are built primarily to fight with 
other battleships, and therefore are not the match of 
adequate coast defenses; second, the only form of attack 
that promises success to the invader through the reduc- 
tion and capture of coast defenses of a fortified harbor 
is a combined land and naval attack.” 
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MAJOR SALTZMAN ON SIGNAL CORPS WORK. 


Major Charles McK. Saltzman, Signal Corps, U.S.A., 
Chief Signal Officer of the Eastern Department, gave an 
interesting lecture before the members of the 1st Signal 
Company, N.G.N.Y., Capt. W. L. Hallahan, at the arm- 
ory of the 7ist Regiment on the night of Feb. 13. In 
addition to the 1st Signal Company, a number of officers 
from other branches of the Service were present, as well 
as members of the 2d Signal Company, and quite a 
number of women guests despite the stormy evening, 


Major Saltzman spoke on the duties of divisional sig- 
nal troops, and pictures were shown during the evening 
of signal companies equipped for the field detachments, 
transmitting messages in the jungles of the Philippines 
near the firing line, work in the rough country of Alaska, 
ete. 

Col. Frederick T. Leigh, Chief Signal Officer, N.G. 
N.Y., introduced Major Saltzman, and spoke of the wise 
administration of General Scriven, the Chief Signal Offi- 
cer of the Army, in providing for a department signal 
officer like the major, who was available to talk so in- 
structively. 

Major Saltzman in beginning his remarks said that 
the use of signal troops dates back to the Civil War, and 
that after that struggle signal work slumbered, and it 
was not until some fifteen years ago that a proper 
realization of its great importance and advantages was 
awakened, and the work of signal troops has, he said, 
now reached a stage of perfection never before dreamed 
of. He went on to explain that too much was some- 
times expected of the signal men. He described the 
difference between the field and telegraph companies, and 
the work they had to perform in establishing “lines of 
information” in war, field telephones, military cables, 
installing instruments, repairs, buzzers, balloons, ete. 
Major Saltzman pointed out how Japan in its war with 
Russia in Manchuria had used lines of information 
with a completeness never before attempted by any 
nation, and it was admitted, he said, that this ready 
means of communication from the front to the rear, and 
the complete circuit with villages and cities where mes- 
sages could be quickly sent for supplies or reinforce- 
ments was a great factor in the success of the Japanese. 

Major Saltzman told of how the battles of Port Ar- 
thur, Mukden, and Liaoyang were fought with such 
complete lines of information that the commander-in- 
chief was many miles in the rear, and at Liaoyang alone 
there were 155 miles of field lines, which formed such 
a complete circuit that if the line was broken at one 
point, communication could still be maintained. He 
described the lines of information needed in the different 
units of an army in the field, and the approximate num- 
ber of miles of line from the front to the rear. He 
pointed out the previous mistakes made of dividing the 
field companies, and the necessity of giving them orders 
of what they must do, and the necessity of officers either 
writing the message to be transmitted or in sending it 
themselves. Verbal messages should never be given to 
signalmen, he said, owing to the liability of their being 
sent incorrectly. 

Major Saltzman referred to some of the trials of the 
Corps in being given useless messages of fool orders to 
establish field stations so close that messengers could 
do better, the cutting of their lines sometimes, the use 
of radio sets, reel carts, instruments, buzzers, ete., and 
said that it was not easy to get a fully competent cap- 
tain of a signal company. In addition to the work of 
the field companies he explained that of the telegraph 
companies, and spoke of the many miles of submarine 
cables laid by the Signal Corps in the Philippines, con- 
necting all the islands and the cables in Alaska, all of 
which have been turned over to the civil government. 
He referred to the aeronautical troops of the Signal 
Corps and said that the 1st Squadron now being in- 
structed at San Diego, Cal., would soon be perfected. 

At the conclusion of the lecture Major Saltzman was 
applauded, and Colonel Leigh, on behalf of the Signal 
Corps, thanked him for his instructive talk and intro- 
duced Brig. Gen. George P. Scriven, U.S.A., Chief Sig- 
nal Officer of the Army, who spoke briefly on the need 
of a coast patrol in time of war, the absolute need of 
visual signaling in addition to other modes, and the 
large number of additional signalmen that would be 
needed in time of war. He made a plea for an increase 
of National Guard Signalmen. Colonel Leigh told the 
General that the New York Signal Corps .was always 
ready for orders.

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THE 9TH U.S. INFANTRY. 


In the history of the 9th U.S. Infantry, Col. Charles 
J. Crane, compiled by Capt. C. C. Kinney, regimental 
adjutant, corrected to Jan. 1, 1914, and printed by the 
regimental press, to which we referred last week, appears 
the following historical sketch of the regiment: 


The 9th Infantry was organized by Congress in 1799, 
but was disbanded in 1800 as soon as the danger of war 
with France disappeared. The regiment was again 
organized in 1812 to take part in the war with Great 
Britain. 

No sooner, however, was peace declared than the regi- 
ment, in company with many other organizations, was 
disbanded, and did not come into existence again until 
the breaking out of the Mexican War in 1847. Re- 
organized at this time under the command of experienced 
Regular officers, it was soon gotten into shape for active 
service. It was made a part of the brigade of General 
Pierce, who subsequently became President of the United 
States, and was sent to Vera Cruz, where it became a 
portion of a force of ten thousand. This army, after 
many brilliant and decisive engagements against a 
Mexican force of 30,000, worked its way to the capital 
of Mexico. In this campaign the regiment played a 
distinguished part, particularly at the Castle of Chapul- 
tepec, one of the principal defenses of the capital. 

No sooner had peace been declared in 1848 than the 
regiment was again disbanded, being revived in 1855, 
and at this time its permanency was established. It 
was at once sent to the Pacific coast to safeguard Cali- 
fornia and the little settlements near the Columbia River. 
The 9th Regiment remained upon the Pacific coast for 
over fifteen years, its services being required to repel the 
Indians in their many depredations upon the small 
settlements and upon unguarded travelers. So vigorously 
was this predatory warfare carried on, detachments of 
the regiment were engaged in over fifty skirmishes with 
the Indians. Among others, “in May, 1858, one scouting 
party of twenty-five men, after a six-hour battle against 
1,000 Indians upon the preceding day, started that night 
cn a forced march back to the post, and in twenty to 
twenty-four hours covered some eighty-five miles.” 

All of these operations, however, were absorbed by 
the coming on of the Civil War in 1861, in which the 
regiment was due to play an inconspicuous although an 
important part in being largely the means of holding 
California within the Union. Every man except ten of 
its ofticers remained true to its colors. Among those 
who left to join the Southern cause was Captain Pickett, 
who later was to win immortal renown at Gettysburg 
by leading his division upon a charge which has become 
as famous in song and story as the charge at Balaklava. 
There was some consolation, however, in not being in 
the midst of the vital activities, in that a detachment 
of the regiment was selected to take possession of Alaska 
upon its purchase from Russia in 1867, and this great 
territory became apart of its department. 

And now, beginning in 1870, the regiment for the next 
twenty years campaigned over the great territories of 
Nebraska, Wyoming, Dakota, Arizona and New Mexico, 
and also in the country bordering thereon. In this great 
midland district, composed largely of arid deserts, in 
accessible mountains and impenetrable forests, where 
only a fringe of population had gathered, the last Indian 
wars with which we shall ever be afflicted were fought. 
Jommencing in massacre, they culminated in ferocious 
engagements. Up and down throughout this country, 
with a fight to-day, desperate marches to-morrow, and 
with famine often staring them in the face, the regiment 
toiled and labored. 

A severer test upon the manhood of these soldiers 
was yet in store for them. The campaign of 1886 brought 
them in contact with the cruel and bloodthirsty bands 
of roving Apaches who, with unspeakable atrocities, were 
terrorizing Arizona under the leadership of the wiliest 
of all the Indian chiefs, Geronimo. From this time to 
1891 the regiment in its marches, accompanied by many 
discomforts and exhausting climatic conditions, covered 
over 7,000 miles. Out of this long and devoted service 
came a lasting peace with these hostile tribes. 

After peace was declared in 1892 the regiment went 
into quarters (Madison and Plattsburg Barracks, N.Y.), 
remaining there until 1898. It had by this time developed 
into one of the well instructed Regular Infantry regi- 
ments of the Army, an efficient body of 1,000 or more 
American soldiers awaiting the next call, which came 
when in 1898 the cruiser Maine was blown up in Havana 
Harbor and war was declared with Spain. The regiment 
took an active part in all of the brief campaign in Cuba 
which ended in the capture of Santiago, and was con- 
spicuous in the storming of San Juan Hill, one of the 
fortified heights protecting the town. When the city 
capitulated the 9th Infantry was selected as the first 
regiment to take possession. 

In the spring of 1899 the 9th was ordered to the 
Philippine Islands to join our Army conducting an 
aggressive campaign against Aguinaldo. The regiment 
in the year’s time it spent in this service was employed 
in making long and vexatious marches, aggregating 3,000 
to 4,000 miles, engaging now and then in desultory en- 
counters and meeting with heavier losses from sickness 
than from bullets. 

And now there was coming to the regiment a still 
greater and more interesting field of action than had 
heretofore been opened to it. In June, 1900, it was 
ordered to join the expedition gathering at Tientsin, 
China, to relieve our diplomats at Pekin from the Boxer 
revolution. Hardly had the regiment arrived when it 
went in to aid the Pnglish, Russian, Japanese, German 
and French contingent in the assault upon the city of 
Tientsin, and after that the taking of Pekin. The 9th 
was one of three organizations to remain in China to 
guard our interests. 

The regiment stayed in China a little over a year, 
and in 1{01 returned to the Philippines. It had hardly 
arrived when it was despatched to occupy detached posts 
upon the coast of Samar, one of the largest islands of 
the archipelago. The island was practically impenetrable 
except upon the coast and up its rivers, by reason of 
impassable jungle, except by blind paths known only 
to the natives. It had remained unconquered by the 
Spaniards, and was only to pass into our possession 
after the severest struggle, wherein the regiment met its 
heaviest losses. The massacre of Balangiga, in which 
all of the officers and all but four of the men of Company 
C were killed or wounded, was the culminating tragedy 
of the Philippine war. When one thinks of the hundreds 
of men that the regiment has lost in the States, in 
Cuba, in China, in Manila and in Samar, the thought 
comes to one’s mind that, where all were heroes, how 
can one expect a greater reward than to be of this regi- 
ment. The Samar campaign ended active operations of 
the regiment for the time. It has since been upon 


garrison duty in the United States and in the Philip- 
pines in preparation for the next summons, from what- 
ever source it may come, ready to obey its country’s call 
and Colonel Liscum’s last command: “Keep up the fire "”’

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NEWARK UPHOLDS THE ARMY. 


At the regular meeting of the Board of Trade of the 
city of Newark, N.J., held on Feb. 11, resolutions in 
favor of the increase of the Regular Army were 
unanimously endorsed and a copy was forwarded to the 
Secretary of War. The resolutions had been prepared 
by a special committee appointed at a previous meeting, 
the members being Richard C. Jenkinson, chairman; 
Ifon. R. Wayne Parker, former member of Congress and 
of the Committee on Military Affairs; Adolph L. Boyce, 
Dennis I. O’Brien and Franklin Phillips. The resolu- 
tions are as follows: 


Whereas it is of universal knowledge that the dependence 
of our country in case of war or similar public emergency 
must be primarily our Regular Army, reinforced by our Or- 
ganized Militia, and the efficiency of the Militia is dependent 
upon that of our Regular Army since its strength and organi- 
zation vary directly with that of the Regular Army so that 
any impairment of the efficiency of the one whether from in- 
sufficient strength, improper organization, or other cause 
necessarily impairs or destroys the efficiency of the other, and 
since the traditions of our country demand that our Regular 
Army shall be of minimum strength with maximum of effi- 
ciency in order to serve as a basis of nucleus for the organi- 
zation of our Militia and Volunteers when called into our 
national service; and 

Whereas it is the consensus of opinion of all of our mili- 
tary experts that the efficiency of our Regular Army is dan- 
gerously impaired by reason of lack of sufficient strength and 
lack of proper and suitable organization to effectively perform 
its functions in both peace and war; that this is due to the 
acquisition of possessions outside of the continental limits of 
the United States, such as Panama, with its priceless inter- 
oceanic canal; Hawaii, the key to the Pacific Ocean; the island 
of Guam, the Philippines, and Porto Rico; that the proper 

rotection of these necessitates the withdrawal of our In- 
antry regiments until there will be left but seventeen regi- 
ments of this arm in the United States, or eight less than we 
had in our continental limits before the Spanish-American 
War, and that this number of Infantry regiments will be still 
further reduced when the garrisons now contemplated for the 
protection of our naval bases in the Caribbean Seas and in 
the island of Guam are established; that the peace strength 
of sixty-five men to the company of Infantry in time of peace 
is entirely too small to enable them to perform their functions 
in peace or serve as a safe nucleus for the formation of com- 
panies at war strength should such emergency arise, and that 
such Infantry companies should be increased to not less than 
100 men to the company during the existence of peace; that 
the proper performance of its required duties in peace, with 
capability of expansion in war or similar emergency, including 
the organization and mobilization of the Militia and Volun- 
teers, demands that our Regular Army be reorganized and 
increased so that we may not have less than three complete 
Infantry divisions and one Cavalry division within our conti- 
nental limits; that this will require an increase of ten regi- 
ments of Infantry, with companies of not less than 100 men, 
and an increase of the auxiliary arms so that there will be 
two and one-half guns to each 1,000 rifles; and 

Whereas it is the opinion of this body that our great in- 
crease in population, with attendant enormous increase of 
foreign commerce as well as at home requiring adequate pro- 
tection, our greatly increased responsibilities in administering 
and protecting our outlying possessions, our increased obliga- 
tions in preserving our neutrality and friendly relations with 
neighboring and other states all combine to render it impera- 
tive that suitable legislation should be promptly secured to 
ensure the suitable and necessary reorganization and increase 
of our Regular Army, so that its efficiency wil! fulfil our 
national requirements at home and permit of its safe expan- 
sion in war; therefore be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this body that the Con- 
gress of the United States be urged to reorganize and in- 
crease our Regular Army so that it may have the greatest 
possible efficiency consistent with a minimum of strength 
under our well established governmental policy, and so as to 
provide: (1) That the Mobile army within the continental 
limits of the United States shall be organized tactically so 
that we will have not less than three complete Infantry di- 
visions and one Cavalry division; (2) that the Infantry and 
its auxiliary arms shall be increased sufficiently to carry out 
this scheme of organization; (3) that in order to obtain a 
proper nucleus, readily expandible to war strength when an 
emergency demands, Infantry companies be maintained during 
peace at a strength not less than 100 enlisted men. 
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ARMY REMINISCENCES, 1860-1833. 


Brig. Gen. C. C. Byrne, who enteifed the Army as an 
assistant surgeon June 30, 1860, and was retired in 1904, 
after a service of forty-four years in the Medical Depart- 
ment, has printed for private circulation an interesting 
volume of his reminiscences. Describing his experiences 
at San Antonio, Texas, early in January, 1861, General 
Byrne says: “As one of a small group of officers at 
department headquarters I heard Generai Lee express 
his views in regard to secession. He was decidedly 
opposed to it. He said it would be a mistake for the 
South to withdraw from the Union; that her true policy 
was to fight for her rights within the Union. Neverthe- 
less, he feared that all of the Southern states would 
ultimately secede. In that event, he said, an attempt 
to coerce the South would bring about the most terrible 
civil war the world had ever seen; a war that would 
probably ‘be the death knell of republican institutions.’ 
Although I could not then conceive of he possibility of 
a war between the states, the words of General Lee 
made a great impression upon me, and I have never 
forgotten them.” 

Of the surrender of the Federal troops in Texas at the

time of the secession of the state in April, 1861, General 
‘ Byrne has this to say: “After our surrender our arms 
were delivered to our captors. Then about one-half of 
the enlisted men were assembled at the request of one 
of Van Dorn’s aids in the warehouse, where they were 
asked to listen to the reading-of an address written by 
Major Van Dorn and read by his aid, a Lieutenant 
Major, formerly of the U.S. Army. In this address Major 
Van Dorn informed the men that he brought against them 
an overwhelming force in order to prevent effusion of 
blood, making resistance impossible and surrender honor- 
able. He then announced that there were three courses 
open to them: first, to give their parole and return to 
the North; second, to refuse parole and remain in Texas 
as prisoners of war; third, to join the Confederate Army. 
In the latter event he promised that all arrears of pay 
due them from the United States should be promptly 
paid by the Confederate Government, that all non-com- 
missioned officers would receive commissions, and that 
all privates might expect to be promoted as soon as they 
should demonstrate their fitness for it. Lieutenant Major 
then said, ‘Now, men, what do you elect to do?’ In 
reply one soldier cried out, ‘We'll all go home,’ and all 
the command, except one corporal who refused, were 
paroled.”

A GUARD DUTY GAME. 


Seeking to do away with the tiresome character of 
guard duty, Capt. J. Franklin McFadden, of the 1st 
Troop of Philadelphia City Cavalry, has devised a guard 
duty game which he has tried, he says, for two years in 
his organization with marked success. It has not only 
resulted in better general knowledge of the subject, but 
has turned the study of guand duty from a very dull one 
into an interesting pursuit. His plan provides that each 
member of a platoon shall be provided with a paper box 
about five inches long by two and a half inches wide, 
numbered with his own barrack room number; inside 
this box is a smaller one similarly numbered with a cover 
fastened on with gummed paper and having a narrow 
opening in the top. In the larger boxes are fifty colored 
pasteboard counters numbered from one to fifty, about 
one inch square and of different colors for each of the 
six squads of the troop. The squads are paired at a 
long table and a man from the right squad plays the 
game with a man from the left squad. One of the right 
squad, for example, draws at random from his own 
larger box a counter and calls out its number. 

His opponent then asks a question agreeing with that 
number found in a little book compiled by Capt. M. C. 
Kerth, 22d U.S. Inf., called “Instruction and Problems in 
Guard Duty for a Private Soldier” (Militia Affairs Cir. 
S). I£ the question is correctly answered, the counter is 
retained by the man answering and dropped through the 
opening into the sealed smaller box. If incorrectly an- 
swered, the opponent takes the counter and drops it into 
the opponent’s sealed box. The process is then reversed 
and the two men alternate in asking and answering ques- 
tions during the allotted period. The game can be con- 
tinued throughout the winter until all the questions have 
been answered, and the totals of correct and incorrect 
answers will place the individual and squad in their 
order as far as knowledge of guard duty is concerned. 
“Not a minute is lost,” says Captain McFadden in his 
article in the January Cavalry Journal; “everybody in 
the platoon is receiving instruction. errors are corrected 
at once and authoritatively and from being the dullest 
part of our winter’s work it has now become a source of 
interest and even amusement. I have made this guard 
duty game a part of the annual competition between 
the squads. The principle of the game can be applied to 
everything in which the quiz can be used as a method of 
instruction. The cost of the paper boxes is only a few 
dollars and the books cost only five cents each. They 
may be obtained from the Superintendent of Documents, 
Washington, D.C. If desired score cards may be substi- 
tuted for the boxes. As in golf tournaments the score 
eard is kept and initialed by the opponent. The cards 
have the advantage of making a permanent record and 
showing where the individual is most in need of in- 
struction and also enable men absent to make up the 
competitive work. 
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LONG ON LEARNING—SHORT ON SENSE.

I noticed a short time ago that a resolution to suspend 
naval construction for one year was introduced by a 
member from Missouri in the House of Representatives 
and passed at the request of a British Cabinet Minister. 
Don’t you think that someone should “show that member 
from Missouri,” as well as all the other members who 
voted for the resolution, that British diplomacy is being 
worked to the limit to weaken the naval strength of all 
nations excepting that of her own and that of Japan, 
in order that she herself, with the aid of the Japanese 
fleet on the Pacific, may continue to rule the seas? It 
was France who built the Suez Canal, but it is Great 
Britain who owns it now, and she got it for the purpose 
of controlling the shortest sea route to India. ae 

When it became an established fact that the United 
States was going to build the Panama Canal Great 
Sritain entered into an alliance, offensive and defensive, 
with Japan. For what purpose? For the purpose of 
ultimately getting possession of that canal, and thereby 
controlling the shortest sea route from England to the 
Pacifie ports, all America, as well as that from the 
Atlantic ports of Canada to the Pacific ports of the same 
Dominion. If Uncle Sam is foolish enough to suspend 
the strengthening of his Navy it will be the easiest thing 
in the world for the combined British and Japanese 
fleets to bottle up the entire Canal Zone and put it in 
a condition in which the United States would not even 
be able to send reinforcements or supplies to it. The 
result would be that it would have to surrender, and 
thus become the property of Great Britain by right of 
conquest. Both these Powers have already picked quarrels 
with the United States, and they intend that these 
quarrels shall lead to war—Great Britain about the canal 
tolls and Japan about the California exclusion act. In 
preparation for this premeditated war England is at work 
with all her might in the building and fortifying of naval 
bases all along the line, and that, too, under our very 
noses; while Japan is spending her last dollar, aS it 
were, in her feverish haste to build battleships and battle 
cruisers with which to destroy our commerce on _the 
Pacific and to gobble up the Philippine and Hawaiian 
Islands. And yet there does not seem to be one single 
member in our Congress, or in our Senate, or in our 





executive or. diplomatic services with brains enough to 
see it. Nearly every public speaker, including Professor 
Jordan, who is boosting the peace propaganda, is paid 
for his treasonable utterances with British gold wrung 
out of the American people by that man Carnegie, who, 
as everybody knows, is a Britisher to the core. 

The answer of our Congress to that British Minister's 
request should have been an appropriation for the imme- 
diate construction of four additional battleships and four 
battle cruisers of sufficient power and speed to take care 
of the Japanese cruisers of that class on the Pacific. 
Our whole fleet of ten armored cruisers of the California 
and Tennessee types could, and probably would, be sent 
to the bottom of the sea by the Japs in less time than it 
took them to dispose of the Russian fleet in the Straits 
of Japan. 

Some people claim that the Japs would not be able 
to supply their fleets with fuel on this side of the ocean. 
They seem to be ignorant of the fact that there is an 
abundance of first class steaming coal on Vancouver 
Island, which, when the time comes, will be at the dis- 
posal of the Japs. 

We have now got “peace,” we have got the “Panama 
Canal,” and we have got the “Philippine and Hawaiian 
Islands.” And it is the duty of our Congress to provide 
us with an Army and a Navy big enough and strong 
enough to “lick the stuffin’” out of anybody that tries 
to take them away from us, and not act like some over- 
grown lummux of a schoolboy, who goes whining to old 
mother Hague because he has been kicked in the pants 
by some pugnacious little cuss. : 

I want you to think this over, and then go to work 
and try to hammer a little common sense into that stupid 
(or treasonable-—-which?) Congress of ours. You, if 
anyone, can do it if such a thing is at all possible. I 
am fully aware of the fact that there are scores of men 
there who are wonderfully long on learning, but at the 
same time they are woefully short ou sense.

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CAVALRY DURING THE CIVIL WAR 
Houghton, Mich., Jan. 17, 1914. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I have followed, with great interest, the discussion 
of single or double rank for Cavalry, and I hope the 
few historical facts given below may be of interest, espe- 
cially as they show that a “colonel of Cavalry,” recently 
quoted, was wrong in stating that the single rank was 
not used in the Civil War, and as they give the opinion 
of men who saw both single and double rank in use, 
side by side, on many battlefields. 

I have in mind the regiment in which my father had 
the honor to serve from 61 to ’64, the Ist Maine Volun- 
teer Cavalry, of Irvin Gregg’s Brigade of David McM. 
Gregg’s division, Cavalry Corps, Army of the Potomac. 
This regiment was commanded during the latter part of 
its history by Col. Charles Smith, brevet major general, 
U.S.A., who was in 1887 (the last record I have) the 
colonel of the 19th U.S. Infantry. Taking up first the 
organization of the regiment, I will say that it was 
classed as heavy cavalry, mustered in between Sept. 1 
and Nov. 5, 1861, and was composed of three squad- 
rons of four troops each. Lieutenant Tobie in his his- 
tory of the regiment says: “For some time the regiment 
was taught the old double rank cavalry drill, in which 
it made slow progress, and it seemed as though anything 
like perfection never could be attained. Finally the 
single rank drill of Gen. Philip St. George Cooke was 
adopted, and from the first morning that the men were 
ordered to form in single rank the regiment advanced 
rapidly in tactics. And it may be stated here that the 
efficiency of the regiment in the field and the excellent 
reputation it won are due partially, at least, to the use 
of these tactics, from the facility with which a regiment 
ean be handled and can change its position under them.” 

That those who are not familiar with the history of 
the 1st Maine may not think I have selected for an 
example a regiment without a record, the following 
figures are submitted: Times under fire where losses or 
injuries were received, 101; killed in action, 101; died 
of wounds, 56; died of disease, 171; died in prison, 165. 
These constitute the heaviest losses of any mounted 
regiment in the Service (Colonel Smith at Gettysburg 
Oct. 3, 1889, made this statement). G.O. No. 10, Army 
of the Potomac, March 7, 1865, places on the regiment’s 
battle flag the names of twenty-nine engagements or 
three more than any other regiment in that Army. After 
this order was issued it took part in seven more battles 
from Dinwiddie C.H. to that morning in April, when 
dismounted and using its Henry carbines, it stopped 
Gordon’s last charge and held him in check until the 
Infantry came. The December, 1862, issue of Cornhill 
Magazine (London, England), under the heading of 
“Campaigning with Pope,” says: “Much of the Federal 
Cavalry is wretchedly made up; but there was a Maine 





regiment of broad, long armed swordsmen whose equals 
I have never seen.” ‘ 

A word in regard to “shock action” and done. I wish 
to refer to the fight at Brandy Station in June, ’63, 
where, according to Kilpatrick’s own statement, his old 
regiment, the “Harris Light,’ and 10th New York were 
swept from the field, but the single rank 1st Maine 
charging in echelon of squadrons utterly routed the 
Confederate force, captured Stuart’s headquarters, two 
guns, and the battle flag of Hampton’s Legion, and, to 
quote Kilpatrick: “And I say here to-night, before all 
this goodly company, to the 1st Maine Cavalry I owe 
the silver star I won that day upon the field of battle.” 
Again quoting him at Upperville when he told. Pleason- 
ton that “the 1st Maine Cavalry would charge and 
carry Hell if ordered.” Possibly the above may show 
that the single rank has possibilities even in “shock 
action.” ;

UNIFORMS FOR BOYS’ BRIGADES.

It has recently come to my notice that a bill has been 
introduced in the United States Senate, known as Senate 
Bill No. 3777, which favors legislation to prohibit the 
use of uniforms and equipment similar to the United 
States Army, by any organization except the Militia and 
military schools.

Now steps are being taken, which -will deprive this 
organization of one of its most attractive features, and 
by that means will prohibit it from giving that training 
to the very boys who will constitute our future reserve

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A WORD FOR THE INFANTRY. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
Everybody knows that the Infantry is due for a much 

needed increase, but the unwillingness of Congress to 

increase the appropriations forever holds all such plans 


in check. Therefore when the question is considered 
one must first and last look to what Congress might 
reasonably wish to do. Let us say five regiments of 
increase and try to plan an economical order for creating 
them. In the new Cavalry scheme of things a regiment 
is to consist of six units commanded by captains. There 
will be six captains easily spared, as well as a staff 
captain in each regiment, or a total of 105 captains in 
all the Cavalry. Transfer these to the Infantry and 
they would provide the captains and field officers for five 
new regiments. The same principle continued to the 
matter of lieutenants would make no increase in officers 
at all necessary and thus present an easy and economical 
solution of the entire question.

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AS TO PICKETT’S CHARGE AT GETTYSBURG.

As to Pickett’s charge at Gettysburg a letter in your 
issue of Feb. 7, signed by R. J. Jones, brings up the old 
controversy, as to who should have the glory accumulated 
in this affair. It strikes me that there was glory enough 
to go around, without trying to fasten it on any particu- 
lar individual or individuals. I am very sorry to see 
this old story rehashed, over fifty years after the events 
happened, especially as General Pickett’s widow is at 
this time writing a history of his life, in a current maga- 
zine. I am sure that great glory has been given Pickett's 
subordinates, in every account of the battle that’ I have 
read, and the fact that Pickett did not go through at the 
head of his division certainly cannot detract from his 
glory. General Longstreet proves that he (Pickett) was 
in his correct tactieal position. Mr. Jones has been mis- 
informed when he states that Kemper, Pettigrew and 
Armistead ‘“‘went in front of their troops and laid down 
their lives in defense of their cause.” ‘They undoubtedly 
led their troops, but out of five Confederate generals 
who were killed or died from wounds received at Gettys- 
burg, only Armistead’s name appears. Pettigrew died 
on July 17, 1863, from wounds received at Falling 
Waters, Md., and Kemper died April 7, 1895.

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VOLUNTEER ARMY BILL. 


The Volunteer Army bill (H.R. 7138) with a number 
of amendments was reported out Feb. 20 by the Senate 
Military Committee. Enlistment period of Volunteer 
Army is fixed same as Regular Army, exclusive of re- 
serve period. Provision was inserted in the bill by which 
the commander of a division or larger unit is authorized 
to appoint a board to pass upon the qualifications of 
officers of the Volunteer Army. The Militia amendment 
us agreed to by the committee reads: 


That when three-fourths of the prescribed minimum enlisted 
strength of any company, troop or battery, or when three-fourths 
of the prescribed minimum enlisted strength of each company, 
troop or battery, comprised in a battalion, regiment, brigade 
or division of any state, territory or the District of Columbia, 
organized as prescribed by law and War Department Regula- 
tions, shall volunteer for service in the volunteer army as such 
company, troop, battery, battalion, regiment, brigade or divi- 
sion, such organization shall have the right to be received into 
the volunteer forces in advance of the raising of other organiza- 
tions of the same arm or class, and the officers in service with 
such organizations may then be appointed by the President, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, as officers of 
corresponding grades in the volunteer army and be assigned 
to the same grades in the said organizations. 


The bill passed the House Dec. 3, 1913, as noted on 
page 45S, our issue of Dec. 6, and Chairman Chamber- 
lain, of the Senate Military Committee, will ask for 
immediate consideration in the Senate.

Some new and spectacular features have been arranged 
for the International Military Horse Show which is to 
take place at the Panama-Pacific Exposition at San 
Francisco. The three-mile officers’ race will be an 
entirely new feature. The contestants must ride as if 
they were endeavoring to join a body of troops three 
miles distant. A gun will be placed at the end of the 
course, which will be cross country. Contestants will 


ride entirely by the sound of the gun, which will be fired 
at intervals of one half-minute. The international teams 
will consist of not more than four competitors, with one 
reserve. The contestants must all be officers on the 
active iist. The teams will take five tests in four days. 
Long distance rides will be on a course thirty-five miles 
long, thirty-two miles of which will be on a road and 
three miles cross country. The maximum time for the 
ride on the road will be four hours and cross country 
fifteen minutes. The individual rides will be on a steeple- 
chase course of two miles, with ten obstacles and the 
maximum time of five minutes. Jumping competition 
will consist of fifteen jumps of not more than four feet 
and three inches high or more than ten feet breadth. 
The maximum rate of speed will be fifteen miles per 
hour. In the prize riding, or chargers’ competition, 
riders enter at a gallop and halt twenty-five feet in front 
of the judges, whom they salute. They will have ten 
minutes time to go through the walk, trot and gallop 
gaits. The international individual prize jumping com- 
petition will be open to the world. Ladies as well as 
gentlemen will be allowed to enter this race. It will 
have eight obstacles and a time limit of two minutes. 
The international prize jumping competition for a team 
of three officers will be one of the most interesting 
features of the event. Officers are required to ride their 
own horses or government horses. The charger cup for 
American ofticers will be open to National Guard officers 
as well as those of the Regular Army. It will be a 
cross-country ride for three miles over natural obstacles, 
jumping, one time around on the Stockholm Course. 


-— 
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A sharp engagement took place between the govern- 
ment troops and the rebels at Grande Riviere, Hayti, 
Feb. 18, fifteen miles from Cape Haitien. At the same 
time the Haytian government war vessel Nord Alexis 
bombarded Cagnette, on the coast, and another force of 
government troops had reached Limbe, to the west of 
Cape Haitien. American bluejackets are patrolling the 
streets to prevent looting. The revolutionary forces on 
Feb. 19 were twice defeated by federal troops and were 
retreating. General Paul, commander-in-chief of the 
rebels in the field, was killed in one of the engagements. 
The two principal engagements were fought at Grand 
Riviére, fifteen miles from Cape Haitien, and at Limbo, 
to the west of Cape Haitien. Immediately on learning 
of the death of General Paul, Gen. Davilmar Theodore, 
leader of the revolutionists, placed General Dorcilyen, 
who is much feared by the people of Hayti, in command 
of the army. As soon as the retreating rebels reached 
Cap Haitien he began the erection of fortifications about 
the town and barricades at the city gates. The federal 
forces were in close pursuit and an attack is expected 
at any time. General Theodore on Feb. 16 had been driven 
from Port de Paix to Cape Haitien, according to re- 
ports to the Navy Department, and the Haytian gunboat 
Nord Aelxis had undertaken a blockade of Cape Haitien. 
Carlos Zamor, brother of the recently proclaimed presi- 
dent, was leading the government troops from Port de Paix 
toward Cape Haitien and Theodore was to be attacked 
from both land and sea. <A despatch to the Navy De- 
partment from Comdr. Bion B. Bierer, of the U.S.S. 
Wheeling, states that Zamor’s troops are in possession 
of Port de Paix, and that all is quiet there. The Nord 
Alexis left Pott de Paix on Feb. 15 for Cape Haitien. 
The U.S.S. San Francisco is now at Cape Haitien, and 
Commander Harrison reports that only about one hun- 
dred revolutionists remain there. 


= 
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A member of the Cavalry board favors us with the 
extract which follows from a letter received by him: “I 
have had a number of letters from time to time asking 
me what I thought of the new regulations, but I have 
replied that I wished to withhold judgment until I saw 
the regulations tried out. The Army kicks on any 
change, and it will always be so, I am afraid. The new 
regulations strike me and the officers of .my squadron 
very: favorably indeed. The principles of leading that 
are prescribed are what I have been vainly trying to do 
in a different way under the old regulations. When we 
came -here there were certain officers who did not be- 
- lieve in leading, but fortunately our drill and maneuver 
ground is on the beach. Often the sea makes so much 
noise that a commander who cannot handle his unit by 
leading cannot command it at all. I can assure the 
reorganization board that there are four troops who are 
pleased with the new drill, and I am convinced that the 
favorable sentiment here will grow. There is one big 
thing in favor of the new system that I have never seen 
mentioned. The new drill is simple and practical and 


much less time will be required to instruct the platoon, 
squadron and regiment. ‘This will give us time to do 
what we never have been able to do before—fully in- 
struct the trooper. Heretofore we have worked at a 
complicated drill with fifty per cent.—often—of our 
troopers only half trained. If we have the new regula- 
tions, or something like them, we can put trained troopers 
into a simple, practical collected drill.” 


— 
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The most significant thing about the recent rioting in 
Tokio against the government is that it indicates a 
change ‘in the attitude of the Japanese people toward 
the Mikado and his ministers, the old respect for whom, 
almost amounting to reverence, seems to be passing 
away, giving place to a new political order. The debate 
in the Japanese Parliament on Feb. 10 on the scandals 


arising out of the revelations of secret relations be- 
tween high naval officers and German armament manu- 
facturers was attended with disorder in the chamber 
and rioting in the streets. A resolution of lack of con- 
fidence in the government was defeated by a vote of 
205 to 164. A mob thereupon marched to the office of a 
newspaper organ of the government and attacked it. 
The police were stoned by the rioters, who were eventu- 
ally dispersed. Mass meetings were held in various parts 
of the city during the session of Parliament and resolu- 
tions calling for the impeachment of the cabinet were 
adopted. Those who attended these meetings marched 
to the Parliament and sought to fight their way inside. 
The naval scandal has to do with the alleged receipt of 
commissions by officers of the Japanese navy for in- 
fluencing the award of Admiralty contracts in favor of a 
German firm. The strength of the opposition, as shown 
by the large vote polled on the resolution, indicates, in a 
sense, the anti-American influences in Japan, for the 
opposition has been making its fight against the govern- 
ment for failing to protect the rights of Japanese in 
the United States. Should the opposition come into 
power, it is not douhted that its leaders would seek to 
bring the alien land law legislation of California to the 
front as an issue between the two countries. The pres- 
ent government is going slowly in criticism of the United 
States in the matter of the Japanese protests, and this 
dilatory diplomacy does not please the Tokio fire-eaters. 
Japan has been largely affected by the most vicious of 
Socialistic theories in the last five years, and the re- 
sults are beginning to be seen in the altered respect of 
the masses for the old-time authority.

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The U.S. Court of Claims has awarded Capt. J. F. 
Moser, U.S.N., retired, the difference in the pay of 
captain allowed him and the pay of rear admiral of the 
lower nine which he claimed. The Court held in a 
previous trial of the Moser case that service as a cadet 
at the Naval Academy constituted service during the 
€ ‘ivil War within the meaning of Sec. 11, Act of March 
3, 1899. They adhered to this decision in the case of 
Captain Moser, although subsequent to rendering it they 
decided to the contrary in the case of Jasper vs. United 
States, attention having meanwhile been called to the 
Act of June 29, 1906, providing for retirement with 
advanced grade, which contains the qualification, ‘‘other- 
be than as a cadet.’’ In the case of the claim of Col. 

W. Sibley, 14th Cav., for the loss of a $200 horse, 
sajueed by being caught under a bar fastened across the 
end of his stall, the Court decides that there is nothing 
in the law authorizing payment for a horse suffering 
from any one of the numerous accidents to which, with- 
out fault or negligence on the part of its owner, it may 
become the victim while kept in a government stable 
and cared for by a cavalryman in the pay of the Govern- 
ment.

Major William B. Rochester, Q.M. Corps, ceased to be 
an officer of the Army Feb. 19, 1914. The War Depart- 
ment issued an order Oct. 30 last announcing that leave 
from Nov. 1 to Feb. 19 had been granted Major William 
B. Rochester, Q.M. Corps, and that his resignation had 
been accepted to take effect on the expiration of his leave. 
On Feb. 2, 1914, an order was issued by the War Depart- 
ment announcing that the acceptance of the resignation 
by Major Rochester of his commission as an officer of 
the Army was revoked. Major Rochester was ordered 
to Fort Sam Houston. On Feb. 10, 1914, another special 
order was issued which announced that Par. 9, S.O. No. 
27, Feb. 2, 1914, War Department, is revoked, and the 
resignation by Major Rochester of his commission as an 
officer of the Army had been accepted by the President, 
to take effect Feb. 19, 1914. The vacancy should be filled 
from the Infantry according to the policy of the War 
Department.

The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL has more than. once 
spoken of the fact that the medical men of the Army 
have done things that might well be imitated in civil 
life. Not to speak of the great work in the elimination 
of yellow fever from Cuba and Panama, we have called 
attention to the success which has marked the use’ of 


anti-typhoid vaccination in driving that fever out of the 
Army, and have suggested that their pioneer achievement 
in this department of disease should be imitated in civil 
life. The same view is now taken by the Outlook, which 
in its issue of Feb. 14 says: “Since typhoid inoculation 
and other prophylactic measures have succeeded in the 


Army they might well be adopted generally by the vast 
private corporations whose employees are legion. The 
increase efficiency and the money saving that would 
be sure to result are incalculable. The record of the 
Army Medical Corps for the past decade, and particularly 
for the past five years, has been one of consistent and 
rapid pregress, one of which the men who made it may 
well be proud.” The theory that inoculation against 
typhoid has increased the subject liability to consump- 
tion, says the Outlook, is disproved by the fact that 
during the five years in which typhoid has been prac- 
tically wiped out of our soldiery the hospital admission 
rate for each thousand men for tuberculosis has de- 
creased fiom 4.39 to 3.49.

Mayor Blankenburg, of Philadelphia, Pa., discussed 
plans a few days ago for the proposed soldiers’ and 
sailors’ monument. with Col. John P. Nicholson and 
Col. Robert B. Heath, representing the joint committee 
of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion of the United 
States and the Grand Army of the Republic. The Mayor 
suggested that a memorial building, where the war relics 
could be kept, would be better than a mere marble shaft. 
For the erection of the memorial there will be available 
$250,000, provided the proposed $12,900,000 municipal 
loan is authorized by the voters at the special election 
on March 31. The sum of $90,000 is already available 
from a former loan, and the new municipal loan contains 
an item of $160,000, which was included largely at the 
request of the Mayor. It is expected that councils will 
donate the site for the structure.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Capt. James R. Richards, U.S.A., retired, died at 
Front Reyal, Va., Feb. 12, 1914. He was born in Vir- 
ginia Dec. 22, 1854, and was a graduate of the U.S.M.A., 
class of 1878, when he was assigned to the 9th Cavalry 
as an udditional second lieutenant June 14. He was 
promoted second lieutenant June 28, 1878, and was trans- 
ferred to the 4th Cavalry Sept. 5 of the same year. He 


was promoted first lieutenant in 1882, captain in 1891, 
and was retired for disability in the line of duty Feb. 25, 
1896. Captain Richards almost from the year of his 
graduation to Nov. 21, 1893, served continuously on 
the frontier at posts in Texas, Colorado, Indian Terri- 
tory, New Mexico, Arizona, scouting and in command 
of Indian scouts in the field. He served with the 4th 
Cavalry in various Indian campaigns against the Kiowas 
and Comanches in Indian Territory and Texas, against 
the Utes in Colorado, and the Apaches in Arizona and 
Mexico. He was adjutant of his regiment, and was 
selected by the commanding general to take the Chira- 
cahua Apache prisoners to Florida, where he left 
them comparatively contented. In 1896 a medical board 
found that his heart had become affected by his arduous 
service in the Indian campaigns and that he could no 
longer stand the strain of active military life, and he 
was retired. He sadly left the comrades he loved so well 
and turned toward his old home in the Shenandoah 
Valley, and has since lived on the beautiful farm that 
formerly belonged to his father, in the forks of the 
Shenandoah. He leaves one daughter, the wife of Mr. 
Julian Major, a civil engineer from the University of 
Virginia; a brother, Henry N., who is in the 
Revenue Cutter Service at Richmond, Va.; and a sister, 
Mrs. Reardon, of Baltimore, Md. His nephew, Lieut. 
Harrison H. Richards, 4th U.S. Cav., is stationed at 
Schofield Barracks, H.T. 


Lieut. James M. Murray, U.S.N., attached to the Naval 
Aviation Corps, was instantly killed Feb. 16, 1914, when 
he fell into the middle of Pensacola Bay, Fla., from an 
altitude of 800 feet. He had been flying over the bay 
and gulf an hour or more and was flying toward the city 
of Pensacola when his machine was seen to dip suddenly 
and, gaining velocity, strike the water with terrific force, 
killing the aviator and wrecking the aeroplane. The body 
was recovered about one hundred yards away from the 
wrecked machine. His death is the first fatality to occur 
at the Fensacola station, but is the fifteenth which has 
occurred among Army and Navy aviatois. Lieut. P. N. 
L. Bellinger and Lieut. R. C. Saufley, also of the Avja- 
tion Corps, recovered the body soon after it rose to the 
surface. Lieutenant Murray wore one of the cork life 
preserver coats. An examination showed he had been 
caught beneath the wreckage and drowned, and it was 
believed that he had not been killed by the fall. The 
machine had been thoroughly inspected just before he 
started the flight and was then in good condition, and 
Lieutenant Murray was known as an experienced aviator. 
He was horn in Nebraska on Sept. 14, 1883, and entered 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis on July 4, 1903. As an 
ensign he commanded the U.S. submarine Adder, and 
later was assigned to the Aviation Corps. On July 30 
iast, when a lieutenant, junior grade, he was placed at 
the head of the aviation staff at Annapolis during the 
absence of Lieut. John H. Towers. Lieutenant Murray 
had considerable practice in flying at Marblehead, Mass. 


Funeral services were held Feb. 16 at Arlington Ceme- 
tery, Washington, for Lieut. Henry B. Post, 25th U.S. 
Inf., who was killed at San Diego, Cal., Feb. 9. Squadron 
A, of New York. where he served prior to entering the 
U.S. Service, was represented by Lieut. Henry C. Smith 
and Capt. Philip ‘T. Stillman, old members of his troop, 
who were also two of the eight pallbearers, the others 
being Majors Joseph D. Leitch, 28th Inf., Edgar Russel, 
Signal Corps, Herbert A. White, J.A.G. Dept.; Capts. 
Hollis “C. Clark, William Mitchell, Signal Corps, and 
Edwin A. Hickman, Cav., all of the U.S. Army. Lieut. 
Col. Samuel Reber, Signal Corps, U.S.A., was in charge 
of the ceremony, and Chaplain Henry A. Brown, of 
Washington Barracks, officiated. The widow and mem- 
bers of the family, 2d Lieut. Walter R. Taliaferro, 21st 


U.S. Inf., escort of honor from San Diego, and Capt. 


©. Francis Bates, 25th U.S. Inf., his company com- 
mander, were present. The last resting place of Lieu- 
tenant Post is in a section of the cemetery overlooking 
the broad, quiet flow of the Potomac. Lieutenant Post 
came of a fighting stock. His father, Col. H. A. V. 
Post, commanded the 2d- Berdan Sharpshooters in the 
Civil War and was wounded at Antietam. Lieutenant 
Post’s grandfather, General Mclean, of Cincinnati, 
organized the 75th Ohio, and had four horses killed under 
him in action. He commanded a brigade toward the 
end of the Civil War. An officer of the U.S. Army was 
heard to say that Lieutenant Post’s chief characteristics 
were his stroazg will power and far-sighted judgment. 
Major Vernon A. Caldwell, 25th Inf., Lieutenant Post’s 
battalion commander, has _ frequently praised his 
originality and force, and acknowledged indebtedness 
for new suggestions as to the solution of old tactical 
problems. The importance of this compliment is appre- 
ciated by the Service because of Col. William H. Sage’s 
recent statement that he considered Major Caldwell one 
of the best field officers in the U.S. Army. 


Judge John R. Thomas, who died at Muskogee, Okla., 
Jan. 19, 1914, was the father of Capt, John R. Thomas, 


as 


jr., Ist U.S. Inf, and of Mrs. Carolyn T. Foreman, of 
Muskogee. Of Judge Thomas, who served ten years in 
Congress, from 1879 to 1889, as Representative from 
Illinois, an officer of the Navy writes: “He was, I think, 
the best posted man in Congress on naval matters and 
a man of the highest integrity and character, respected 
by Democrats as well as his own party for his fear- 
lessness and straightforward manner. It was through 
him, as much as anyone else, that the first ships of the 
Navy were built of steel instead of iron. He had much 
to do with the low freeboard vessel for which plans were 
prepared, afterward known as the ‘Thomas Monitor.’ It 
was he who called for the report by P.A. Engr. John A. 
Tobin, U.S.N., entitled ‘Naval Engineering in Great 
Britain,’ of which 1,800 copies were ordered printed by 
resolution of Congress.” John R. Thomas was born dt 
Mount Vernon, IIl., Oct. 11, 1846. At the age of seventeen 
be enlisted in the Union cause in Company. D, 120th 
Indiana Volunteers, and before his nineteenth birthday 
he had been commissioned a captain. He engaged in 
many notable campaigns and battles, including the cam- 
paign in Northern Georgia from Chattanooga to Atlanta, 
the battle of Kennesaw Mountain, the operations in front 
of Atlanta and the battle there, and the pursuit of Hood’s 
army. In the battle of Franklin he received a wound 
which never fully healed. He participated in the battle 
of Nashville, and was acting adjutant to General Hardin, 
commanding the District of Raleigh. On Jan. 20, 1866, 
he was honorably mustered out. “Judge Thomas's family 
for generations was a family of soldiers,’ says the 
Muskogee Sentinel. “His father was an officer in the 
Mexican War, his grandfather an officer in the War of 
1812, and his great-grandfather was an officer in the War 
of the Revolution. True to the traditions of the family, 
his son, Capt. John R. Thomas, jr., 1st Inf. U.S.A., 
took part in the first battle of the Spanish War, the 
battle of Guasimas, where he was wounded and disabled. 
By reason of his position as United States Judge in 
Indian Territory at the outbreak of the Spanish War 
he was authorized to recruit two troops of the 1st U.S. 
Volunteer Cavalry at Muskogee. In this work he took 
an intense interest, and Troops L and M, which went 
out from Muskogee, were recruited under his authority 
and became part of the famous regiment known as the 


Rough Riders. Judge ‘Thomas in Congress served on 


many important committees, ‘including the Committee 
on Naval Affairs, and acted as chairman of the sub- 
committee on naval construction. Because of his efficient 
work on this committee he was frequently called ‘the 
Father of the Modern American Navy.’ In his later 
years he served as a member of the commission appointed 
to codify the laws of the state of Oklahoma. He was a 
member of the G.A.R., of the Loyal Legion, and one 
of the charter members of the Army and Navy Club at 
Washington. McKendree College, of Illinois, conferred 
upon him the degree of LL.D. in 1895.” 


Dr. Roswell Park, who died suddenly from heart failure 
at his residence in Delaware avenue, Buffalo, Feb. 15, 
was surgeon in charge when President McKinley was 
shot in that city. He was the son of Lieut. Roswell 
Park, who graduated from the U.S.M.A. at the head 
of the class of 1831, and after serving five years in the 
Corps of Engineers resigned from the Army to become 
professor of natural philosophy and chemistry at the 
University of Pennsylvania, and afterward a clergyman 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church. The senior Park, 
who died in Chicago in 1869 at the age of sixty-two, was 
a man of the most extraordinary facility for absorbing 
knowledge without imparting it. He wrote a handbook 
for American travelers in Europe without ever having 
been abroad, “Jerusalem” and other poems without ever 
having visited the East, and a universal survey of human 
knowledge called “Pantology,” which he commenced while 


_ he was still in the Academy. He was also the author of 


a sketch of the history of West Point. 


Capt. John S. Townsend, of the U.S. Army transport 
Kilpatrick, died at his home at No. 469 Sixty-third street, 
Brooklyn, N.Y., Feb. 17, 1914, of pneumonia, contracted 
while piloting his vessel into harbor during last week’s 
storm. 


Capt. James H. Holden, commanding Troop A, 1st Cav., 
N.G.N.H., died at Peterborough, N.H., Feb. 8, 1914. 
Captain Holden enlisted as a private in this troop April 
30, 1887. During his long service in these several grades 
he established a zealous efficiency, and the official report 
upon a recent inspection says: “The general condition 
and appearance of the troop are excellent, and reflect 
great credit upon Capt. James H. Holden, who has com- 
manded it for the past year. He displays excellent 
tactical knowledge, as well as efficiency in administration 
and discipline.” 

Caroline M. Denniston, sister of Pay Dir. H. M. 
Denniston, U.S.N., died at Washingtonville, N.Y., Feb. 
12, 1914. 

Mr. Francis Thompson Dodge, who died at Portland, 
Ore., Feb. 8, 1914, was uncle of Mrs. Rodman Butler, 
wife of Lieutenant Butler, 15th U.S. Cav.; of Mrs. E. 
R. Heiberg, wife of Captain Heiberg, 6th Cav., of Mrs. 
H. M. Walker, wife of Lieutenant Commander Walker, 
U.S.N.; and of Lieut. H. D. Cooke, jr., U.S.N. 

Mrs. E. W. S. Neff, of El Paso, Texas, sister of Lieut. 
Col. Eugene O. Fechét, U.S.A., retired, and well known 
to many Army people, died at her home on Feb. 13 after 
a short illness from pneumonia. Mrs. Neff was the 
widow of Col. E. W. S. Neff, and her remains were taken 
to her old home in Cleveland, Ohio, to be laid beside 
those of her husband. Surviving her are®€wo sons and a 
daughter, Eugene E. Neff and Mrs. F. §. Earle, who 
live in El Paso. 

Mrs. C. C. Byrne, wife of Brig. Gen. Charles C. Byrne, 
U.S.A., died at Garfield Hospital, Washington, D.C., 
Feb. 13, 1914. Mrs. Byrne was born in Albany, N.Y., 
but later went with her family to Milwaukee, Wis., where 
she met General Byrne. She married in 1878. Besides 
her husband, a daughter, Mrs. Alan Lephbridge, living 
in England, survives. 


On Tuesday morning, Feb. 3, 1914, about half-past 
nine o'clock, Mrs. Scriven, wife of Gen. George P. Scriven, 
Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., died at her home in Wash- 
ington, D.C. She had long been in bad health, but her 
end came suddenly and as a great shock to her family. 
Her husband and two daughters, the only surviving 
children, were with her as she passed peacefully away. 
The funeral services were held at St. John’s Church, 
Washington, the Rev. Dr. Roland Cotton Smith officiat- 
ing. at 2:15 o’clock on Friday, Feb. 5, the honorary 
pallbearers being Hon. Wayne MacVeagh, Senator Knute 
Nelson, Gen. A. W. Greely, Mr. Robert J. Fisher, Mr. 
William Page Meade, Col. Samuel Reber, Major Edgar 
Russel, Major H. LL. Gilchrist and Capt. Charles §, 
Wallace, of the Army. Interment was at Arlington 
Cemetery. Mrs. Scriven, whose maiden name. was 


Bertha Bragg, was the daughter of Gen, Edward 8, 
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Bragg, of Wisconsin, who commanded the Iowa Brigade 
during part of the Civil War, was U.S. Minister to 
Mexico, for many years in Congress and held various 
high Federal and state offices. On her mother’s side she 
was a great-granddaughter of Nathaniel Rochester, of 
Rochester, N.Y.; whose ancestors settled in Virginia 
about the year 1068. é 

Mrs. Mary J. Eastman, widow of Prof. John R. East- 
man, U.S.N., retired, died at Worcester, Mass., Feb. 6, 
1914. 

Mrs. Florence Tryon Baxter, widow of Surg. Gen. 
J. H. Baxter, U.S.A., died at Washington, D.C., Feb. 
12, 1914. General Baxter died in December, 1890. 


Mr. Paul De Mar, brother of Mrs. Rorex, wife of 
Lieut. Alley D. Rorex, U.S.M.C., died at Portland, Ore., 
Feb. 7, 1914. 

Mrs. Bertha M. Sternberg, wife of Major Theodore 
Sternberg, U.S.A., died at her home in Ellsworth county, 
Kas., Feb. 1, 1914, in her fifty-eighth year. 

The Rev. George Marshall Preston, father of Major 
Guy H. Preston, 4th U.S. Cav., died at Medford, Mass., 
Jan. 9, 1914, aged eighty-four years. 

Mr. Roy Z. Ramsey, son of Mrs. Carlotta Z. Ramsey 
and of the late Capt. Frank De W. Ramsey, U.S.A., and 
brother of Ensign De Witt C. Ramsey, U.S.N., died at 
New York city Feb. 8, 1914. 

In announcing the death of 1st Lieut. Robert D. 
Goodwin, 4th Inf., at the post hospital, Fort Crockett, 
Texas, Feb. 5, 1914, Colonel Van Vliet, commanding the 
4th Infantry, under date of Galveston, Texas, says: 
“Lieutenant Goodwin was born on July 12, 1876, and 
served as a private and corporal in Companies A and L 
of the 3d Illinois Infantry. He entered the. Regular 
Army as a second lieutenant on Feb. 2, 1901, and served 
in the 4th Infantry until he was promoted a first lieu- 
tenant on March 7, 1907. He transferred to the 4th 
Infantry Nov. 23, 1907, and continued with this regiment 
until he became unassigned on March 11, 1911. He was 
again assigned to the 4th Infantry March 9, 1912, and 
continued his service with this command until his death. 
Lieutenant Goodwin’s genial and generous disposition 
endeared him to the officers of the regiment, who mourn 
with his family at his sad and untimely end. The sym- 
pathy of the regiment is extended to his family.” 


Lieut. Col. John H. Edson, U.S.V., a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1853, who resigned from the Army 
in 1860, while a second lieutenant in the Mounted Rifle- 
men, died in Elizabeth, N.J., Feb. 11, 1914. In Novem- 
ber, 1861, he was appointed a major in the 1st Massa- 
chusetts Volunteer Cavalry, and on Sept. 1, 1862, became 
lieutenant colonel of the 10th Vermont Volunteers, 
resigning on Oct. 16 in that year. 

Senior Capt. William H. Hand, U.S.R.C.S., who died 
at his home at New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 16, 1914, was 
born in Sandy Hills, now called Hudson Falls, N.Y., 
May 7. 1841, and received his early schooling there. 
When a young boy he decided to go to sea and sailed out 
of New York on a merchant clipper. He worked up 
through the various grades in this service until the 
outbreak of the Civil War, when in company with 
officers from thousands of merchant ships he entered 
the U.S. Navy, enlisting in 1862 as a petty officer and 
remaining in the Navy until 1869, when he was honor- 
ably discharged with the rank of ensign. He entered 
the Revenue Cutter Service March 8, 1871, remaining 
in that Service continually for thirty-one years. He was 
advanced to second lieutenant July 24, 1871; to first 
lieutenant May 11, 1882, and to captain May 3, 1895. 
He was retired April 12, 1902, on reaching the age of 
sixty-four. During the long period in which he was 
in the revenue cutters Captain Hand had several notable 
tours of duty. He was on the Rush, which went to the 
Arctic in search of the Jeannette, and went there again 
on a regular assignment, spending about five years in 
all in the far northern waters. Other vessels in which 
he either served as lieutenant or as commander were the 
Corwin, the Colfax, stationed at Newberne, N.C.; the 
Winona, stationed at New Orleans; the Woodbury, 
stationed at Portland, Me., and the Dexter, which was 
stationed at New Bedford. In the latter vessel Captain 
Hand was there for about four years as captain, and it 
was while in command of her, in 1903, that he reached 
the age limit and was retired. During his tour of duty 
there Captain Hand had made many firm friends. His 
son, William H. Hand, jr., was in business there, and 
when he left the cutter the Captain decided to make New 
Bedford his home. Captain Hand is survived by a 
widow, by one son, William H. Hand, jr., of New 
Bedford, and one daughter, Jean Hand, of New York. 

The death is announced at Pau of Georges Deval, a 
great-grandnephew of Admiral Paul Jones, who was 
destined by his relatives to enter the U.S. Navy. A 
year or two ago a number of prominent Americans 
interested themselves in him with a view to obtaining 
his entrance to Annapolis. On the announcement of his 
death a collection was made among a few members of 
the American colony in Paris to enable the destitute 


mother, who was:in Paris at the time, to proceed to Pau - 


to attend the funeral.

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SOME SUGGESTIONS AS TO DISCIPLINE. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The provision in the Constitution of the United States 
that the President shall be Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army and Navy is perhaps a necessary one; it is also 
at times an unfortunate one. 

Discipline is the most essential quality of war. While 
American Army officers are probably the most demo- 
cratic people in the world, yet an army is not a demo- 
racy. The moment it becomes one it degenerates into an 
inefficient mob. The soldier must, with unhesitating 
promptness, sink personal views and personal safety to 
obey the will of the commander, whose brain must move 
the parts of his command in the same way as he moves 
his own hands. f 

Military discipline is a strong thing, yet a delicate 
thing, easily destroyed. It has its unwritten laws and 
these are different for time of battle and for time of 
peace; for on duty and for off duty. These unwritten 
principles have developed from ages of experience, ages 
of strife, and can only be acquired by actual experience. 
Nothing destroys discipline so much as inner contempt 
for the superior in rank, and nothing breeds that variety 
of contempt so surely as the using of disciplinary meas- 
ures upon non-essential piffle. 

The tin-soldier-like assumption that officers are on duty 
at a social function, that the seniors in rank present at 
a Carabao frolic, for example, are in any way respon- 
sible for the songs, burlesques or other fun of the occa- 
sion, and the “punishment” of those seniors by a euphe- 
mistic “slap on the wrist” publicly explained as “really 
not serious,” only breeds that inner contempt, which, per- 





meating an army, 1s worse for discipline than internal 
cancers are for the body. To violate the just principle 
if not the actual law that an officer’s record shall not be 
smirched even slightly except by sentence of a court- 
martial, whether for an essential or for piffle, only makes 
the marter worse, and the proposal to have that dubi- 
ously legal deputy commander-in-chief, the Secretary of 
the Navy, make an order destroying all discipline in the 
Navy by requiring the officers and enlisted men to eat 
at the same table, suggests to people interested in 
the military welfare of our country the ignorance of even 
a rudimentary conception of the essentials of that all- 
important matter, military discipline.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


P.A. Paymr. W. H. Wilterdink, U.S.N., paid the ac- 
count of a coal passer who in a previous enlistment, 
had $31.15 checked against him. The man made no 
declaration of this previous enlistment, and there was 
nothing on the record before the paymaster to show it. 
Because it was subsequently discovered by means of the 
man’s identification record, the wise auditor proceeded to 
dock the paymaster; whereupon the wiser Comptroller 
says, in effect : “Nay, not so,” declaring in official lan- 
guage. “The action of the auditor is disapproved and 
certificate of difference will issue.” 

The Comptroller reviews at length previous rulings 
on the question whether officers of the Navy who are 
appointed to the Navy after the approval of the Act of 
May 13, 1908, and who are detailed for shore duty beyond 
seas are‘ entitled to retain the ten per cent. additional 
to their pay upon their arrival in the United States. 
He concludes that the reasonable inference from the 
language used in the law is that Congress intended that 
the additional pay should commence from the date of 
sailing from the United States for shore duty beyond 
seas or to join a ship in foreign waters and that the 
extra pay should continue until return to the continental 
limits of the United States. 








OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


In the opinion of the Judge Advocate General. the 
automobile used by Lieut. P. A. Wrightson, U.S.A., on 
duty at the University of Wisconsin, if private property 
is not exempt from state taxation as an instrumentality 
employed by the officer in the performance of his duty. 
General Crowder recommends that the letter of the At- 
torney General of the state of Montana, relative to the 
assessment and collection of fees from the caretaker of 
the head ranch Fort William Henry Harrison, Mont., on 
account of expenses incurred in the distribution of the 
water of Seven Mile Creek, be referred to the Quarter- 
master Corps for. its information in connection with the 
proposed advertising for bids for the lease of said ranch 
and that it subsequently be-referred also to the com- 
manding general of the Western Department for his in- 
formation. 





Col. George W. Goethals, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., 
arrived at New York from the Panama Canal Zone 
Feb. 19. Accompanying Colonel Goethals on his trip 
North were his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Priscilla Goethals, 
wife of Lieut. George R. Goethals, C.E., U.S.A., and his 
secretary, William Howard May. At the United Fruit 
Company’s pier, at Fulton street, the Colonel was met 
by his wife, who came North some months ago with 
Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt; Henry L. Stimson, Chester 
Ss. Lord and A. E. Drake, vice-president of the Panama 
Railroad. Colonel Goethals refused to say anything 
about his accepting the office of Police Commissioner 
of New York city. He said that there were now eighty- 
five feet of water in Gatun Lake, and that the canal 
fortifications were nearly completed. “When will the 
first steamer pass through the canal?’ he was asked. 
“T do not know yet,” he answered. “What ship will 
have the honor?” “Either the Cristobal or the Ancon, 
I don’t know which.” “Will the ship fly the peace flag?’ 
“Yes, on the bow.” The Cristobal and Ancon are two 
of the big steamers owned by the Government, and are 
now running in the New York-Cristobal service of the 
Panama Railroad Line. 
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Capt. Albert W. Grant, commanding the U.S.S. Texas, 
now at Newport News, Va., preparing for sea duty, 
forwarded to the Navy Department on Feb. 16 a complete 
report of the assault upon J. P. Kiesecker, socially 
prominent in Newport News, by Lieut. Comdr. Charles 
P. Huff, ordnance officer of the Texas. The assault 
occurred in the lobby of the Warwick Hotel Sunday 
morning, Feb. 15, and grew out of a valentine dance 
at the hotel Saturday night, Feb. 14. Mr. Kiesecker, as 
reported in the New York Herald, was dancing the one- 
step with Mrs. Huff when Lieutenant Commander Huff, 
who was dancing with another woman, objected and 
ordered Mr. Kiesecker to take Mrs. Huff to her seat. 
That ended the incident for the time being, but when Mr. 
Kiesecker entered the hotel lobby Sunday morning, Feb. 
15, Lieutenant Commander Huff called him to one side, 
and without warning, witnesses testified in court, knocked 
him down. Commander Huff was arraigned in police 
court Feb. 16 on Mr. Kiesecker’s charge of assault and 
was fined $12.75. 


First Lieut. Henry A. Bell, 18th U.S. Inf., having 
been found by an Army retiring board incapacitated for 
active service on account of disability not incident thereto, 
his retirement by the President from active service Feb.

The trial by G.C.M. of Ist Lieut. Robert B. Parker, 
20th U.S. Inf., on charges of irregularities in connec- 
tion with his accounts when in charge of the post can- 
teen at Fort William H. Seward, near Haines, Alaska, 
was ended at Fort Lawton.

1. The Secretary of War directs me to invite your atten- 
tion to the provisions of Par. III., G.O. 49, War Dept., 1911, 
and desires that you take all necessary ‘steps to keep the 
purpose of that order constantly in the minds of commanding 
officers throughout your department, especially that portion 
which relates to the paroling of prisoners, and to consider 
also the advisability of keeping prisoners, whose character is 
such as to require their being placed under guard of an 
armed sentinel, as much out of sight as possible, and limit- 
ing the work of those men to that which does not bring them 
conspicuously before the public. 

2. One of the first things noticed by visitors at Army posts 
is a number of men under guard of armed sentinels. This 
unusual spectacle tends to create an entirely wrong impres- 
sion concerning the Army, the character of the men in 
confinement, the gravity of their offense, ete. It is desired 
to reduce to the lowest possible limit, consistent with se- 
curity and discipline, the number of men kept under guard, 
and to remove as much as possible from the more fre- 
quented portions of reservations that class of prisoners whom 
it is necessary to keep under armed guard while at work. 

3. These instructions apply to all prisoners, not only at 
the regular military posts, but at recruit depots and all other 
places which are under your control for purposes of dis- 
cipline.

way to dispose of the perplexing problem growing out 
of the jumping of Major Lord over Major Beecher B. 
Ray, Q.M.C. It will be recalled that Major Lord’s nom- 
ination was sent to the Senate after the Attorney Gen- 
eral had rendered his decision setting forth the conten- 
tion that the seniority law was unconstitutional. A 
number of the members of the Senate Committee take 
exception to the Attorney General’s ruling and on this 
account have been holding up Major Lord’s nomination. 
It is possible that Major Ray may be given a hearing 
by the sub-committee. The suggestion appeared with 
favor at the last meeting of the committee. Outside of 
a consideration of the merits of the charges against 
Major Ray a hearing would give an opportunity to dis- 
cuss the legal phases of the right of the President to dis- 
regard the seniority law. 


i, 
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Gun. Maxwell Case, U.S.N., who is stationed at the 
navy yard, Washington, D.C., has successfully passed 
the examination for appointment as an ensign in the 
Navy. Secretary Daniels has approved the findings in 
his case and will recommend him to the President for 
appointment. Under existing law, twelve ensigns may 
be appointed from among the warrant and chief warrant 
officers of the Navy during each fiscal year. During the 
current fiscal year there were five applicants, including 
Gunner Case, to take the examination for appointment 
as ensign, and each of the five passed the examination 
successfully. Secretary Daniels confidently predicts that 
in future there will be many more applicants to take 
these examinations than ever before, and that the full 
authorized number of ensigns will be annually appointed 
from the warrant and chief warrant officers of the Serv- 
ice, as the result of his system of education. In further 
development of that system the Secretary has submitted 
to Congress a bill providing that the Secretary shall be 
permitted to appoint each year twenty-five enlisted men 
to the Naval Academy as midshipmen, appointments to 
be in the order of merit after competitive examination, 
no man to be eligible until he has served two years. Re- 
examinations are to be allowed each year in case of 
previous failures until a candidate reaches the age of 
twenty-two.

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There are over thirty-five recruits at the recruiting 
depot waiting to be distributed among the different 
organizations. Under the scheme of handling recruits 
the regiments will receive recruits only twice a year. 
Recruits at the depot will fill all the vacancies in the 
Army, with some to spare. This explains why it does 
not follow that every company is recruited to its 
authorized strength because the Army as a whole is, as 
reported in our issue of Feb. 7, page 711.

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THE EXERCISE OF AUTHORITY. 


The Secretary of War explains that the memorandum 
we published last week on the subject of the proper 
treatment of enlisted men was prompted by the fact 
that he had observed that there is a noteworthy difference 
in the rumber of desertions from a given company, 
according to the officer who commands it. This he 
ascribes to the fact that some officers know how to 
handle men and some officers do not, although they may 
strictly observe Regulations and are apparently con- 
scientious in their work. 

“The memorandum was not intended as and is not a 
reflection on the entire Army,” said Secretary Garrison. 
“When it is noted that certain officers have a large 
percentage of desertions it is apparent that they do not 
know how to handle men. ‘There must be something 
wrong with an oflicer’s methods when desertions begin 
to increase immediately after he takes command of an 
organization. Further than this, it is evident that there 
is something radically wrong when there is ‘such a great 
difference between the desertions in different organiza- 
lions that are attached to the 2d Division. 

“It is to this class of officers that the memorandum 
was addressed. An attempt is being made to impress 
upon especially the younger officers the scope of their 
authority and the responsibility which is placed upon 
their shoulders. A company officer virtually has the life 
and liberty of his men in his hands. He is judge, jury, 
and, in fact, controls their entire destiny. What I am 
seeking to establish is more cordial relations between 
officers and men. I do not wish to encourage disobedience 
in the Army, and, in fact, I insist upon a strict enforce- 
ment of discipline. Some of the strictest disciplinarians, 
I have observed, have a better way of handling their 
men and have fewer desertions than those who are 
rather careless in this respect. Enlisted men will not 
respect an officer who is not trying to enforce the regu- 
lations, and neither will he respect his authority if he 
abuses the personnel of his command. It is not the big 
things which can be dealt with by court-martial that 
are referred to in the memorandum, but the general 
attitude of officers toward enlisted men.” 

This discrepancy in the number of desertions from 
different companies of the Army, and from the same 
company under different circumstances, is usually noted 
in the annual reports, so that an opportunity is offered 
to provide a remedy by the application of disciplinary 
measures to the officers at fault. A general accusation 
will not accomplish this object. Just as the members 
of a congregation listening to a scorching sermon apply 
the admonition to others than themselves, so officers 
most at fault may wrap the robes of righteousness about 
them while they point the accusing finger at others. 
What is needed is the sharp accusation of the Prophet 
Nathan to King David: “Thou art the man.” 

If an officer fails in his duty in any _ respect 
the War Department has authority to signal him out 
and subject him to proper discipline, in accordance 
with the Army. Regulations and Articles of War, and 
with due regard for the legal methods prescribed for 
determining his responsibility. It has the right to send 
to an individual officer, or the representative of a body 
of officers, a private admonition as to the proper dis- 
charge of military duties; but to rebuke the Army as a 
whole because of the real or assumed delinquency of 
individuals is to subject the entire Service to humilia- 
tion, and where the rebuke is published broadcast it tends 
to injure the prestige of the Army before the country. 
Of late the Services have been subjected to humiliating 
experiences which should have been spared them, and 
which could have been spared them, and at the same 
time accomplish the purpose intended. If they have 
submitted to such an experience it has simply been 
because they had no redress. But is it quite fair to put 
them in this position? 

The memorandum referred to is unfortunate because 
it gives color to the description current in some papers 
of the officer as a loathsome tyrant whose vicious 
activities need to be restrained. We approve of any 
measures of discipline within the law that may be em- 
ployed to hold each individual officer to the lighest 
possible standard of duty and responsibility, but disci- 
pline sheuld be specific in its application, and not take 
the form of general accusations which bring discredit 
on the Army as a whole. 

We say this in full appreciation of the fact that in 
Lindley M. Garrison we have one of the ablest meh 
who has ever administered the office of Secretary of 
War. No Secretary who has preceded him has ever 
succeeded in winning to a greater extent, in an equal 
length of time, the respect, confidence and good-will of 
the Army. We realize that Mr. Garrison understands 
and appreciates the Army and its mission, and we are 
thoroughly sympathetic with him in his attempts to 


improve it. But there is a limitation to the exercise 
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of military authority, however proper the purpose for 
which it is exercised, and in administering it due regard 
should always be had to the just sensibilities of officers 


who are not disposed to be held responsible for the mis- . 


doings of others with which they have no sympathy.

LIEUTENANT GENERALS ASKED FOR. 


In a letter to the chairman of the House Military 
Committee the Secretary of War calls attention to the 
fact that if the grade of vice admiral is to be revived 
for the Navy the grade of lieutenant general ought to 
be restored to the Army. Chairman Hay informed the 
Secretary in reply that he was in hearty accord with 
the latter’s views, and said that if the vice admirals bill 
was pressed he (Mr. Hay) would insist that it be 
amended so as to provide also for lieutenant generals 
for the Army. : 

Following is the text of the Secretary's letter : 

War Department, Washington, Feb. 18, 1914. 
Hon, James Hay, Chairman Committee on Military Affairs, House 
of Representatives. 

My dear Mr. Hay: I am writing about the subject matter 
contained in this letter because of your legislative connection 
with the Army in your capacity as Chairman of the Military 
Affairs Committee of the House. I am bringing this matter to 
your attention at this time to avoid the possibility of criticism 
which might otherwise be leveled at the Department. I. do 
not wish to be open to the suggestion that I was silent when 
J should have spoken, and that during the pendency of legisla- 
tion which indirectly affected my Department, I did not frankly 
lisclose the views which I held concerning the matter and 
which should have been made known to those who were con- 
sidering it. 

I refer to Senate Bill 4,247, which passed that body on Feb. 
13 and is now in the House of Representatives, in the hands, 
I think, of the Naval Committee. The effect of that bill is 
to create the grade of Vice-Admiral in the Navy. This grade 
corresponds with that of Lieutenant General in the Army, and 
this latter grade has been, as you know, abolished in the Army. 

The effect, therefore, of the passage of this bill would be to 
create a grade in the Navy superior to any grade existing in 
the Army. The obvious injustice and detrimental effect of 
this as to the Army is too clear to require more than state- 
ment. All the reasons which can legitimately be urged for the 
creation of this grade in the Navy, so as to efficiently handle 
the units properly composing a command to be under the direc- 
tion of such an officer in the Navy, are present in at least 
an equal degree in the Army. If, therefore, Congress in its 
wisdom and after full consideration, sees the desirability of giv- 
ing the Navy this grade, so that it may be properly and effi- 
ciently officered, Congress should do so in view of the fact that 
a similar grade for a similar purpose is needed in the Army 
and should be accorded to it. I do not elaborate upon this, 
because my purpose now is simply to call attention to the exist- 
ing situation and to suggest the necessity of the legislation, 
the character of which I have spoken of, and I will be pleased 
te furnish, if called upon, the proper measure to carry this 
into effect, together with the reasons which should induce its 
enactment. 

My present purpose, as above indicated, is to suggest the 
necessity of considering at the same time both services whose 
interests are involved, and to indicate that grave injury will 
be done to the branch of the service which I have the honor 
to represent if a superior grade is created for the other service, 
and also to indicate the necessity of providing for similar grades 
in both services. The embarrassment which arises when either 
branch of the service is brought in contact with officers of 
foreign service of superior grade to any existing in our service, 
is identical; but the constant embarrassment which would arise 
between the two services is too apparent to call for more than 
mention. If, in all those joint matters in which the Army and 
Navy are concerned, the Navy, by reason of the possession of 
the superior grade, should be entitled to outrank the Army, it 
is easy to see that the Army will perforce be looked upon as a 
subordinate branch, and this is too inequitable a situation to 
be contemplated with equanimity. : 

May I ask you to give this matter the consideration which 
TI feel sure you will appreciate that it deserves, and act as you 
may be advised with respect to bringing this to the attention 
of those who are charged with this legislation ?

It has been insisted for some time by the War De- 
partment authorities that the Navy had proportionately 
five times as many rear admirals, senior grade, as the 
Army has major generals; two and one-half times as 
many rear admirals, junior grade, as the Army has 
brigadier generals; three times as many captains as the 
Army has colonels; four times as many commanders as 
the Army has lieutenant colonels, and twice as many 
lieutenant commanders as the Army has majors. The 
last extra officers’ bill changes this ratio somewhat in 
favor of the Army, but the Navy still has a larger pro- 
portion of officers than the Army. Under these condi- 
tions the Secretary of War insists that the Army should 
be recognized at the same time that the Navy is fur- 
nished with vice-admirals. . 

The Vice-Admirals’ bill which has passed the Senate 
is now pending in the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs. It has not yet been decided whether it should 
be annexed to the Appropriation bill or reported out as 
a separate bill. The members of the committee are in- 
clined to report it out as an amendment to the Appro- 
priation bill. 'This would insure its early passage. It 
inight be stricken out on the floor of the House on a 
point of order but could be placed in the bill when it 
reached the Senate, and would not be subject to a point 
of order when the bill came back to the House from the 
conference committee. 

An effort will be made to place an amendment in the 
Army Appropriation bill for lieutenant generals when 
the measure reaches the Senate committee. If this is 
done, both measures would become a law at about the 
same time. 





PROGRESS OF SERVICE LEGISLATION. 

It is possible that the Army Appropriation bill will 
not be reached by the House before March 1. In the 
meantime the Military Committee will get ready to report 
out the Military Academy Appropriation bill and will 
take up the iield officers “Manchu” bill. The Secretary 
of War bas recommended the passage of a bill extending 
the detached service law to field officers. This is done 
in a letter to the Military Committees. The Secretary 
suggests that the bill be so framed as to give the War 
Department, or rather the President, more authority in 
detaching officers. It is proposed that by direction of 
the President an officer may be continued on detached 
duty even if he has not complied with the provisions 
of the “Manchu” law. In reality the President could 
exercise this authority now if he saw fit. Congress could 
not fine the President if be ordered an officer on detached 
service contrary to the “Manchu” law. It is expected 
that the bill will come up in the House Committee for 
consideration on Feb, 24. 

A new aphorism closes the gloomy comment of the 
Boston Transcript on the Army bill just reported by the 
House Committee on Military Affairs: “As a revelation 
of indifference to the trend of military legislation the 
world over, the committee’s report is discouraging. 
Every nation but the United States is strengthening its 
first line and making provisions for. re-enforcing it from 
trained reserves. We do not need a great army, but we 
do require a permanent nucleus large enough to save the 
time and trouble of organizing a vast body of volunteers. 
Mr. Hay, the chairman of the House Committee, who 
admits that he is a military expert, seems to have a 
dim perception of our needs, but waves it away in the 
interest of economy, which is a very different thing from 
not spending money. He dwells upon our National 
Guard of 120,000 men as a reserve for our mobile 
Regular troops, but he overestimates the available force 
the Militia could furnish for war. Its present aggregate 
is but 120,000 men, and if it yielded seventy-five or eighty 
per cent. of that number for active service it would be 
doing very well indeed. The contingent it would bring 
to the reinforcement of the Regulars in the field would 
be relatively small indeed. The supposition that we will 
never be called upon to confront even our equal seems 
to govern in our military legislation. In time of peace 
we prepare for more peace.” 

Considerable opposition is developing to the vice ad- 
miral bill as it was passed by the Senate. The time 
of retirement of vice admirals is fixed at sixty-five years 
and the number of rear admirals will be reduced by six. 
Under the bill the number of vice admirals and rear 
admirals will not exceed the total number of existing 
rear admirals. The bill in that form would seriously 
block promotion at the head of the list. instead of in- 
creasing it. The Secretary has given his views on this 
subject to Chairman Padgett, of the House Committee, 
insisting upon the need of creating the office of vice 
admiral on the best obtainable terms. 

The Hay Army Aviation bill will soon come up in 
the House, and it is expected that it will be passed 
without any serious opposition. There seems to be 
considerable sentiment in the House favoring the increase 
of officers for aviation duty. The bill provides for sixty 
additional officers, who are to be detailed from the line 
of the Army. ‘ 

The House Committee took up the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill on Friday, and voted down an amendment for a 
large dock on the Atlantic coast. The fight between Nor- 
folk and Philadelphia appears to have defeated the 
amendment. The provision for additional chaplains was 
approved. 

The Senate Naval Committee has decided to refer all 
claim bills now pending before the committee to the 
Committee on Claims. In accordance with this S. 3525 
and S. 1412 were reported to the Claims Committee 
without action.

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GERMAN CRITICISM OF ADMIRAL DEWEY. 


A sharp attack on Admiral George Dewey, U.S.N., 
owing to the statements made by him in his autobiog- 
raphy concerning the German fleet at Manila during the 
Spanish-American War, was made in the German Parlia- 
ment Feb. 19 by Matthias Erzberger, one of the leaders 
of the Clerical Party. He said the statements of Admiral 
Dewey had excited the greatest amazement in Germany. 
Admiral von Tirpitz, the Minister of Marine, said in re- 
ply that he understood Admiral Dewey would soon issue 
an explanation showing that the conduct of Admiral 
von Diedrichs, the German commander at Manila, and 
his subordinates had been absolutely correct. This is 
not at all likely, as Admiral Dewey’s statements are 
very specific to the effect that Admiral Diedrichs re- 
fused to observe the rules of the blockade established by 
the Americans. 

Just as one may look for an explosion in an over- 
charged boiler or volcano, so one may expect periodic 
outbreaks from Count von Reventlow, who writes so 
frequently on naval matters in Germany that he has 
come to assume, in the eyes of newspaper correspond- 
ents, the dignity of “an authority” on naval subjects. 
The Count’s latest eruption is over the reference in 
Admiral Dewey’s recently published book of reminiscences 
to the firing of a shot across the bow of the Cormoran, 
part of the German fleet that visited Manila Bay soon 
after the destruction of the Spanish ships by the Ameri- 
can squadron under Commodore Dewey. [In his book 





the American Admiral says that the Cormoran was a 
frequent offender in not respecting the blockade, and 
that when one day as she was seen coming up the bay 
an officer was sent in the McCulloch to see that she fol- 
lowed the custom of other foreign ships and stopped to 
report. The Cormoran, on seeing the approach of the 
McCulloch, turned and went off in another direction. 
Then a shot was sent across her bow, which brought her 
around. The next day, says Admiral Dewey, Admiral 
von Diedrichs sent a list of grievances to him through a 
young officer. Dewey sent back a verbal message, firmly 
stating his position, and afterwards full respect was 
paid to the blockade. Having this in view, some 
sensationalists are eagerly trying to make it appear 
that in the forthcoming debate in the Reichstag on 
naval affairs somebody will seize the occasion to press 
for a formal rebuke of Admiral Dewey. 

No such rebuke will ever be made, nor is it likely 
that any German of recognized authority to speak for 
the navy will make any such demand. It must be 
plain to them that Admiral Dewey would not have made 
such a statement in his book without being thoroughly 
fortified with facts. The loud announcement of von 
Reventlow that the time has come to vindicate the repu- 
tation of Admiral von Diedrichs will fall on deaf ears 
in Germany, where it is pretty generally known that 
there was friction at Manila and the least said about 
it the better. This is not the first time that the German 
Count has attacked Admiral Dewey. Several years ago 
he aceused the Admiral of making a remark about Japan 
which the Admiral said he had never made. In May. 
1911, von Reventlow got into a terrible state of indig- 
nation over a communication in the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL which sought to show that the most likely 
enemy of the United States in the Pacific was Japan and 
in the Atlantic Germany. The Count, who was then re- 
ferred to as the “high priest of pan-Germanic fire-eaters,” 
warned Americans, that Germanophobism such as that 
contained in the expressions in the ARMY AND NAVY 
JOURNAL might mean a German-Japan alliance. In our 
issue of May 13, 1911, in which the Count’s views were 
set forth. we took occasion to make clear that any such 
opinion as to Germany’s future relation with the United 
States was the view merely of one of our correspondents.

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Selections for the class to enter the Army War College 
August, 1914, will be made by the Chief of Staff under 
the following conditions: The number will not exceed 
thirty, of which the Infantry will be allowed thirteen, 
Cavalry seven, Field Artillery three, Coast Artillery 
three, Engineers two, and the permanent personal staff 
departments one. In addition the Navy will be invited to 
designate one Navy officer and a Marine Corps officer. 
Officers whose applications have been approved by 
proper military authorities, and who are graduates of 
the Army Staff College who have had not less than two 
years’ service with troops, are eligible without examina- 
tion. Other applicants will be notified to prepare for an 
examination in March, scope of which will be announced 
in bulletin of War Department. It is further-stated in 
memorandum by Chief of Staff that if at any time 
previous. to Dec. 1 of each college year any officer shall 
be deemed, for any reason, unfit to continue the course, 
upon recommendation of president of Army War College, 
he shall be relieved. 
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As Senator Elihu Root, of New York, is president of 
the Carnegie Foundation he naturally resented the state- 
ment of his colleague, Mr. O’Gorman, the junior Sena- 
tor from New York, that the prime motive of the Car- 
negie Endowment for International Peace was a “cor- 
rupt one”; that it did not seek to promote international 
peace, but to create an international alliance between 
xreat Britain and the United States to the benefit of in 
dividuals, who would profit from such a consummation 
Mr. O’Gorman in reply made an explanation which Mr. 
Root declared to be still more offensive, and it was some 
time before the troubled waters were stilled by a humor- 
ous turn given to the discussion by Senator Williams, of 
Mississippi, who is also a member of the Foundation Gov- 
erning Board, who ascribed Senator O’Gorman’s remarks 
to Irish exuberance. 
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An Army medical board, consisting of Col. Charles 
Richard, Med. Corps, Lieut. Col. Champe C. McCulloch, 
jr., and Major Eugene R. Whitmore, Med. Corps, is 
appointed to review the report of the examining boards 
which passed on the papers of the medical officers who 
were ordered up for promotion under Special Order 275, 
Nov. 24, 1915, Pars. 25, 26, 27, 28, and Special Order 
282, Dee. 3, 1913, Par. 10. It is stated that a number 
of the lieutenants were found professionally deficient, 
and the board of review will go over their papers to 
determine finally whether they are qualified for promo- 
tion. If they do not qualify they will be honorably 
discharged with one vear’s pay. The examinations were 
conducted at Washington, Fort Sam Houston, San 
Francisco, Honolulu and Manila.

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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Army Appropriation bill, H.R. 13453, was reported 
in the House on Feb. 16 and was referred to the Com- 
mittee of the Whole House. 

An examination of the Army Appropriation bill as 
reported to the House shows that the estimates were 
greatly reduced. A number of items which were re- 
garded as of considerable importance by the War Depart- 
ment were cut entirely out of the bill. Among them 
were appropriations for special Infantry telephone equip- 
ment, which was estimated at $10,016; and for replacing 


ordnance supplies destroyed by fire, $1,349,033 ; field 
glasses for Infantry and Cavalry, $12,500 ; motor cycles, 
$5,000; signaling equipment of Coast Artillery, $12,000 ; 
commercial telephone service at Coast Artillery posts, 


The estimate for pay of officers of the Army was cut 
$89,100; for pay of the enlisted men, $1,221,758 ; and 
for female nurses, $12,490. Mileage for officers was 
reduced $50,000. There is a reduction of $36,000 in 
the additional pay of mounted officers below the rank 
of captain, a reduction of $100,000 in the estimated 
expense of this year’s Militia encampment and maneu- 
vers; and a reduction of $303,000 for the equipment of 
armories of the Militia Coast Artillery. The estimate 
for subsistence of the Army was reduced $662,475 ; the 
regular supplies for the Quartermaster Corps $651,264 ; 
and the transportation estimates $100,000. A reduction 
of $800,000 was made in the allowance of clothing, camp 
and garrison equipment, and $100,000 in the estimates 
for the medical and hospital departments. There was a 
sweeping reduction in the estimates for the Organized 
Militia Field Artillery. This includes a cut of $1,349,033 
for ammunition and $2,000,000 for Field Artillery guns. 


COMMITTEE REPORT. 


The committee report on the Army Appropriation bill 

states: “The estimates cag ag ay pg a

$94.241,149. 51... The bill carries $94,214,173.06, a re- 
duction of $10,733,585.59 from the estimates. There is 
but little legislation in the bill and no new items of 
appropriation.” A proviso is inserted permitting the 
transfer of the captains and lieutenants of the Porto 
Rico Regiment of Infantry to the Army under certain 
conditions, provided there is to be no increase in the 
present total number of officers. To the proviso carried

to ninety-five, “so that there may be one with the wagon 
train of cach regiment of Cavalry, 15; Field Artillery, 
6; Infantry, 30; authorized pack trains, 24; the recruit 
depots, 5; and at the remount depots and posts of the 
Coast Artillery Corps, at which the aggregate number 
of enlisted men of the Quartermaster Corps warrant 
the establishment of a separate mess, 15. As the 
number of sergeants and corporals will b> decreased 
correspondingly, there will be no increase in the per- 
sonnel of the Quartermaster Corps. The Chief of the 
Quartermaster Corps is to hereafter have the title of 
Quartermaster General. Money obtained from the sale 
of subsistence supplies or stores is no longer to be 
covered into the Treasury, but is to be made available 
throughout the. fiscal year under the appropriation to 
which it belongs. ‘The estimates called for the appro- 
priation of 85,000 men, but the committee reduced this 
to 77,500, exclusive in both cases of the Philippine 
Scouts, Hospital Corps and the Q.M. Corps men. The 
number during the last ten years has averaged 68,075 
men, or 8,425 less than the number appropriated for in 
this bill. The committee say: “The Adjutant General 
of the Army in his report for 1913, page 8, states that 
there are 11,209 men in the Philippine Islands, thus 
there will be out of the country 35,179 men, leaving in 
this country 42,321 men, an ample number to deal with 
any normal condition: which may arise here. If for any 
reason more men are needed, either at home or abroad, 
it is assumed by your committee that the Congress will 
grant the necessary money to pay, subsist and equip 
any number of men which may be called for by the 
President.” ‘ ; 

The committee present the following table showing 
the Army appropriation for the ten fiscal years 1905- 
1914:

In conclusion the committee say : “It is not necessary 
to comment upon the expenditure of this enormous sum 
of money. But in view of all the facts your committee 
feel obliged to keep down expenditures, nor in doing so 
have the interests of the country been imperiled. For, 
notwithstanding the alarming statements which have 
been made, and which seem to be always coincident with 
the consideration of the Army bill, we have in reserve 
large supplies of ammunition, stores and equipment, nor 
has the Army ever been more efficient than it is to-day. 
Besides having the Regular Army thoroughly equipped 
with guns, ammunition and supplies of all kinds, we have 
our Militia so far as it is organized equipped in the 
same way, a body of 120,000 American soldiers, equal 
to any cmergency and ready to respond to any call of 
duty. But beyond this we have in reserve 206,000,000 
rounds of small-arms ammunition, 800,000 rifles and a 
large reserve supply of clothing and equipage. Much 
has been said of our lack of reserves of Field Artillery 
guns and ammunition, but when we consider the evidence 
of the Chief Ordnance Officer of theeArmy we find. that 
we have in reserve fifty-seven per cent. of Artillery 
guns desired for an army of 570,000 men, and twenty 
per cent. of ammunition for their guns, and the appro- 
priations carried in this bill will serve to increase 
materially this reserve. In view of our relations with 


all the great Powers of the world, your. committee be- 
lieves that it is making ample provision to accumulate 
reserves of ammunition and guns, and that it would not 
be the part of wisdom to expend more money in any one 
year for this purpose.” 


ITEMS OF LEGISLATION. 


In the items of legislation carried by the bill which 
follow here a few are provisions of last year’s bill which 
are now made permanent legislation by the insertion of 
the word “hereafter,” while the others are new _legis- 
lation : 

Provided, That hereafter the title of -the Chief of the 
Quartermaster Corps shall be Quartermaster General of the 
Army. 

Provided, That hereafter no officer or enlisted man in active 
service who shall be absent from duty on account of disease 
resulting from his own intemperate use of drugs or alco- 
holic liquors or other misconduct shall receive pay for the 
period of such absence, the time so absent and the cause 
thereof to be’ ascertained under such procedure and regula- 
tions as may be prescribed by the Secretary of War: And 
provided further, That hereafter an enlistment shall not be 
regarded as complete until the soldier shall have made good 
any time in excess of one day lost by unauthorized absences, 
or on account of diseases resulting from his own intemper- 
ate use of drugs or alcoholic liquors or other misconduct, or 
while in confinement awaiting trial or disposition of his case 
if the trial results in conviction, or while in confinement 
under sentence which includes dishonorable discharge. 


Provided, That the enlisted force of the Quartermaster 
Corps shall consist of not to exceed fifteen master electricians, 
600 sergeants (first class), 975 sergeants, 625 corporals, 
2,500 privates (first class), 1,190 privates, and ninety-five 
cooks, all of whom shall receive the same pay and allowances 
as enlisted men of corresponding grades in the Signal Corps 
of the Army, and shall be assigned to such duties pertaining 
to the Quartermaster Corps as the Secretary of War may 
prescribe. 

Provided, That hereafter the superintendent [Nurse Corps] 
shall receive such allowances of quarters, subsistence, and 
medical care during illness as may be prescribed in regula- 
tions by the Secreary of War. 

Provided, That hereafter all moneys arising from sales of 
subsistence supplies or stores, authorized by. law and regu- 
lations, shall be covered into the Treasury to the credit of 
the proper appropriation and shall remain available through- 
out the fiscal year following that in which the sales were 
effected, for the purposes of that appropriation from which 
such supplies or stores were authorized to be supplied at 
the time of the sales. 

Of the $500,000 appropriated for horses $200,000 is made 
immediately available. 

Provided further, That hereafter private mounts of offi- 
cers in excess of the authorized mounts may be shipped on 
Government bill of lading with authorized mounts, and re- 
imbursement collected for transportation charges on such 
excess mounts. 

Provided further, That authority is hereby granted the Secre- 
tary of War to sell or otherwise dispose of in accordance with 
law and regulation the United States Army inter-island trans- 
ports Seward and Wright. 

Hereafter in the settlement of transactions between ap- 
propriations under the Engineer Department, or between the 
Engineer Department and another office or bureau of the War 
Department, or of any other executive department of the 
Government, payment therefor shall be made by the proper 
disbursing officer of the Corps of Engineers or of the office, 
bureau, or department concerned. 

Of the $125,000 ammunition appropriation more than 
$5,000 may be used in the purchase of ammunition for pur- 
poses of experiment. 

Of the $450,000 appropriation for national armories not 
more than $10,000 may be used in the purchase of materials 
for purposes of experiment. ° 

Provided, That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized 
to issue, without expense to the United States, for use in 
target practice, United States magazine rifles and append- 
ages therefor not of the existing service model and not neces- 
sary for the maintenance of a proper reserve supply, together 
with forty rounds of ball cartridges suitable to said arm, for 
each range at which target practice is had, not to exceed a 
total of 120 rounds per year per man participating in tar- 
get practice, to rifle clubs organized under the rules of the 
National Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice and to 
sc! ools having a uniformed corps of cadets and carrying on 
military training, in sufficient number for the conduct of 
proper target practice. 

Issues of public property under this provision shall be 
made in compliance with regulations prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of War insuring the designed use of the property 
issued, providing against loss to the United States through 
lack of proper care, and for the return of the property when 
required, and embodying such other requirements as he may 
consider necessary adequately to safeguard the interests of 
the United States. 

Provided, That the present captains and lieutenant& of the 
Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry shall be recommissioned 
as captains and lieutenants of Infantry, in their present 
respective grades, to take rank on the lineal list of officers 
of Infantry immediately after officers of the same grade whose 
total commissioned service is equal to or exceed theirs. 

Provided, however, That for the purpose of this act officers 
heretofore transferrd from other arms of the Service or who 
for any reason have lost rank shall be considered as if the 
same length of service as the officers now immediately pre- 
ceding them on the lineal list. 

Provided further, That captains and first lieutenants of 
the Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry who have less com- 
missioned service than first lieutenants and second lieutenants 
of the United States Infantry, respectively, are to remain at 
the foot of the lineal list of captains and first lieutenants 
until such time as their commissioned service shall equal the 
commissioned service of the last first lieutenant and sec- 
ond lieutenant of Infantry promoted to captain and first lieu- 
tenant, respectively. 

Provided further, That the status of all officers of the 
Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry recommissioned in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the preceding section shall 
be, in every respect, that of all other officers of Infantry of 
like grades, and that all laws or parts of laws inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed, and that 
nothing in these provisions shall be so construed as to 
increase the total number of officers now authorized by law.

THE SIXTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 

Senate passage of the Vice Admirals bill is noted on 
page 776. 

The Volunteer Retired List bill, as favorably reported 
in the Senate, appears on page 777. 

The Senate on Feb. 13 passed S. 2440, providing 
$5,000 for the erection of a suitable monument on the 
grave of Major Gen. Henry W. Lawton in Arlington 
National Cemetery. _ 

Favorable report is made: in the Senate on S. 686, to 
restore to the active list 1st Lieut. of Engrs. Henry O. 


Slayton, retired, U.S.R.C.S. He was retired Aug. 22, 
1905, on account of complicated deafness, but it appears 
that his disease has yielded to treatment and he is now 
physically able to perform the duties of his grade. 
Favorable report is made in the Senate on S. Res. 
262, to request the Secretary of the Navy to prepare 
and submit to the Senate a compilation, with complete 
index, of existing laws relating to the Navy, Navy 
Department and Marine Corps. ; 


S. 2553, for relief of certain enlisted men in the U.S. 
Navy, was reported in the Senate amended to read: 

That hereafter the increased pay authorized by law for 
each rating of the Navy during the first, second, and subse- 
quent periods of service of enlisted men who are citizens of 
the United States shall be paid to such enlisted men as are 
otherwise entitled thereto, irrespective of the citizenship of 
such enlisted men: Provided, That any and all enlisted men 
who have, subsequent to March 27, 1906, been carried on the 
records of the Navy Department as citizens of the United 
States shall be entitled to any increased pay to which they 
would have been entitled if citizens of the United States: 
And provided further, That where any enlisted men of the 
Navy have received such increased pay and checkages thereof 
have been subsequently made on account of inability to prove 
United States citizenship during the time of receipt of such 
increased pay, the proper accounting officers of the Treasury 
are hereby authorized and directed to reopen the accounts of 
such enlisted men and to credit the amounts so checked to 
the men, or in cases where men have left the Service without 
having had the amount of said disallowance checked against 
their accounts, to credit the pay officer who made the pay- 
ment and in whose account the disallowance has been made, 

S.J. Res. 29 was reported in the Senate Feb. 14 with 
an amendment. The joint resolution authorizes the 
President to “designate an officer of the Corps of 
Engineers, retired, U.S. Army, whose assignment of duty 
relates to harbor work in, or in the neighborhood of, 
New York Harbor, to act as a member of the New 
Jersey and New York Joint Harbor Line Commission ; 
Provided, That no expense shall accrue to the United 
States by reason of such appointment, and the officer 
designated may receive such compensation for his serv- 
ices on said commission as may be provided by the states 
aforesaid.” 


Favorable report was made in the Senate Feb. 13 on 
S. 2538, to repeal Sections 1538 and 1539 of the Revised 
Statutes, relating to restrictions on expenditures for 
navy yard repairs on hulls and spars, sails and rigging. 


Favorable report was made in the Senate Feb. 14 on 
S. 121, advancing to next higher grade retired petty 
officers, non-coms. and enlisted men of the Navy and 
Marine Corps on account of Civil War service. As 
amended by the committee the bill provides “that if such 
advanced rank or rating shall not carry with it an 
increase of pay of twenty per centum, or if there be no 
higher enlisted grade to which advancement may be made 
as herein authorized, then and in such cases said men 
shall receive an increase of pay of twenty per centum 
over and above the retired pay actually received by 
them, respectively, at the time of the passage of this 
act.” ‘The bill is endorsed by the Navy Department. 

The Vice-President on Feb. 12 laid before the Senate 
a communication from the Secretary of the Interior, 
stating, in response to a resolution of the 13th ultimo, 
that the Interior Department has had some correspond- 
ence with the Secretary of the Navy with respect to the 
acquiring by the Navy Department of Indian oil lands 
in the state of Oklahoma and giving the opinion that 
such an investigation as is proposed in the resolution 
would be of great benefit in arriving at a satisfactory 
conclusion and in working out a definite plan, and 
suggesting that an appropriation of at least $5,000 be 
provided for the purpose. 


By a vote of 230 to 87 the House Feb. 18 passe@ 
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the bill providing for the construction by the U.S. 
Government of.a railroad in Alaska at a cost of 
$35,000,000. The road is to be owned and operated 
py the Government and will tap the Bering and Mata- 
nuska coal fields. The Senate has already passed a 
similar bill. While the House added important amend- 
ments to the Senate measure, they were not such as to 
prevent adjustment in conference. The House fixed 
the limit of cost of the railroad at $35,000,000, and 
appropriated $1,000,000 with which to start the work. 
As a result, if adopted by the Senate, the railroad will 
be paid for by direct appropriations from the Treasury 
from year to year as fast as the funds are required. 


The House on Feb. 16 passed H.R. 6750, granting 
to the city of New Orleans right of way for a street 
across the Jackson Barracks Military Reservation, in the 
parish of Orleans, La. 

The bill (H.R. 5203) to amend Sec. 3 of the Act of 
Oct. 1, 1890, providing for examination of officers of 
the Army and regulating promotion therein, introduced 
May 16, 1903, and printed in the JOURNAL at the time, 
was reported in the House Feb. 18 and referred to the 
Committee of the Whole. 


The Committee on Pensions, to whom was referred 
the bill (H.R. 13044) granting pensions to the widows 
and minor children of officers and enlisted men who 
served ninety days or more in the Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps, either as Regulars or Volunteers, during 
the war with Spain or the Philippine insurrection, be- 
tween April 21, 1898, and July 4, 1902, inclusive, and 
were honorably discharged therefrom, recommend, that 
the bill do pass. In amended form the measure grants 
$12 monthly to the widow of an honorably discharged 
soldier or sailor who served during the war with Spain 
or the Philippine insurrection during her widowhood, 
and $2 monthly for each child under sixteen years of 
age, provided that the widow shall have married the 
soldier prior to the passage of this act. ‘The pension 
is to be limited only to the widow who is without means 
of support other than her daily labor, and an actual net 
income rot exceeding $250 per year. The total number 
who served in the U.S. Army and Navy during said 
warfares approximates 434,000, which is about eighteen 
per cent. of the number who served in the War between 
the States, The number of widows and orphans to be 
benefited by the proposed measure cannot be definitely 
ascertained. Inquiry among the camps of the United 
Spanish War Veterans would indicate that there are 
about 4,000 widows of men who served in the Spanish 
War and the Philippine insurrection. What percentage 
of these come within the purview of the bill—that is, 
have no means of support other than their daily labor, 
ete.—can only be conjectured. At present the destitute 
widows and their dependents are cared for in the main 
by the United Spanish War Veterans. The Secretary 
of the Interior estimates that the cost would at first be 
about $2,500,000 annually, and for some years gradually 
increase. 

Favorable report is made in the House on H.R. 4492, 
to restore .Capt. Harold LL. Jackson, retired, to the 
active list of ‘the Army. ‘The report says: “Captain 
Jackson was retired against his will and repeated 
protestations because a medical examiner in the Army 
reported he was suffering from Bright’s disease, a 
diagnosis which has been found to be entirely erroneous. 
This promotion, subject to examination, has been earned 
by him by voluntarily performing active duty while 
retired, which duty carries full pay and allowances and 
is held by the War Department of equal weight as other 
active service, as it is sought for and obtained by officers 
on the active list, and the time spent on such duty is 
counted for their advancement and longevity pay. The 
committee is convinced the passage of this bill is an 
economical measure, as well as an act of justice, as this 
officer will be absorbed immediately and the savings 
to the Government by his restoration will be at the rate 
of $2,520 per year for nearly fourteen years. This 
officer's record for field service is second to none in the 
Army.” 

Favorable report is made in the House on H.R. 4744, 
to authorize the appointment of John W. Hyatt to the 
grade of second lieutenant in the Army. He was ap- 
pointed from civil life to be second lieutenant, 16th 
Infantry, to rank from Oct. 28, 1902. He accepted 
the appointment Nov. 3, 1903, and his resignation was 
accepted Oct. 4, 1906, following recurrent attacks of 
amebic dysentery contracted in the Philippine Islands 
in 1905. The report states that Lieutenant Hyatt has 
now happily recovered his entire health. 

Favorable report was made in the House Feb. 13 on 
H.R. 7288, to provide for repairing the U.S. frigate 
Constellation and stationing her at Baltimore, Md. The 
bill as amended appropriates $50,000, and provides that 
when repaired and fitted out by the Navy Department 
she shall be stationed at Baltimore, Md., in September, 
1914, during the celebration of the one hundredth anni- 
versary of the battle of North Point and the writing 
of the “Star-Spangled Banner.” 

Favorable report is made in the House on 8.3997, to 


waive for one year the age limit for the appointment - 


as assistant paymaster in the U.S. Navy in the case of 
Landsman for Electrician Richard C. Reed, U.S.N. 
The examination in the case of Mr. Reed was held Oct. 
14, 1913, on which date about sixty other enlisted men 
appeared as candidates before the board. Owing to the 
requirement that: the examining board could not make 
its recommendations until all the papers in all the cases 
before it had been reviewed and marked, the board was 
unable to pass upon the case of Mr. Reed until Dec. 22, 
1913, when it reported favorably upon the qualifications 
of this young man and recommended that he be ap- 
pointed an assistant paymaster in the Navy. The findings 
and recommendation of the board in his case, as in the 
ease of all the other successful candidates who took 
the examination at the same time, were approved by the 
Department on Dec. 24, 1913. Mr. Reed became twenty- 
six years of age on the day following, and consequently 
was over age before nomination could be made by the 
President. 


The House Committee on Claims favorably reports 
H.R. 1366, for the relief of Emory Scott Land, striking 
out the figures ‘$593.41,” in line 6 of the printed bill, 
and substituting in lieu thereof the figures “$315.41.” 
The report says: “The claimant, a naval officer, graduated 
at the Naval Academy, class of 1902. He is at present 
an assistant naval constructor, with the rank of lieu- 
tenant, senior grade, on duty in the Navy Department, 
Washington, D.C. At the time of his operation for 
appendicitis his residence was in Brooklyn, and he was 
living temporarily in Englewood. He reached the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard at eight o’clock each morning during 
his residence at Englewood, and had only been there a 
short time when he was suddenly taken ill. He was 


nearer to the navy yard, in time, than if he had been 
living in any part of upper New York, and nearer in 
distance to the navy yard than many remote parts of 
New York city. Before the operation he had never in 
his life seen the physician who attended him nor the 
surgeon who operated on him. He made all efforts 
possible to get naval medical attendance. His case was 
one of great emergency, as indicated on the papers in 
connection with the claim. It was not more inconvenient 
or impracticable for the naval medical officer to have 
attended him in Englewood than it would have been in 
many parts of the city of New York, had it been possible 
to obtain the services of a naval medical officer, but it 
was practically impossible. He was taken suddenly 
ill at eleven p.m., and operated on at about two o’clock 
a.m., in his own bedroom and on a kitchen table brought 
up in the emergency. While it is the belief of the com- 
mittee that the claimant was justified in securing civilian 
medical attendance under all the circumstances, still 
it is believed that the charges were excessive, and have 
been reduced to $315.41.” 
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BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


8. 4470, Mr. Swanson.—For the adjustment of damages and 
legislative enactment repudiating the treatment of certain Con- 
federate officers, to which they were subjected by the mili- 
tary authorities of the U.S. Government while being held as 
prisoners of war during the Civil War. To pay to each sur- 
vivor of certain 600 Confederate officers, confined on Morris 
Island, 8.C., in 1864, the sum of $5,000 each, as damages, 
and thus by an Act of Congress such reparation shall be 
made for this illegal and unjustifiable violation of the laws 
of humanity and cartel of civilized warfare. 

S. 4472, Mr. Newlands.—For the erection of a statue at 
the Panama Canal to be symbolic of universal peace. Ap- 
propriates $500,000. 

S. 4500, Mr. Thomas.—To advance certain Army officers on 
retired list. That any officer now on the retired list of the 
Army, who served with credit for more than two years as a 
commissioned officer of Volunteers during the Civil War prior 
to April 9, 1865, and who subsequently served with credit 
for more than forty years as a commissioned officer of the 
Regular Army, including service in command of troops in 
five Indian campaigns, the war with Spain, and the Philippine 
Insurrection, and to whom the Congressional medal of honor 
for most distinguished conduct in action has been twice 
awarded, and who has also been brevetted for conspicuous 
gallantry in action, may, in the discretion of the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, be placed 
on the retired list of the Army, with the rank and retired 
pay of one grade above that actually held by him at the. time 
of his retirement from active service in the Regular Army. 

S. 4514, Mr. Poindexter.—To authorize the President of 
the United States to mine coal in Alaska, to reserve from 
private appropriation or lease certain lands and coal deposits 
in Alaska owned by the United States; and to provide for the 
transportation, distribution and sale of the products of the 
same to the Government railroad or railroads, to the U.S. 
Army and Navy, and other Government services, and to con- 
sumers of coal in Alaska or in the Pacific Coast states. 

S. 4515, Mr. Shafroth.—To authorize the President to ap- 
point A. C. G. Williams-Foote, late first lieutenant in the Philip- 
pine. Scouts, to the grade of first lieutenant in the U.S. Army, 
and place him on the retired list. 








H.J. Res. 219, Mr. Howard.—Employment of enlisted men 
in competition with civilian musicians. That hereafter no 
enlisted man in the service of the U.S. Army, Navy, and 
Marine Corps, respectively, whether a non-commissioned offi- 
cer, musician, or private, shall be detailed, ordered, or per- 
mitted to leave his post to engage in any pursuit, business, 
or performance in civil life for emolument, hire, or otherwise 
when the same shall interfere with the customary employment 
and regular engagement of local civilians in their respective 
arts, trades, or professions. 

H. Res. 423, Mr. Bryan.—Resolved, That the President be 
requested to furnish to the House, if not inconsistent with pub- 
lic business, in connection with preliminary arrangements for 
construction of the Alaska railroad, information as to feasibility 
of making necessary provision at Puget Sound Naval Station 
for maintenance of car shops and for manufacture of cars and 
other railway equipment to be used in connection with construc- 
tion and operation of the Alaska railroad. 





H.R. 13360, Mr. Broussard.—To authorize the Secretary 
of the Navy to certify to the Secretary of the Interior, for 
restoration to the public domain, lands in the state of Lou- 
isiana not needed for naval purposes. 

H.R. 13361, Mr. Kahn.—That the band of the U.S. Marine 
Corps shall consist of one leader, pay and allowances of a 
captain of Marine Corps; one second leader, pay and allow- 
ances of a second lieutenant, Marine Corps; thisty first-class 
musicians, $60 per month; and thirty second-class musicians, 
$50 per month. First-class and second-class musicians shall 
be entitled to fuel, rations, and clothing, or allowances there- 
for, as now provided by law or regulation, and when ordered 
by proper authority on duty outside District of Columbia 
they shall be quartered by the Government v hile on such 
duty; their rates of pay shall be increased ten per centum 
for every five years of service, such increase not to exceed 
forty per centum of their pay: -Provided, That hereafter no 
member of said band shall be detailed, ordered, or permitted 
to leave his post to engage in any pursuit, business, or per- 
formance in civil life for emolument, hire, or otherwise when 
the same shall interfere with the customary employment and 
regular engagement of local civilians in their respective arts, 
trades, or professions. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

H.R. 13362, Mr. Clayton—To amend Sec. 36 of ‘‘An Act 
to codify, revise, and amend the penal laws of the United 
States,’’ approved March 4, 1909, to read: ‘‘Sec. 36. Who- 
ever shall steal, embezzle, or knowingly apply to his own 
use, or unlawfully sell, convey, or dispose Of any ordnance, 
arms, ammunition, clothing, subsistence, stores, money, or 
other property of the United States, furnished or to be used 
for the military or naval service, shall be fined not more than 


- $5,000, or imprisoned not more than five years, or both.’’ 


H.R. 13413, Mr. Smith, of Maryland.—That the sum of 
$10,000 be appropriated annually, and paid each year by the 
Treasurer of the United States to the city of Annapolis, Md., 
for taxable property within the limits of said city withdrawn 
from taxation and now used by the Federal Government at 
the U.S. Naval Academy. 


TO CHANGE NAME OF WAR DEPARTMENT. 
_H.R. 13459, Mr. Bartholdt.—That Title VI., Sec. 214, Re- 
vised Statutes U.S., be amended to read: 

‘*Sec. 214. That there shall be at the seat of government 
an executive department to be known as the Department of 
the Army, and a Secretary of the Army, who shall be the 
head thereof.’’ 

Sec. 2. That wherever in the Revised Statutes of the United 
States or the Statutes-at-Large of the United States or the 
Public Laws. of the United States the words ‘‘Deparment of 
War’’ or ‘‘War Department,’’ or equivalent terms, may occur 
they shall be understood to mean Departuhens of the Army’’ 
or ‘‘Army Department,’’ respectively.

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PROVISIONS OF NAVAL BILL. 


Instead of appointing a commission to conduct an 
investigation and report to Congress on the government 
armor plant project, the Secretary of the Navy will be 
authorized to handle the entire affair. At least this is 
the provision to be incorporated in the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill which was agreed to in the sub-committee of 
the House Naval Committee. It is understood that the 
Secretary will be authorized to report on the site for a 
plant with the capacity of 20,000 tons and another site 
for 10,000 tons. The Secretary is directed to furnish 
Congress with estimates on the cost of armor plate and 
the cost of the plant. 

The Bureau of Equipment of the Navy Department 
is at last abolished in the bill as it is now pending before 
the House Committee. The distribution of the duties 
formerly performed by the bureau is legalized, and an 
experiment which was authorized about three years ago 
under the Meyer reorganization has been completed. 


The limit of cost of the drydock at the naval station, 
Pearl Harbor, is increased to $4,986,500. ‘There is also 
appropriated for Pearl Harbor $70,000, of which $20,000 
is to be used for four officers’ quarters and $50,000 to 
complete the torpedoboat slip. 

Under the Bureau of Yards and Docks there is appro- 
priated for maintenance $1,600,000; as contingent funds 
$50,000, an increase of $20,000. For the Boston Navy 
Yard $22,000; unpledged balance of the appropriation 
for Boston Marine Barracks of $148,000 is reappropriated 
and made available for the installation of sbipbuilding 
ways and the improvements of the yard. New York 
Navy Yard, $122,000 for miscellaneous improvements. 
Philadelphia Navy Yard, quay walls and piers, $50,000 ; 
power plant improvement, $15,000; building slips and 
equipment, $200,000 ; total, $265,000. Washington Navy 
Yard, fireproof general storehouse, $100,000, with a limit 
of cost of $2 Norfolk Navy Yard, repair to 
building at St. Helena, $25,000. It is provided that the 
150-ton crane authorized by the Act of March 4, 1913, 
shall be of a floating revolving type and the limit of cost 
is increased to $450,000. Charleston Navy Yard, to 
complete torpedoboat berth (cost not exceeding $300,000), 
$150,000; dredging, $10,000; extension, $5,000; total, 
$170,000. Mare Island, to complete quay wall, $20,000 ; 
modernizing electric plant, $10,000; improvement of 
hydraulics, Mare Island Straits, and for other purposes, 
$207,000, to be available until expended. Puget Sound 
Navy Yard, to complete ship fitters and structural steel 
storage, $155,000. Narragansett Naval Station, $10,000. 
Guantanamo Naval Station, quarters for civilian em- 
ployees, $8,000; recreation building for enlisted men, 
Naval Academy, to complete construction of wharf and 
approach, $75,000. Naval Proving Grounds, Indian 
Head, Md., $500,000 toward the extension of powder 
factory. 

Depots for coal and other fuel: For additional fuel 
oil storage, Melville, R.I., $20,000; fuel oil storage, 
Norfolk, $150,000; fuel oil storage, San Diego, Cal., 
$50,000; steel coaling tower, San Diego, $45,000; fuel 
oil storage, Puget Sound, $105,000; contingent, $30,000 ; 
in all, $400,000. 

Newport Torpedo Station, one assembly shop, $100,000 ; 
one torpedo storehouse, $85,000; machine shop, $75,000 ; 
total, $260,000. 

For repairs and preservation at navy yards and sta- 
tions $1,100,000 is allotted, against $800,000 appropriated 
last year. The contingent fund of the Navy for emer- 
gencies is increased from $46,000 appropriated last year 
to $150,000 this year. An allowance of $104,000 is made 
for the entertaining of officers and crews of foreign 
fleets which may be sent to attend the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition at San Francisco. This sum is made avail- 
able until Nov. 15, 1915. To farther encourage the 
exposition it is provided in the bill that tolls of the 
Panama Canal shall not be assessed against any foreign 
vessel which may be en route to or returning from the 
exposition, when such vessel has been sent by its govern- 
ment to participate in the exposition. 

There is a provision in the bill by which money derived 
from the sale of material at the Naval Home originally 
purchased from money appropriated from the income 
from the Naval Pension Fund, and also all rent of Naval 
Home property, shall be turned over to the Naval Pension 
Fund. It is also provided that money belonging to a 
deceased beneficiary of the Naval Home or derived from 
the sale of his personal effects not claimed by the legal 
heirs shall be deposited with the pay officers of the Naval 
Home, and if any sum so deposited shall be unclaimed 
for a period of three years it shall be deposited with the 
Treasury fund. 

In dealing with the question of the increase of chaplains 
there is a provision in the bill creating the grade of 
acting chaplain, to be appointed by the Secretary of the 
Navy with the rank, pay and allowances of a lieutenant, 
junior grade. After three years’ service an acting 
chaplain before receiving a commission in the Navy shall 
establish to the satisfaction of the Secretary of the Navy, 
by the usual examination by a board of chaplains and 
medical officers of the Navy, his physical, mental and 
He will 
be commissioned as chaplain in the Navy with the rank 
of lieutenant, j.g. If an acting chaplain fails to pass 
the examination he shall be honorably discharged. 
Furthermore, the Secretary is authorized to revoke the 
appointment of an acting chaplain at any time. The 
total number of chaplains and acting chaplains is fixed 
at one to each 1,250 of the total personnel of the Navy 
and Marine Corps as fixed by law, including midshipmen, 
apprentice seamen and naval prisoners. Ten per cent. 
of the chaplains and acting chaplains shall have the 
rank of captain in the Navy; twenty per cent. that of 
commander; twenty per cent. that of lieutenant com- 
mander; and the remainder that of lieutenant and lieu- 
tenant, j.g. Navy chaplains when commissioned under 
this law will have the rank and pay of lieutenants, j.g., 
until they have completed four years’ service in that 
grade. They will continue in the rank of lieutenant for 
four years, after which they may be promoted to lieu- 
tenant commander as vacancies occur. It is provided 
that not more than seven acting chaplains shall be com- 
missioned in any one year. 

There is a provision in the bill authorizing the Secre- 
tary to enter into a contract for the use by the Govern- 
ment of drydocks at Hunters Point, San Francisco, one 
of which shall be capable of docking the largest vessel 
that can be passed through the locks of the Panama 
Canal, for a period not exceeding six years at the rental 
of $50,000 a year. This has already passed the Senate 
as an independent measure. 
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THE SITUATION IN MEXICO. 


The Navy Department will send some additional ma- 
rines tg Vera Cruz on board the transport Prairie after 
the marines now at the Mardi Gras celebration at Mo- 
bile have completed their duty there. The reason offi- 
cially given for the sending of the Prairie is that the 
400 marines sent to Vera Cruz from Panama and dis- 
tributed among the battleships has cramped the avail- 
able quarters, and that the Prairie will remain in Mexi- 
can waters to afford quarters for the extra marines. 

The notorious Mexican bandit chief, Maximo Castillo, 
who, among many other atrocious acts is blamed for 
compelling a passenger train to run with locked doors 
into the burning El Cumbre tunnel recently, in which ten 
Americans and forty one others lost their lives, crossed into 
United States territory from Mexico Feb. 17 with six of 
his followers and surrendered himself to Capt. George P. 
White, 9th U.S. Cav., on border patrol duty with head- 
quarters at Douglas, Ariz. Castillo was chased across 
the berder by General Villa’s troops, and to avoid a 
range of mountains on the Mexican side, made a detour 
which brought him into American territory. Troops of 
the 9th U.S. Cavalry were on the watch, having received 
information from Walter McCormick, American man- 
ager of Las Palomas ranch, on the Mexican side, that 
the much wanted man was in the vicinity. Brig. Gen. 
Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., commanding the 2d Cavalry 
Brigade, gaves orders to arrest Castillo should he put 
his foot on American soil. He and his six followers 
were first taken to Hachita, N.M. When searched he had 
certified checks for amounts ranging from $1,000 to 
$17,000, which had been drawn by American ranchers as 
ransom money. Castillo on Feb. 19 was sent to Fort 
Bliss to be interned pending a further investigation of 
his case. He reiterated his declaration of innocence 
when put behind bars in the Fort Bliss guard house, 
and declares it was a troop of the rebel chief General 
Villa, who sent the passenger train into the burning 
tunnel. Villa declares it was Castillo. If he is delivered 
to General Villa he will be shot and the same fate awaits 
him if he is turned over to the Mexican federals. If he 
is turned lose he will commit other crimes. He has 
robbed American ranches, held up Americans for ran- 
som and destroyed an American railroad in Mexico, be- 
sides committing other depredations and crimes. It is 
hoped that such a career in the future will be rendered 
impossible. 

Gen. Felix Terrazas, a Mexican federal prisoner at 
the Fort Bliss prison camp, escaped Feb. 18 by climbing 
through the barb wire fence. He was assisted in getting 
away by his aid, Colonel Romero. Another man, sup- 
posed to be Major Gonzalez, also escaped. Scouts went 
out searching for them in every direction. 

The next meeting of federal and rebel troops in 
Mexico of any magnitude, it is expected, will be at 
Torreon, now held by the federals. The agreement 
between General Hluerta and General Villa for the 
maintenance of a neutral zone at Torreon is not so vital 
to foreigners as it would have been a few months ago, 
because there are now left in Torreon, it is said, not 
more than a dozen Americans and only a few more 
Spaniards. j 2 

Adolfo de la Lama, Mexican Minister of Finance, just 
returned from Europe, said he obtained a $5,000,000 
loan and negotiated another of $20,000,000 in France 
for the Huerta government. 

The Secretary of State, Mr. Bryan, on Feb. 13 said 
that the European Powers had been advised of the inten- 
tion to lift the embargo on arms to Mexico and that the 
reason given was that the Mexicans should be left free 
to settle their own affairs. 

Mr. Francis Dyke Acland, Parliamentary Under Sec- 
retary for Foreign Affairs, stated in Parliament Feb. 16, 
that the British rear admiral, Sir Christopher Cradock, 
in Mexican waters had been authorized to send to the 
British Legation in Mexico City such arms as he thought 
necessary for the defense of British lives in any possible 
emergency. Two machine guns and a barge load of am- 
munition were unloaded from the British flagship Suf- 
folk on Feb. 13 and sent by train to Mexico City for 
the protection of the British Embassy. It is more than 
likely that a few British marines, who know how to 
handle the guns, are also on the spot, though, for the 
present they may not be in uniform. 

The Dutch warship Kortenaer sailed from the Hague 
Feb. 14 for the West Indies to watch developments in 
Mexico, and to protect Dutch subjects in Mexico, if 
necessary. 2 

Rear Admiral Henry T. Mayo, U.S.N., commanding 
the Fourth Division of the Atlantic Fleet in Mexican 
waters, has sent word to the municipal authorities of 
Vera Cruz that they must assume responsibility for the 
shooting of his flag lieutenant, Lieut. Arthur B. Cook. 
A report to the Navy Department confirmed the press 
reports of the shooting of Lieutenant Cook, but said that 
he had not been hurt. It is reported that the Vera Cruz 
police have been looking for the assailant, but there is 
little chance of finding him, it is believed. 

The State Department at Washington has been advised 
that the Mexican federal lieutenant and sergeant who 
were convicted of the murder of an American, Frank 
Smith, were put to death on Feb. 11 by order of the 
military court. They were shot by a detachment of 
soldiers at the scene of the murder. 

In the camp at Fort Bliss, Texas, for Federal pris- 
oners of the Mexican Federal army, who fled from 
Ojinaga to Texas after defeat by the rebels, there are 
fifty-three wounded Federal officers and 187 wounded 
men and 218 Federal officers and 3,180 men who are 
physically fit. There are 1,259 women and 556. chil- 
dren. Of the children 400 are of school age, and as soon 
as possible Gen. Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., will start a 
school at which some of the educated officers in the camp 
will be the instructors. The prisoners are well clothed. 
General Huerta recently provided all with shoes, hose, 
underwear, hats and overalls or dresses. Officers also 
receive $5 a month and the privates $2. They are per- 
mitted to make purchases at the commissary store at the 
same prices paid by the American soldiers. The pris- 
oners live in tents. It costs eighteen cents, gold, a day 
to feed each prisoner, or about $900 for the camp, while 
the cost of subsistence for an American soldier is twenty- 
three and one-half cents. The prison rations consist of 
Mexican beans, chili peppers, corn meal, potatoes, 
onions, bread, fresh meat and coffee. Most of the 
refugees are better off than they were when in the field. 
They are housed and fed regularly, and have been 
trained by the U.S. Army men to police their camp and 
take proper sanitary precautions to prevent disease.

The sixteenth anniversary of the destruction of the 
U.S.S. Maine in Havana Harbor in 1898 was observed at 
Washington, D.C., Feb. 16, 1914, with memorial exer- 
cises for the sailors who lost their lives in the catas- 
trophe. The exercises were held in the riding hall at 
Fort Myer because of the snow and extreme cold, but 
the graves of the Maine dead were decorated as usual, 
and a party of young women strewed flowers in the 
Potomac in memory of the dead. Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels took part in the ceremonies, which were con- 
ducted jointly by the Grand Army, the Army and Navy 
Union and the United Spanish War Veterans. 

The flag of the commander, Third Division, Atlantic 
Fleet, has been transferred from the Rhode Island to 
the Virginia. 

The U.S.S. Mayflower has been ordered to Mexican 
waters, to relieve one of the warships at Vera Cruz. 
The President has had no use for the yacht lately, and 
boats of the gunboat class are handy in many cases on 
account of their light draft. 


The pennant of the commander, Torpedo Flotilla, At- 
lantic Fleet, has been temporarily shifted from the Dixie 
to the Birmingham. 

The Duncan, now at Key West, has been ordered to 
the Boston yard for repairs. 

The Ohio will leave New Orleans about Feb. 28 for 
the New York yard. 

The U.S. tug Potomac, Btsn. Thomas J. Wilkinson, 
held fast in the ice floes of the Gulf of St. Lawrence, was 
abandoned on Saturday night, Feb. 14, by the thirty-six 
officers and men of her crew, according to advices re- 
ceived Feb. 16 from Bonne Bay, where the crew landed 
safely. The tug was driven seaward before the gale of 
Feb. 14 and soon disappeared from sight. The Potomac 
was caught in the ice on Feb. 5 while trying to free 
American fishing vessels icebound at Bay of Islands. 
Boatswain Wilkinson reported that the tug had lost her 
propeller and was helpless in the ice. The Potomac was 
a steel tug built at West Bay City, Mich., in 1897 and 
cost the Government originally $125,300. She had a 
speed of sixteen knots and a coal capacity of 200 tons. 
She was 138 feet 9 inches in length, with a breadth of 
28 feet 6 inches. 

A wireless from the Argentine battleship Rivadavia 
received at Boston, Mass., Feb. 14, stated that in a 
thirty-hour run she had exceeded her contract speed of 
22.5 knots by half a knot. At the time the message 
was sent she was 140 miles southeast of South Shoals 
lightship. Owing to severe weather conditions she had 
given up trying to complete her economy run and was 
making for Boston for more coal. The Rivadavia arrived 
at Boston Feb. 16 after driving through exceptionally 
heavy gales and high seas. Mr. Francis T. Bowles, presi- 
dent of the Fore River Shipbuilding Company, who built 
the fine ship, and who was aboard her during her trial 
said: “After leaving Boston on Wednesday the Rivadavia 
ran south. From the South Shoal she steamed 550 
miles southeast into the Gulf Stream. She ran thirty 
hours southeast at twenty knots, then was headed about 
and steamed 12 hours at 15 knots, in the teeth of the 
gale. Then she started on her endurance run, but after 
eleven hours the gale increased to 85 miles an hour, this 
was abandoned. On Saturday night, Feb. 14, the vessel 
headed for Boston. Although the weather was the worst 
I ever have encountered, the vessel behaved nobly. She 
is splendid in a heavy sea. I guess none of us slept 
much on Saturday night, but we came through it with 
practically no damage to the vessel and no accidents to 
any of her company.” On board the Rivadavia were 
nearly one hundred representatives of the Argentine gov- 
ernment, including Capt. José Moneta, and officials of 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Company. 

The Navy Department has received a telegram from 
the president of the trial board announcing the success- 
ful completion, Feb. 17, by the collier Jupiter of a 
forty-eight-hour trial run off Santa Barbara, Cal. The 
message reads: “Forty-eight hours’ full power trial of 
Jupiter completed; everything worked well and is in ex- 
cellent condition; average speed fifteen and one-tenth 
knots, average revolutions one hundred and fifteen and 
seven-tenths, average horsepower 6,940." The Depart- 
ment is much pleased with this report, as the propell- 
ing machinery of the Jupiter is of a new design which 
is being tried out for the first time on a Navy vessel. 
It was manufactured by the General Electric Company, 
being designed principally by Mr. W. L. R. Emmet, a 
graduate of the Naval Academy, and consists essen- 
tially of a turbo-generator operating motors on the main 
propelling shafts. The Jupiter’s guaranteed speed to be 
maintained for forty-eight hours was fourteen knots. 
Ifer reported speed of 15.1 knots is therefore considered 
an excellent performance, and compares most favorably 
with that of her sister ships, Neptune and Cyclops. The 
Neptune, fitted with Westinghouse reduction gear, main- 
tained a speed of 14.96 knots for forty-eight hours, and 
the Cyclops, fitted with reciprocating engines, maintained 
a speed of 14.61 for the same length of time. The Jupi- 
ter’s trial which has just been completed was scheduled 
to take place several weeks ago, but a slight accident 
caused by a broken bolt inside her turbine which dam- 
aged the blading necessitated some delay.

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HOW TO PROVIDE NAVY COAL.

To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Page 743, second column, second paragraph, Feb. 14 
number of the JOURNAL cites Vaughan Cornish’s idea 
that the great expense incident to carrying Navy coal 
in our mercantile shipping blocks the way to that; and 
seemingly by implication you do not altogether differ. 
Now, there is a way out, viz.: 


Let U.S.A. build fifty colliers, standard size or in 
standard groups, built in part by government and the 
rest by contract. Said colliers to be equipped with all 
modern up-to-date methods for swift handling of mer- 
chandise; twenty knots speed, loaded, to cost, say $1,- 
900,000 each. Then—allot a suitable number for cur- 
rent fleet use, lay up a very few more for reserve, and 
use them while others are in dock. ; 

All the rest allot to certain holding mercantile com- 
panies for use as merchant shipping on trade routes, 
old and new; seamen to be practically all American; a 
working minimum of them to be naval reserve men, re- 
ceiving from government a bonus in addition to regular 
ship’s pay, thus making of them the elite of the force. 
Allow probation and promotion of the rest, for like rea- 
son. ‘Allow bonuses for highest efficiency in ship-care, 
use of coal, oil, etc., among the men, and make some 
suitable arrangement with officers. Provide for un- 
expected inspection by suitable officers no matter in 
what port they may be, at any time, day or night, with 
awards for concert-pitch and penalties for deficiency. 

Let the rental be a suitable proportion of the cost, 
say fifteen per cent., of which five per cent. shall go for 
the above pay and bonuses, ten per cent. for a sinking 
fund to replace used up craft in due time, or to pay off 
the first cost as far as permitted by efficient service. 
No need to go further into details.

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Messrs. Harland and Wolff will launch at Belfast, 
Ireland, Feb. 26, 1914, the new triple screw White Star 
liner Britannic, a vessel having a gross tonnage of 50,000 
and nearly 900 feet in length. “In her name,” says 
The Engineer of London, “she perpetuates the memory 
of a famous vessel of earlier days—to wit, the Britannic 
built in 1874. This vessel had a gross tonnage of 5,004 
and a length of 455 feet, and was propelled by means 
of a single screw. She sailed from Liverpool on her 
maiden voyage to New York on June 25, 1874, and 
between that date until withdrawn from the service 
she made 271 round voyages to America. In the course 
of these voyages she covered a total distance of 2,032,500 
statute miles, consumed 560,407 tons of coal, and carried 
112,711 first class and 282,685 third class passengers. 
During the South African war she acted as a transport, 
and shortly afterward took out to Australia detachments 
of representative troops in connection with the inaugura- 
tion of the Commonwealth at Sydney on Jan. 1, 1901. 
These later duties involved her in eleven voyages, during 
which she covered 200,499 statute miles, consumed 65,659 
tons of coal and carried 20,728 troops. Thus in all the 
earlier Britannic steamed during her active lifetime a 
total distance of 2,232,999 miles, burned 626,066 tons 
of coal and carried 416,124 passengers. She was sold 
in 1903, and her owners, feeling that a career so illus- 
trious as hers should not be dragged out in any less 
honorable service, expressly stipulated that she should be 
broken up there and then.”

Secretary of the Navy Daniels has kindly opened the 
way for several officers of the Navy to get married, and 
it is hoped that Secretary of War Garrison will do as 
much for the Army when an emergency arises. Asst. 
Paymr. John H. Knapp, attached to the Mayflower, was 
ordered to Mexico on the eve of his marriage to Miss 
Maitland Marshall, daughter of Brig. Gen. William IL. 
Marshall, U.S.A., retired, and Mrs. Marshall, and Lieut. 
Harrison FE. Knauss, also of the Mayflower desired to 
get married a little later. Both officers are to be mar- 
ried in April. Lieutenant Knauss will be transferred 
from the Mayflower before that vessel leaves for Mexico, 
but it is impossible to transfer the accounts of Assistant 
Paymaster Knapp to another paymaster in that short 
time. He will have to go to Mexico, but he will be al- 
lowed to return before the date set for his wedding, 
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April 22. “I never did think much of bachelors,” said 
Mr. Daniels in announcing his intention to assist cupid. 
“They are but cumberers of the earth, doing no good to 
themselves or to. anybody else. I believe in all naval 
officers above the rank of ensign marrying, and [I in- 
tend to do everything in my power to help them.”

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As reported by the New York Times, the London Daily 
Mail says it is able to state on high authority that there 
will be no British naval maneuvers this year. An outlay 
of about $2,500,000 will thus be saved for the first time 
since 1907, when, also, the maneuvers were suppressed 
from motives of economy. The ostensible reason for 
the abandonment this year is said to be that nothing 
new can be learned from fresh maneuvers. The govern- 
ment, it is stated, considers that all that was necessary 
was learned from last year’s exercises. The results of 
the 1913 maneuvers were never made known to the 
public. The Daily Mail says the decision is the more 
extraordinary because last year’s maneuvers showed that 
the British plans for defense were faulty. Lord Roberts 
stated that they revealed the fact that a considerable 
force might be landed on the British coast. 
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Secretary of the Navy Daniels has decided upon the 
award of three submarines authorized by Act of Con- 
gress approved March 4, 1913. Bids were opened for 


these submarines on Dec. 2, 1913, but the decision as 
to award of contracts has been delayed owing, in part, 
to the iinancial state of one of the companies bidding. 
The Secretary has decided upon the following awards: 
Tro the Flectric Boat Company, two submarines of their 
type 37-H, to be built at the works of the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Corporation ; one boat, of the Lake Torpedo- 
boat Company’s type, to be built in a navy yard; com- 
plete detail working plans for this boat and license to 
construct are to be furnished by the Lake Torpedoboat 
Company. ‘The navy yard at which the vessel will be 
built has not yet been decided upon.

About Aug. 3 next the examination for enlisted men 
of the Navy who desire to enter the Pay Corps as 
assistant paymaster will be given again.

REVENUE CUTTER NOTES 


While lying at the Naval Coaling Wharf, San Diego Harbor, 
Feb. 8, the Manning observed a small gasoline launch ashore 
on the west end of North Island and apparently on fire. A 
gig, with a crew of men carrying fire extinguishers, were sent 
by the Manning to render assistance. By the time the gig 
reached the scene of the accident the flames had been ex. 
tinguished by the occupants of the launch. 

On Feb. 14 the Apache spoke to a steamship, the Matilda 
Weems, which was ashore. An unsuccessful attempt was made 
to float the vessel, assisted by ice-boats, but finally on the 6th 
the Apache floated her. 

A submerged scow, bottom up just amast, reported adrift and 
a very dangerous menace to navigation, was reported off Beans 
Poiny Bainbridge Island, Feb. 10. The cutter Scout sighted 
the derelict south of Restoration Point, Decatur Reef Buoy, 
Bainbridge Island, made a line fast and towed for South Beach 
Wharf, righted scow, which was badly eaten by teredos, when 
it was taken high on bank and secured. 

The Acushnet returned to Woodshole, Feb. 17, and left same 
day to assist schooner Squash Meadow. 

The Gresham arrived at Boston Feb. 19 for supplies. The 
Androscoggin leaves Halifax Feb. 19 for Portland. 

The Woodbury left Rockland, Feb. 17, breaking out from the 
ice schooner Lyra, Fox Island thoroughfare, at Bass Harbor; 
also broke out schooner Karson, York Narrows. ‘The cutter is 
— now in vicinity of Bass Harbor; ice conditions very 
ad. 

The schooner Aineo is reported in a sinking condition, Feb. 
18, eight a.m., with crew on board. 

The Acushnet left New Bedford, Feb. 17, to assist schooner 
ashore at No Man’s Land, but she had floated before arrival 
of cutter. 

The disabled American schooner Bayard Hopkins, of Bal- 
timore, was towed into Beaufort, N.C., Feb. 17 by the rev- 
enue cutter Seminole. The Seminole found the Hopkins off 
Cape Hatteras Feb. 15 in a disabled condition, her sails 
blown away, spar shattered and out of supplies. Captain 
Carden, of the Seminole, states that the cutter made a run 
of 200 miles to reach the Hopkins, .a northwest gale blowing 
during the greater part of the time. The Seminole was pre- 
vented from crossing into Beaufort Feb. 16 with the Hopkins 
owing to the heavy seas breaking on the bar. 

The U.S. revenue cutter Seneca, Capt. C. E. Johnston, has 
left New York for Halifax, Nova Scotia, to take up her ice 
patrol duty and send out warnings of ice by radio. Halifax 
will be the headquarters of the Seneca, but she will be at 
sea most of the time, on the lookout for ice floes, and will 
obtain some scientific data concerning them. She has taken 
on stores and coal for a six weeks’ cruise, and will replenish 
the same when necessary at Halifax. The ice observation off 
the Grand Banks will continue until about April 1. The 
officers of the vessel are Capt. C. E. Johnston, Lieuts. C. M. 
Gabbett, = N. Usina, L. T. Chalker, H. M. Perham, M. W. 
Tobet, F. J. Sexton and G. M. Stewart and Surgeon Slaughter. 
The alo will be assisted in patrol work by the revenue 
cutter Miami, Capt. J. H. Quinan, which is stationed at Key 
West. The Miami will arrive at New York next week, on 
her way to the Northern ocean. When the great floes have 
broken up into icebergs, and started to drift apart toward 
the South the Seneca and the Miami will haale a patrol 
along the Northern limit of the steamship lanes, looking for 
drifting ice. The Seneca will carry several scientists, who 
are to be taken on board at Halifax. They will study the 
question of the reported sudden change in temperature and in 
the salinity of the water in the neighborhood of icebergs, and 
the feasibility of breaking them up with heavy guns. There 
also will be tests of apparatus designed to indicate through 
echoes the presence of icebergs. Her cruise about the ice 
fields will take her well to the east of Greenland, and will 
cover some 20,000 miles, it is expected. 

The revenue cutter Seminole picked up the distressed 
schooner Bayard Hopkins off Diamond Shoals Feb. 15. 
radio message said: ‘‘Seminole found distressed schooner 
Bayard Hopkins at 3:30 o'clock this afternoon three miles 
west of Diamond Shoals. Vessel is in bad shape from recent 
storm. One man on schooner injured. Seminole towing Hop- 
kins to Beaufort, S.C.’’

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Feb. 19, 1914. 

Three battleships have been assigned for the summer cruise 
of the midshipmen. They are the Missouri, flagship of Cap- 
tain Fullam, which will be commanded by Comdr. G. H. 
Burrage; the Idaho, Comdr. John F. Hines commanding; and 
the Illinois, Comdr. C. B. Price commanding. The cruise will 
be abroad and the itinerary is now being arranged. 

A number of notable additions to the course of practical 
work at the Naval Academy have been made recently, the 
aim of the authorities being to insure that the midshipmen 
upon graduation shall have a thorough working knowledge 
along every line that may be required of them. A recent 
requirement is that all graduates shall be proficient in send- 
ing and receiving signals and otherwise fully qualified for 
duty as signal officer. The course in range finding has been 
greatly strengthened, and a complete battleship outfit of range 
finding, plotting and spotting has been installed. 

The long-debated question as to what services midshipmen 
may attend on Sunday morning has been settled by an 
order from Secretary Daniels, making the matter one of 
choice provided the midshipman asking permission to attend 
a church in Annapolis is supported by a request from his 
parents or guardians. The Catholic midshipmen have al- 
ways had this privilege as with them it was a matter of 
conscience not to take part in Protestant forms of worship. 

The acoustics of the chapel at the Naval Academy, always 
a problem, have been subjected to a new test. For a num- 
ber of years the base of the dome of the edifice has been 
covered with canvas, and from its edges were hung, around 
the entire circle, a number of American flags, upon the theory 
that the acoustics of the building would be improved by 
these devices. These have now all been removed and the 
auditors of the auditorium discover no change in the acous- 
tics. A speaker with strong vocal powers is readily heard 
by those in front of him. When he turns from side to side 
to address the several sections of his congregation, those on 
his off-side often lose the vital word in his sentence. An 
orator with a thin voice is a provocation to his hearers who 
have to strain their ears to obtain even a vestige of what 
the speaker is saying. F , 

The physical examination of midshipmen, after the semi- 
annual examinations, is about to begin. : 

President Wilson approved on Feb. 19 the recommendation 
of Secretary of the Navy Daniels that Mdsn. Clinton I. Me- 
Guire be dismissed from the Naval Academy. The dismissal 
was recommended in the first place by Capt. William F. Fullam, 
Superintendent of the Academy, following a charge that Mid- 
shipman McClure had “gouged’’ or cheated during an exami- 
nation. Midshipman McClure would have graduated next June. 
Two other midshipmen of the First Class, William D. Bungert 
and Charles A. Macgowan, also were recommended for dismissal 
by, Captain Fullam on charges of having given false testimony 
in behalf of Midshipman McClure. Mr. Daniels did not submit 
their cases to the President, as he held there was not sufficient 
evidence against them. An investigating board at the Naval 
Academy recommended the dismissal of the three accused. Sena- 
tor Thompson of Kansas took up the defense of Midshipman 
McClure with great zeal, claiming that the evidence against 
the trio was only circumstantial and vouching for the fine char- 
acter of Midshipman McClure.

Texas City, Texas, Feb. 15, 1914. 

Quite an elaborate and very enjoyable reception and dance 
were given by the officers of the 27th Infantry at Texas 
City, Texas, on Feb. 11. The event demonstrated that even 
at barren Texas City the officers know how to get up a fine 
social event. The attendance was fully 500 officers of the 
2d Division and their ladies, and civilian guests from Gal- 
veston, Texas City and Houston.

An effort is to be made 
to secure eighty-nine men in fifty days, making an even 200 
in 100 days.

Those present at the second annual competition for the 
‘‘Justice cup,’’ between members of the 1st Squadron, Cav- 
alry, N.G.N.Y., in the armory on the night of Feb. 14, wit- 
nessed some fine examples of horsemanship and rough riding. 
To further add to the interest of the evening, there was a 
rough riding competition or exhibition between teams of six- 
teen men each from Battery A, of Massachusetts, and the 
1st Squadron, and lastly, an illustrated lecture, of excep- 
tional merit, by Capt. Edwin Emerson, adjutant, 1st Field 
Artillery, N.Y., an officer of experience, who got his infor- 
mation first hand and took his own pictures largely during 
the revolution just before and after the death of Madero. 

The Justice cup was presented by Pvt. Alden S. Blodget 
to stimulate interest in horsemanship. It is competed for 
by teams of four men from each troop, and the machine-gun 
troops. The four men are judged individually, the total ag- 
gregate score to be the score of the team. The judging is 
based, as far as possible, upon individual horsemanship, the 
schooling and training of the horses to be considered only 
so far as they show the ability of the rider. The judging 
was at a walk, trot, canter, halting from trot, backing, pas- 
saging, turning on the forehand and haunches, changing the 
leads, and jumping. The jumps were a brush fence, three 
feet six inches high, and in and out post and rail, some three 
feet high. 

The judges were Capts. Julian R. Lindsey, U.S. Cav.; David 
H. Biddle, U.S. Cay., and ex-Lieut. Frederic R. Coudert, who 
was in command of old Troop A, during the Porto Rican 
campaign of 1898. There were twenty competitors all told, 
well mounted, and all showed commendable skill. The famous 
prize-winning horse ‘‘Justice’’ owned by Adjutant T. B. 
Clarke, jr., of the squadron, was ridden by one of the com- 
petitors. The team from the machine-gun troop, under Sergt. 
W. C. McClure, after very interesting competition, was finally 
declared the winner, with 517 points to its credit, This unit 
won the cup last year; Troop D was second with 495 points, 
Troop C was third, Troop B was fourth, and Troop A was 
fifth. Major Wright gave the commands for the movements 
during the competition. 

Rough riding by fifteen men from Battery A, Mass. V.M., 
under Lieut. Herbert G. Allen, was the next event, and these 
men from in and about the ‘‘Hub,’’ quickly won the hearts 
of the audience by their skill and nerve. They are im- 
properly housed at their home station, with little facilities 
for practice, own only six horses, and used in the exhibition 
the horses of the New York Cavalrymen, which, of course, 
were entirely new to them. The vaulting, on one, two and 
three horses, Roman riding, forming pyramids, etc., was a 
very pretty and clean piece of work, and won the heartiest 
applause. With proper facilities, in the opinion of competent 
judges, these men would be second to none. The team from 
the Ist Squadron, N.Y., under Lieut. A. W. Booraem, next 
gave a fine exhibition in rough riding, after which the mem- 
bers of the squadron and their guests adjourned to the meet- 
ing room to hear the lecture on Mexico by Captain Emerson. 

The greatest admirers of General Villa, among the men who 
control the destinies of our nation, need have no concern that 
Captain Emerson had anything in his lecture to hurt the 
tender feelings of the famous bandit general. Some of the 
pictures showing how completely the men under Vlila make 
sure that their opponents are not alive, after they are assumed 
to be dead, are quite worthy of the great chief. The street 
fighting in the City of Mexico, showing up-to-date warfare 
according to the Mexican idea, was another interesting revela- 
tion. Pictures of soldiers, bull fights, rural scenes, execu- 
tions, shot ridden buildings, horses, troop trains, destroyed 
bridges, etc., were all intensely interesting, and Captain Em- 
erson, who gave this same lecture before the War College at 
Washington, had a very pleasing way of explaining the pic- 
pwc as he went along. The lecture was most highly appre- 
ciated.

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Inspector Gen. William Sullivan, of New Hampshire, in an 
official report regarding the field inspection of the National 
Guard for 1913 says, in part: 

‘‘The entraining and detraining of the troops at the various 
stations was executed in a quiet and expeditious manner. 
Some of the companies, it was noted, carried more than the 
specified allowance of baggage in the wagons, although in 
connection with the baggage train a great improvement was 
shown over previous marches. The different organizations 
promptly took up the march to their camp sites, with the 
exception of the 2d Battalion, ist Infantry, which was un- 
necessarily delayed by the failure of their quartermaster to 
deliver promptly their rations and supplies. A general im- 
provement was noted in Battery A, Field Artillery, over previ- 
ous years, the command having recently been supplied with 
new equipment for its entire transportation. 

‘*All the troops in the field were concentrated in the vi- 
cinity of Blue Job Mountain. The troops moving from the 
south were in command of Col. P. F. Babbidge, including 
Wire Section Signal Corps and ist and 2d Battalions, 1st 
Infantry; Troop A, Cavalry, and Battery A, Field Artillery, 
while those from the north, which included the 3d Battalion 
and Machine-gun Company, 1st Infantry, were in command of 

. Col. H. B. Roby. The position taken by Colonel Roby was 
exceptionall strong, and had he entrenched his men his com- 
mand would have had protection against the shrapnel of the 
Artillery, his only protection being a stone wall on his left 
flank. During the engagement the men were generally well 
controlled by the officers, and the fire control of the different 
organizations was to be commended. 

‘“‘The battery had firing practice with shrapnel at a range 
of 2,600 yards, and after the first two sighting shots made a 
very commendable record, each shell bursting in the vicinity 
of their targets. All troops received target practice, each 
company being required to fire by company in skirmish line 
at silhouette targets, conforming as near as possible to Small- 
Arms Firing Regulations. 

‘“‘The troops were reviewed by the Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and immediately after an inspection of arms 
and equipment was held. In a few instances some of the 
rifles were found to contain rust, and in many instances it 
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was found that rifles had not been cleaned since the practice 
firing of the previous day; otherwise the equipment was found 
to be in a serviceable condition. The sanitary conditions 
were generally well observed. The policing of the camp sites 
was generally carefully carried out before departure. No 
sickness developed as a result of the march, with the ex- 
ception of a ‘few blistered feet, and that the country through 
which they marched was infested with brown-tail moths. Men 
suffered little from this as the surgeons _— applied 
remedy for their relief. The regimental infirmary which ac- 
companied the troops was well equipped and made ample 
provision to care for any sickness or accidents. The disci- 
pline and courtesy were good, the camps being quiet and 
orderely at night. t ; 
‘In drill, both in close and extended order, and security 
in camps and on the march, the various units of the command 
displayed a most commendable knowledge of their work. The 
instruction of this tour of duty was planned and carried out 
under the personal supervision of The Adjutant General. The 
very marked improvement found in the instruction, discipline, 
equipment and readiness for emergency may be attributed to 
the untiring energy, knowledge and practical experience of 
The Adjutant General, whose life’s training as a soldier of 
the U.S. Army has peculiarly fitted him for this position.’’

SUBSCRIBER.—The date of the last U.S. Army Regula- 
tions is Nov. 15, 1913. 

H. L. asks: Enlisted in Army March 10, 1908; served 
three years, was discharged a N.O.O. with excellent char- 
acter; re-enlisted Jan. 19, 1914. Gave my birth date as 
April 20, 1886, when enlisting each time, which would make 
me twenty-eight years old this coming April. I wish to 
apply for a commission in the Philippine Scouts, but I must 
do two years’ studying before I apply in order to prepare 
myself for the examination, which will make me thirty years 
old. Then I would be above the age limit, but my correct 
birth of date is Sept. 5, 1888. If I could have my birth date 
changed and made correct I would have ample time to pre- 
pare myself. Shall I apply through the channel to have it 
corrected? Do you think it would have any bearing on my 
application for a commission, and if I expose the matter 
will I not be liable to trial for fraudulent enlistment? When 
I first enlisted I was not twenty-one years old and did not 
have my parents’ consent. Answer: Apply through channel 
to have date corrected. If your record in other particulars 
is an excellent one, this may not prejudice your application 
for the Scouts examination later on. 

H. A. W. asks: (1) Has a civilian overseer any authority 
over enlisted men? (2) Can an officer of the Army give 
orders through a civilian to a ‘soldier? (3) Can an enlisted 
man be tried by court-martial for disobeying civilian orders? 
Answer: An officer might, under certain conditions, give 
written instructions through a civilian, but he would hardly 
delegate: authority. Written instructions of an officer are to 
be obeyed the same as oral. 

H. G. B.—The subjects for examination for appointment 
to the Philippine Scouts are English grammar, arithmetic, 
geography, U.S. history, Army Regulations, Infantry Drill 
Regulations (practical), and your probable efficiency and 
aptitude. 

W. E. W.—As you are not serving in an organization 
armed with the rifle you are not entitled to extra pay for 
— See Army Regulations, under ‘‘Marksman- 
ship.’ 

J. C. S.—As to your prospects of promotion before May 1, 
1914, apply to the Q.M.C. 

J. B.—Annis was killed Aug. 15, 1908; Captain Hains was 
convicted of manslaughter in the first degree and on May 17, 
1909, sentenced to not less than eight nor more than 
sixteen years at hard labor in Sing Sing prison. He went 
to prison May 18, 1909. His resignation from the Army was 
accepted by President Taft, to take effect Jan. 28, 1911, 
this acceptance making it unnecessary for President Taft 





to apply to the Hains case a law, shortly before enacted, per- 
mitting the President to drop from the Army officers who are 
serving civil sentences, after an absence of three months. 
Governor Dix, of New York, on Sept. 30, 1911, signed a 
pardon for Hains and he was released Oct. 3, 1911, after 
serving two years four months sixteen days. 

J. M.—The ‘‘naturalization’’ information on page 154, of 
the World Almanac is authoritative, having been prepared 
and revised by the Commissioner of Naturalization. 

J C. R. asks: (1) In retirements from the U.S. Navy of en- 
listed men with previous service in the U.S. Army, is time 
earned as a double in the Army forfeited? In case of a 
man with five years as double time in the Army would this 
count for ten years toward retirement in the Navy or only 
five? (2) What are the age limits for appointments as (a) 
assistant paymasters; (b) paymaster’s clerk and (c) warrant 
officers, U.S.N.? Answer: (1) Ten. (2) (a) 21 to 26; (b) 
ordinarily, 21 to 30, but see Navy Regulations 3318; (¢) 
under 35, see N.R. 3310-3317. 

__D. G. W. asks: (1) How many vacancies are there open 
in the commissioned ranks of the Philippine Scouts for com- 
petition when the next examinations are held, November, 
1914? — (2) If the Philippine Scouts are amalgamated with 
the Philippine Constabulary, what will probably be done with 
the officers of the Scouts? (3) Is there a possible chance of 
their being commissioned in the Regular Army? Answer: 
(1) Probably no vacancies until 1915. (2) This would de- 
pend upon Congressional action, which has not been taken 
nor has a tentative bill been proposed. (3) Unless Congress 
should enlarge the Regular Army it is not probable. 

READER asks: Enlisted July 3, 1889; deserted Dee. 5, 
1889; enlisted under assumed name Aug. 5, 1890, remained 
continuously on service to present time. In November,- 1898, 
I surrendered as a deserter, was restored to duty without 
trial, granted a deserter’s release, and held in service to com- 
plete the term was serving in at time of surrender. Will the 
time served from July 3 to Dec. 5, 1889, count upon retire- 
ment? (2) Suppose I wish to make my home in Ireland or 
outside the United States upon retirement, do I have to pay 
my expenses, that is, transportation and rations to the place, 
or does the Government furnish any of it? (3) Are soldiers 
stationed in the Department of the Philippines permitted to 
make applications for retirement one month or so prior to 
completing thirty years, or do they have to wait until the 
full period is complete? Answer: (1) Service July-Decem- 
ber, 1889, counts. (2) Your own expense, but must have 
permission to reside abroad, and have this permission re- 
newed annually. (3) Apply beforehand. 

H. P. C.—Your question should be sent through the chan- 
nel. It cannot be answered elsewhere. 

J. S.—Conditions governing re-enlistment of soldiers whose 
service during previous enlistments was other than honest 
and faithful are noted in Army Regulation 861. Without 
special authority of the Secretary of War a dishonorably dis- 
charged soldier cannot be re-enlisted. An Act of Aug. 22 
1912, makes it possible for the authorities to consider sub. 
sequent conduct of a deserter, etc., to judge of his fitness 
for re-enlistment.

Manila, P.I., Jan. 5, 1914.
